Sprineriexp, Ili., Jan. 13.—It is quite cer- 
tain this evening that Jim Robison and not 
Lyman Trumbull will receive the nomination 
of the Democratic caucus. The Democrats 
are well disposed towards Trumbull, but they 
are determined to have nothing to do with 
anybody named by the Greenback party 
under any circumstances. ‘They have had 
enough of the stump-tail party, and do not 
propose to prolong its lifé in the Siate of 
Illinois by extending to it aid and comfort. 
The Democrats say they will sooner vote 
with the Republicans. 

ANOTHER CIRCUMSTANCE 
in this connection is worthy of being brought 
out of the obscurity which surrounds it, to 
be gazed at by the world. It is claimed that 
some fifteén or twenty Democrats will not 
vote for Robison in case of his nomination. 
Inease the Republicans get into a row, the 
Democrats will withdraw Robison and put 
up the best man they can name. This dark 
horse has not yet been named, and it is 
probable that the Democrats have not fully 
determined who it shall be themselves. 
In some Democratic corners George 
Wendeling has been suggested as a 
candidate for Senatorial honors. He 
was @ member of the last Constitu- 
tional Convention and the Twenty-seventh 
Assembly, and during the past suntter 
stumped the State in opposition to Bob In- 
gersoll’s well-known views on important 
religious topics, It is not likely, however, 


‘that his name will be brought before the

TROUBLE IN THE EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
caused by the outcroppings of Democratic 
cussedness.

THE BLODGETT CASE. 
COMPOSITION OF THE 8U8-COMMITTBE.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 13.—There is some 
difficulty in appointing the Blodgett Sub-Com- 
mittee. Proctor Knott has consented to act as 
Chairman if Frye will go as the Republican 
member, Frye assents to this.

THE RESUMPTION ACT, 
HOW IT ORIGINATED AND WHO CARRIED IT 
THROUGH.

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan, 13.—A nearer look 
at the Senate Republican caucus of Saturday 
shows that it has a deeper meaniag than was 
given to it in the first reports.

In other words, the rival Presidential candi- 
dates are not disposed to permit Secretary 
Sherman to receive the sole credit for resump- 
tion, and they call attention to the fact that 
Secretary Shermau, as Senator, was not only 
not the father of the Resumption bill, bat that 
he was among the more backward of Senators 
in agreeing to lix the time for resumption, and 
was, in fact, tu the end opposed to the inser- 
tion of apy date clause in ibe bili. These cir- 
cumstances, perhaps not witb so much direct 
ness, were called to the attention of the- 
caucus im a long speech which it is said 
was delivereé by Senacor Edmunds, who was 
the cause of ¢exliing the caucus. But, as Sen- 
ator Edmunds is not a Presidential candidate 
himself, it is not fair to suppose that be called 
attention to the facts fur the purpose olf pre- 
venting -a rival Presidential caudidate from re- 
ceiving unceserved encomiums. 

THE MAIN OBJECT O¢ THE CAUCUS, 
however, of course, was to endeavour to secure 
for ube party, as a party, Whatever proper po- 
litical results may flow from the resumption of 
specie payments. As a consequence ol such a 
position, of course, the party would declare it- 
self against apy theory which tends to show 
that any one member of the party should be 
credited with the success of resumption. 

{t is believed that the following outlines the 
discussion ip the caucus: Now that resump- 
tion is a success, those familiar with the legisla- 
tion which has brought it about are recalling 
the initial movements, aud the positious tuen 
taken by John Sherinau and others who have 
wore recently done so much towards the 
triumphant carrying out of this Republican 
measure. When the Fortietn Congress assem- 
bied here in July, 1867, there were

States, except in the cases wherein the law autaor- 
izing the same other provizions were expressly

Senator Edmunds made an elaborate arcu- 
ment vu the 3a and 4th of December ensuing in 
support of this preamble aud resolution, show- 
ing that the public indebtedness was author- 
ized by statutes which were a series of war 
measures, and which 

PLEDGED THE PUBLIC FAITH 
to its payment, involving the ccrtain conse- 
quence of making in a short time the paper cur- 
rency of the country convertible into gold and 
silver at par in the hands of all. 

The resolution was Opposed, and Senator 
Hendricks offered as a sudstitute a resolution 
providing for the payment of the public debt, 
except where the law cails for the payment in 
coin in the lawful money of the United States. 

On motion of Senator Sherman, who was then 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance, the 


| resolution and substitute were referred to that 


Committee on the 6th of December, 1867. Over 
a year later,on the 16thof December, 1 


Sentor Sherman reported back the Edmunds 
resolution, with a recommendation that it lie on 
the table, and presenting the following as a sub- 


stitute for it: 

Resolved by the Senate, That neither pnblic 
policy nor the good faith of the nation will allow 
the redemption of the five-twenty bonds untii the 
United States shall perform its primary duty of 
paying its notes in coin of making them equivaient 
thereto, and measures should be adopted by Con- 

to secure the resumption of specie- payments 
at as early a period as practicable. 

Senator Sherman never called up either the 
Edmunds resolution or his substitute for it. In 


1369 Congress passed an act to authorize the 
refunding of the national debt, which declared 
what the Edmunds resolution had declared two 
years before, and also touk ground on resump- 
tion that had not been taken in the Sherman 
resolution. Divisions in the Republican party 
on financia] questions continued until the com- 
mencement of the second session of the Forty- 
third Congress in December, 1874, when the 
Republican caucus directed the appointment of 
a committee to prepare a bili 
PROVIDING FOR RESUMPTION 

which all could support. It was understood at 
the time that Sherman was opposed to the in- 
sertion of any date for rcsumption in the bill, 
and voted in committee against the date finally 
inserted. The bill drafted in committee was 
reported to the Republican caucus, and was by 
that body referred to the Seuvate Committce on 
Finance. ‘That Committee instructed Senator 
Sherman to report it to the Senate, and after a 
discreet silence on the part of its friends it was 
passed by that body. The House then passed 
it, the President signed it, and tbe nation is 
now enjoving its fruits. t is hardly just to 
other Senators, however, to give Senator Sher- 
man the credit of having originated the Re- 
sumption act. when, as is shown above, it was 
brought about by the Republican Senators. It 
is right that the Republicans, whose representa- 
tive men secured resumption, should vow re- 


joice over it. 


SALARIES OF CLERKS. 
A QUESTION BETWEEN THE HOUSE AND SENATE. 
Special Dispaich to The Trivune. 
WasHinoton, D. C., Jan. 13.—Some of the 


Democratic members of the House Appropria- | 


tion Committee propose to butt their heads agaiu 
against the stone wall of the Senate on the 
question of the salaries of the clerks and other 
employes of that body. It may be remembered 
that at the last session the Appropriation Com- 
mittee of the House, under the lead of Atkins 
and Durham, undertook to reduce the force of 
clerks in the Senate, and to cut down their sala- 
ries to make them correspond with those of 
clerks performing similar duty in the House. 
This piece of assumption the Scnate 
resented, and the Conference Committce 
was for a long time unable’ to agree. 
Finally Mr. Beebe, of New York, offered a 
resolution which, in effect, directed the con- 
ferees on the part of the House to withdraw 
from their position and allow the Senate to 
manage its own internal affairs in its own way. 
This resolution was adopted by about 30 
majority, and then the Legislative bill was 
agreed to. Now the Committee is reported to 
have put a similar proposition into the Legisla- 
tive biil for next sear. Of course the House 
will have to yield again, if the Senate insist 
as it did a year ago; but it is possible that, as 
the Democrats take control of tbe Senate at its 
next session, the Republicaus will allow them 
to cut down the ealgries of the cierks whom they 
will appoint if they desire to do so. 


AGRICU LTURE. 
REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT FOR DECEMBER. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 13.--The report of 
the Department of Agriculture for December 
says the corn crop of 1878 is 30,000,000 bushels 
in excess of 1877. Oats a somewhat larger crop 
than the lretvy yield of i877, constituting it the 
largest ever raised in thiscountry. No material 
change in barley. Rye one-sixth larger than in 
1877. Potatoes fall off 46,000,000 busheis. 

The cultivation of sorghum is receiving ip- 
creased attention, and the results of the year’s 
culture are satisfactory. 

Twelve tobacco growing States, representing 
the bulk of the total production of the country, 
report a production compared with last year as 
follows: Kentucky, 60; Virginia, 53; Missouri, 
56; Teonessee, 53; Ohio, 90; Maryland, 84; 
Indiana, 83; North Carolina, ; Peunsy!vania, 
36; Lllinors, 50; Connecticut, 86; Massachuseits, 
%5. Grapes, apples, and pears show a greatly 
decreased yield. 


SUPREME COURT. ° 
BIG LAND CLAIMS DECIDED. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jaa. 13.—The case of 
Benjamin Scutt and others against the United 
States, in which aclaim was set up uoder the 
Spavish grant to 11,000 square miles, embracing 
twenty-four counties ip Missouri and Arkansas, 
was tu-day decided by the United States Su- 
preme Court adversely to claimants. It is beld 
that no adequate survey of the alleged grant 
has ever been made, and that po survey can be 
made which will correspond with the concession, 
owing to erroneous ideas which were enter- 
tained at the time it was made as to the source 
and direction of White River, by reference to 
which it was intended to be located. 

No. 796. United States vs. The Cities of New 
Orleans and Laltimore. Appeai from the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the District 
of Louisiana. The Cities of New Orleans and 


Baltimure, as jlegatees of one McDonough, set up 
iv this case a claiin under the Spavish grant to 
1,800 acres of land in the State of Louisiana. Iu 
the lower court the claim was confirmed, but 
the deeree of ibat Court is here reversed, upon 
the gruund that a mere permissivn to settle oo 
land, upniess followed bv a formal grant or 
soumethivge which consututed legal Spanish 
title, is not sufficient to sustala the claim under 
the provisions of the Private Land-Ciaim act of 
1800. ‘Lhe cause is remanded, witn directions 
to dismiss the petition. 


A COMPARISON, 
NATIONAL BANKS AND THE BANKS OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. 
Special Disvatch to The Tribune . 

WasHInGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—The tables 
published by Comptroller Knox in his last re- 
port showing the ratio of the ¢apital of banks in 
the Uniced States and Great Britain to their 
liabilities has attracted attention in England, 
and given rise to tne question whether the 
proportion of banking capital to liabilities in 
that country is noc small in yiew of the recent 
bank failures in the United Kingdom. This is 
a very important question to business men in 
that country. The comparison made by Comp- 
troller Knoxis especially interesting, vecause 
it shows greater apparent stability of the Na- 
tiopal banks in the United States than of sini- 
lar institutions in Great Britain. While the 
ratio of capital and undivided profits to liabili- 
tics in the banks of Great Britain from which 
reports are received is oriy 237-100 per cent, 
the ratio of capital, reserve fund, and undivided 
profits of the Nativual banks of the United 
States to their habilities is 54 73-100 per cent. 

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

GREAT LIGHTS CALL UPON THE PRESIDENT. 

Wasainoton, D. C,, Jan. 13.—The Commit- 
tee appointed by the Woman Suffrage Conven- 
tion held in this city last week, consisting of 
Mrs. Gage, Mrs. Spencer, Mrs. Wells, aud Mrs. 
Williams, the two latter from Utah, called on the 
President this morning and presented 4 memo- 
rial and other papers in relation to female suf- 
frage, and charging that the President had ig- 
pored the women of the country in his annual 
message. They also called the attention of the 
President to the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court in relation to polygamous marriages, and 
to the effect of eofgrcing the act of 1562, and 
said 1t would make thousands of women out- 
casts and their children illegitimate. 

Tne President said he was deeply impressed 
by what bad been said, and requested that Mrs. 
Williams and Mrs. Wells make out statements 
in writing and submit them to him. He wanted

THE WAYS AND MEANS 
MITTEE.

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 13.—The delega- 
tions of sugar importers and refiners that bavo 
been here for a number of days were unable to 
agree upon any plan of adjustment of the vari- 
ous questions pending relative to the rate of 
duty upon sugar and the methods of assessing 
it, and to-day the Ways and Means Committee, 
by a vote 6 yeas to 2 nays, came to a decision 
upon that subject, the details of which are given 
below. Any cecision, of course, would have 
disappointed one faction, but it was not expect- 
ed that the decision reached would disappoiut 
both. The representatives here of the Bostun 
sugar men, as well as representatives of some 
factions of the New York sugar interest,

at the decision, and will endeavor to defeat the 
Committee in the House. One of the Bostou 
men said: “ The planters have carried theday.” 
The decision, irrespective of the merits of the 
controversy, seems to settle one fact,—

PROVISIONS OF HEWITT’3 BILL.

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 13.—Mr. Hewitt, of 
New York,Chairman of the Sub-Committee hay- 
ing the Army bill in charge, reported it to the 
full Committee at its session this morning.

SHERMAN ON RESUMPTION, 


The Secretary of the Treasury Repeats His 
Purpose to Nullify the Silver Act. 
Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 8.—TZhomas M, 
Nichol, Esqg., Secretary Honest-Money League, 
I have to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 4th instant, tu; 
closing a copy of the kindly resolution adopted 
at the mecting of the Honest-Moncy League on 
the 2d instant, for which I return my grateful 
thanks. Resumption, -so0 long struggled for 
and so eminently beneticial to ail interests 
and all classes, is mow secure. There 
are put two points, incident’ ta 
resumption about which I notice complaint, 
First—The non-payment of interest on the pub; 
lic debt in gold at cities other than New York, 
Second—Critiasms of tbe distribution of the 
silver dollar by this Department. To maintaia 
specie payments the coin must be kept in some 
central, convenient depository, always accessi- 
bie. ‘The iaw fixes New York as this place. It 
is not reasonable, while we promptiy redeem 
our potes and pay the interest on the 
pubiie debt in New York, that complaint 
should be made because the coin is not scatter 
ed by being transported at the will of creditors, 
‘at considerable cost, to other parts of the United 
States. We must make no distinction between 
the payment of interest and the redemption of 
notes, but both should be paid at the same place 
anil in the same wav, or we again make tle dis- 
crimination so much complained of betweca 
the noteholder avd the  bondholder 
I hope aftcr some preparation and 
lapse of time it may be _ convenient 
to exchange coin for notes and pay interest at 
all the depositories in the United States, and J 
wil, seck to bring about that result not asa 
matter of legal duty, but for the convenience of 
citizens. As tothe other matter, I have a clear 
conviction that to force payment of the silver 
dollar to the public creditors would tena to de- 
preciate it and cause it at once to be sald 
in the market at less than par. No 
friend of the silver dollar should de- 
sire it to be forced into circulation 
under such circumstances. This would open @ 
AAP between the silver dollar and United States 
reasury-botes that would tend to bring it ints 
discredit amung our people, while it is plainly 
the policy of the law that it should be wmaip- 
tained at par with United States notes. The 
Department is now issuing the silver dgllars, 
transporting them free of charge wherever 
needed to all who wish them in exchange for 
United States notes or in payment for services, 
and it is hoped that the whule coinage may thus 
be put in circulation. While it is the duty 
of the “Government to coin different kinds 
of monev as public policy. dictates, it should be 
within the power of the citizen, at bis optien, to 
demand either form of lawful money. It1s hoped 
that the friends of resumption will be satistied 
with the beneficent results already accomplished, 
and will give this Department reasonable for- 
bearance in the practical execution of its plans. 
if so, those who have hitherto disagreed witb 
‘us about resumption may join with us jm ap- 
plauding the policy pow being maintained, 
Very respectfully yours, JOHN SHERMAN.

tion of Peiwar, on the 2d of December, a procia- 
mation printed in the Persian language was 
foundthere. Its substance bas been condensed 
as follows: ** The Evglish are about to invade 
Afghanistan to avenge their former defeats, the 
memory of which they have never for- 
gotten. All good Mahometans are bound to 
fight against the accursed English, who, if vic- 
torious, will slay our wives avd children. It is 
a heinous sin to take bribes from infidels, who 
are fond of using this method of gaining over 
men. Those who die in battle, fighting against 
the infidel, go straight to Paradise. Those who 
survive bave glory on earto and will eet riches 
from the pillage of India. Those who run 
away bave shame in this world and will be 
thrown into flames in the next.”’ 

This proclamation, as might be judged from 
the doctrinal assertion which is bere printed in 
italics, came from the priest class in Afghanis- 
tan, is accompanied by copious quotations from 
the Koran, and was printed *“‘in the month of 
Shawal, 1205, Hegira.” that is, between the 12th 
of October and the 11th of November, 1575.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
SOLAR PHENOMENA. 
By Cable to New York Heraid. 


Lonpon, Jan. 13.—J. Norman Lockyer, 
the distinguished English astronomer, has 
just informed me tbat he has obtained evi- 
dence that the bright lines of the solar chro- 
mosphere are chiefly lines due to the not yet 
isolated bases of fourteen so-called elements, 
and that the solar phenomena in their totality 
are, in all probability, due to dissertion at 
the photospheric level and association at 
higher levels. In this way vertical currents 
in the solar atmosphere both ascending and 
descending cause intense absorption in the 
spots. Their association with the facule 
and the apparently continuous spectrum of 
the corona and its siruciure thus find easy 
solution. Mr. Lockyer thus apparently ex- 
plains all difficulties met by the observers of 
the solar eclipse of last year. 

IN THE BREAKERS, 

The American ship Thomas M. Reed, 
Capt. Small, bound from San Francisco for 
Liverpool, went ashore in the breakers in 
Freshwater Bay, near Sinny Head, yester- 
day. The sea was running very high at the 
time, and, although the rocket apparatus 
was soon on the spot, great diffi- 
culty was experienced in getting a 
line on board. The crew were in a very dan- 
gerous position, but by means of the line 
twenty of the men were saved. Three had 
been washed overboard and were drowned. 
Lloya’s agent proceeded to the scene of the 
wreck, and 1s saving all the cargo that comes 
ashore. This consists mainly of boxes of 
canned meat and fish. The sands for more than 
a mile are strewn with the cargo and broken 
spars, The amount of salvage will be large. 
The ship has already become a total wreck. 

The yacht in the service of Trinity House 
had been sent for, and was hourly expected 
at the time our dispatch left Milford. 

The Thomas M. Reed left San Francisco 
ou September 25, and made the voyage in 
safety to within about 100 miles of her port.

CRIME. 
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CHARGED WITH MURDER, 
Special Dispaich to The Tribune. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 13.+A week ago last 
Saturday Edgar Wyatt, United States Special 
Bailiff, killed William Pflanz, an assistant. 
They bad been intimate friends, and the mur- 
der would never have been suspected had not 
William Adair, the Deputy United States Mar- 
shal directing their movements, caused the 
suspicion that this crime bad been committed. 
Adair and Wyatt are bitter enemics. Doubts 
were raised as to the killing, but nothing mure 
was thougbt of the matter until this morning, 
when the County Attorney of Hart County bad 
Wyatt arrested for the murder. On Saturday 
Julius RK. Crule, the County Attorney for 
Hart County, arrived here, and visited the 
Chief of Police, asking for the arrest of Wyatt 
on the charge of murder. He presented tne 
affidavits of Mrs. Nichols and her son, who live 
near where tho tragedy occurred. The affidavit 
of young Nichols is to the effect that on Satur- 
day, the 4th, the deceased and accused, with 
others,| had stopped at their house to warm, 
and, aiter remaining there a short time, had 
started off, the deceased being in the lead of the 
accused. Pilanz had not gone far before Wyatt 
calied him to come back and get his hat, which 
he did, and then again started forward. Having 
proceeded but a few yards, Wyatt again called 
him oack to get his pistol, which he said 
he had dropped, and be _  sg6tarted to 
returm® when young Nichols picked up the pis- 
tol and handed it to Wyatt, and Pilanz, tugning 
bis horse, again started forward. At this time, 
he says im his aflidayit, the shot was fired, ana 
that Lhe parties were not over fifteen yards 
apart. His attention had been attracted toward 
the horse at the instant the pistol was dis- 
charged, and although hedid not see how it was 
pointed he saw the smoke still curling from the 
pistol of Wyatt.

TIENRY WHEESE. 
Spectat Jiaspatch to The Tribune. 

BURLINGTON, la., Jan. 13.—The trial of Henry 
Weese for the murder of Henrv Graesser and 
wife was commenced in the District Court of 
this county this morning, on a change of venue 
from Lee County. This murder was one of the 
most atrocious that has occurred in this section 
fora number of years, and \the prisoner nar- 
rowly escaped being lynched when first arrested. 
The circumstances of the murder are as fol- 
lows Henry Graesser and wife were an old 
German couple about 70 years of age, who 
lived about four milss from Fort Madison, 
and who had accumulateil some property, 
and were known to have considerable moncy 
in the house. The old gentleman bad the same 
aversion for banks that a burned child js popu- 
larly believed to have of fire, he having lost a 
large amount previously by the failure of a 
bank. On the nigkt of the 14th of March last, 
the bouse of Graesser was discovered by his 
neighbors to be on fire. The people of the 
neighborhood rushed to the s¢ene, but were too 
late to rescue Graesser or bis wife, and the gen-

by fire. The tire was 
the house was entirely destroved, and 
a search gave unmistakable evidence that the 
house had been robbed. The bodies of the aged 
couple were found badly burned in a room ad- 
joining the sleeping-room, showing that they 
had not been asleep when the fire occurred. 
The furniture Jay arouna the half-burned build- 
ing. A mattress bad been carried outside the 
house and burned, and everything indicated 
that the premises had been thoroughly searched 
either before or after the fire broke out. These 
facts convinced ce. prow that the Graessers 
had been murde and robbed, and that the 
house bad been fired to hide the crime. Suspicion 
fastened on Weese, and he was arrested and 
searched, when a large sum of money was found 
on his person. It was well known in the neigh- 
borhood that his cash balance was usually very 
low. Weese was put on trial at the last term of 
the Lee County District Court, and obtained a 
change of venue to this county, on account of 
the intense feeling against him in the vicinity of 
the murder. The case was called in the Des 
Moines County District Court this morning, and 
no trouble was experienced tn securing a jury. 
Four witnesse$ were examined to-day, the first 
being Samue! Cameron, whg lives in the neigh- 
borhood of the sceve of the murder. He testi- 
tied to the circumstances of the fire and the 
finding of the bodies, and related a conversation 
he bad in Weese’s hearing a short time before 
the murder, of the monev Graesser was sup- 
osed to have in the house, and also stated that 
ie had heard a shot in the direction of Graes- 
ser’s house just before the fire. The next wit- 
ness was Dr. F. C. Roberts, of Fort Madison, 
who described the condition of the bod- 
ies at the | post-mortem examination, .in 
which he took part. The third 
was William -Conlee, Justise of the Peace ab 
Fort Madison, befare whom Weese was brought 
for examination at the time of the arrest. He 
testified to the money being found on Weese’s 
person, and gave the amount at $1,957.45. ‘The 
last witness exammed was H. D. Cona, who 
was appointed custodian of the money found 
ot the prisoner, and corroborated Squire Conlee 
as tothe amount. At this point the Court ad- 
jouroed till to-morrow morning. 


KIDNAPPER IN JAIL.

New Orveans, Jan. 13.—G. R. M. Newman 
(colored), Clerk of the Distriet Court of St. 
Mary’s Parish, testified before the Telier Com- 
mittee concerning the destruction of ballot- 
boxes, and efforts made by the Democrats to 
get possession of the duplicate returns ip his 
possession; an attack made on his house at 
nicht, etc., substantially confirming the news- 
paper accounts published at the time. 

W. B. McNeall, of Caddo, Deputy-Sheriff, 
testified concerning the Caledonian affair, cor- 
roborating Mr. Norwood’s testimony. When 
they started to Ream’s house and were fired 
upon they were unarmed. Witness found a 
dozen stand of arms at Ream’s house. The 
published statemént was to the effect that 
twenty negroes in all were killed, but cannot 
say where each negro was killed. Witness 
served in the Federal army during the War, 

Secretary-of-State Strong was called, and re- 
quested to furnish the election statistics. 

David Wise, of Tensas, testified that the 
election was peaceable and quiet. Live within 
one-fourth of a mile of Fairfax, but knew noth- 
ing until the affair was over.

My gin was burned by the negroes the fol- 
lowing day. Don’t know the reasoa. Never 
gave them any cause. Saw armed colored 
men marching through Waterproof the day 
before my gin was burned; consequently, 
when it was burning was afrail to 
£0 out to see about it. Think 
armed bodies of negroes came from Catahoula 
Parish,—some 200 of them. The next |day 
another crowd of armed negroes came in town, 
gnade a great deal of fuss, and cried that they 
were going to burn the town. Fairfax wag the 
leader of ‘the negroes. It was understood he 
was keeping up the color line, making speech- 
es. anda advising the negroes to preserve a bold 
front. I sold ammunition at my store toany 
one who wanted it. The negroesdid not buy an 
upusual quantity at this time. 

H. Moss, ot Tensas, testified that he gave the 
negroes the assurance that the Waterproof 
people had nothing todo with the Fairfax af- 
fair; that the interests of the negroes and white 
people were common; that he would protect 
them in their rights, provided they acted as 
they should. Saw negroes pass by hundreds 
through the town. There may have been thou- 
sands of them. They were ali armed. The 
negroes dispersed when the Saeriff of St. Joseph 
arrived. They also heard that white men from 
Mississippi were coming. I don’t think there 
were more than twenty white men in Water- 
proof. We were very much frightened. The 
negroes threatened to kill the children and 
outrage the women. Think they would have 
burned the town Tuesday if tne Sheriff’s posse 
bad not arrived.

COURT OF INQUIRY. 
| FIRST DAY’S SESSION. 

The Court of inquiry appointed at the re 
quest of Maj. M. C. Reno, of the Seventh Caval- 
ry, to examine into his conduct at the battle of 
the Little Big Horn, June 25 and 26, 1876, be- 
gan its work at the Palmer House yesterday 

ing. It is made up of Col. John H. King, 
of the Ninth Infantry, who sits in the centre; 
Col. Wesley Merritt, of the Fifth Cavairy; and 
Lieut.-Col. W. B. Royall, of the Third Cavalry. 
First-Lieutenant Jesse M. Lee, Adjutant of the 
Ninth Infantry, is Recorder. Maj. Reno was 
present. Aside from those named there were in 
the room two or three ollicers attached to Gen. 
Sheridan’s headquarters, who were lookers-on. 
All of them were in full aniform, with swords, 
apd the decorum was as marked as that 
the United States 
Court. There were haif a 
dozen reporters on hand to take down the pro- 
ceedings, and their presence was the first thing 
that occupied the attention of the Court. 
Whether they should be permitted to remain or 
not was the question, but a decision was not 
reached at the moment, the matter being taken 
under advisement until the body was organized. 

RECORDER LEE 

then read the special order directing the calling 
ot the Court. by the President. on the applica- 
tion of Maj. Reno, and naming those who were 
to constitute it—the officers mentio ned. 

In answer to an inquiry, Maj. Reno said he 
bad no objection to any of the members. 

The three ‘Judges’ were next sworn, as was 
the stenographer, Mr. H. C. Hollister, of Fort 
Leavenworth. 

The Recorder stated that he had subpcenaed 
nineteen witnesses, but only two had as yet ar- 
rived. He had written tothe War Department 
for certain data, as to whether avy accusations, 
imputations, and charges bad been made against 
Maj. Reno, and had only received the papers 
that (Mdnday) morning. He had, therefore, not 
had time to give them @careiul examination. 
As several questions were to be decided,—one 
as to 

THE MODE OF PROCEDURE,— 
these might be taken up first. He had a copy 
of Maj. Reno’s application for the Court, and 
alsvu a letter of the Adijutant-General transmit- 
ting it. That seemed to be the basis of tne 


inquiry. 

As the Recorder was about to read the Adju- 
tant-General’s letter, Maj. Reno arose, and said 
it was hardly in order to put those documents 


in at this time. | 

The Recorder did not propose to offer any- 
thing in evidence, but simply to read the letters 
for the iaformation of the Court. Tbe Dyer 


case was a precedent. 

Maj. Revo had no objection to the reading of 
his applicationsbut he did object to the letter of 
the Adjutant-General. 

The Recorder said he haa no particular desire 
to read it. 

“Maj. Reno wished it understood that he 
didn’t object to the papers themselves, but 
simply to their introduction at this stage of the 
proceedings. | 

The Recorder repeated that he did not intend 
to offer the Adjutant-General’s letter as evi- 
dence, but simpiy to read it as a letter of trans- 
mittal. He did not care to read Maj. Reno’s 
application now. He, however, seemed to be 
indifferent about the matter, and finaily re

which was as follows: 

Hannrissure, Pa., Jan. 22, 1878.—T7o0 His Ex- 
cellency the President: A letter addressed to the 
Hon. W. W. Corlett, Delegate to Congress from 
Wyoming Territory, and by bim referred to tne 
House Committee on Military Affairs, aud thus 
made semi-official, appeared in the press of the 
1°th inst. As the object of this letter was to re- 
quest an investigation of my conduct at the battle 
of tne Little Big Horn River, and this was also the 
first time various reports and rumors had been put 
into detinite shape, 1 addressed a communication 
to the same Committee, tarough its Chairman, 
urging that an mvestigation be resolved upon.

Tne Recorder did not wish to delay the pro- 
ceedings, but wished to submit whether he be 
notified to produce tbe evidence, if he have 
any, or give the names of witnesses—whethcr 
be be notified that he had the privilege of be- 
ing present. As-to his competency as a wit- 
hess, that could be setiled hereafter. 

Col. King remarked that that question could 
be decided in the future, and inquired bow the 
Recorder proposed.to proceed, 

MAJ. RENO 

arose and said a train was behind time, and he 
had been disappointed in the receipt of some 
lctters. He, therefore, asked the indulgence ot 
the Court until this morning, iu order that he 
night look over the papers and advise with 
counsel. He was hardly ready to proceed, ow- 
Ing to the fact stated. 

The Recorder had some authorities on the 
point that Maj.

CUSTER BATTLE-FIELD. 
WHAT SHOULD BE FOUND OUT. 

THe TRIBUNE yesterday gave a compiete and 
succinct review of the march of the Seventh 
Cavalry from the day of its departure from Fort 
Lincoln, in May, 1876, to the memorable 25th of 
June following, when it gave battle to the com- 
bined Sioux forces under ‘Sitting Bull on the 
banks of the Little Big Horn River. The inci- 
dents connected with that expedition under 
Gen. Terry, and the final disaster which over- 
whelmed five companies of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, bave been recited iv detail, but it unques- 
tionably remains for a searching court of inqui- 
ry, organized for the express purpose of eliciting 
all of the minutest facts, to determine the right 
and wroug of the movements which were then 
made by the unfortunate commander of tbe 
regiment and the officers to whom was given 
the-duty of co-operating with him in that unfor- 
tunate attack. Wiether Custer disobeyed or- 
ders, and permitted his zeal and enthusiasm to 
run away with his judgment; whether Reno 
willfully neglected to succor bis commander in 
his hour of extreme-peril; whether the day 
might have bevn saved to the troops,or the 
entire regiment aunihilated, had the seven com- 
panies which made the fina! stand on Rebo’s bill 
gone farther and been surrounded by sayages,— 
these are questions which ‘the closest scrutiny 
avd most careful weighing of testimony must 
determine to sing sete mind, It is enough to 
know that the disaster occurred: how it hap- 
pened, or whether there was a display of coward- 
ice, requires more than casual observation or the 
acceptance of mere hearsay evidence. It is to 
determine the responsibility resting upon the 
shouiders of Maj. Reno—who has been charved 
with cowardice in that he did not aid Custer— 
that the Court of Inquiry is now setting in this 
city. 

To give the general reader a more comprehen- 
sive idea of the battle-field waere Custer met 
its fate, Toe TRIBUNE presents this morning 

A MAP OF THE LOUALITY, 
together with the lines of march and the posi- 
tions occupied vy the several commands, Skirt- 
ing the right (or vastern) side we have the Kose- 
bud Creck, ogg, which the advance was 
made into the Indian country. It was, 
as will be remembered,. belore crossing 
the “*divide”? which sheds the water tothe 
Rosebud and the Little) Big Horn, and waict 
will be found near the lower (or southern) point 
of the map, ‘that Lieut.-Col. Custer made the 
division of his regimeut into three commands, 
led by himself, Maj. Keno, and Capt. Benteen, 
respectively. The latter officer swept to the ex- 
treme left or sogthwest trom near the point in- 
dicated as his place of reappvarance when he 
finally marched to Reno’s aid. Reno, with tne 
centre, descended the divide, entered the Little 
Big Horn at a trot, aua forded, as shown by the 
map. He then made his charge at gallop, and, 
dismounting, deployed as a skirmish line in 
front of the Indian village, where, as was stated 
yesterday, the savages were raising such a dust 
tnat their numbers could not be definitely as- 
certained. The firing growing intense, Maj. 
Reno fell into the timber skirting the bed of the 
dry ¢reck, wich there had the torm of a borse- 
shoe. It was from this point that he finally 
withdrew, or retreated to the Little Big Horn 
River, forded, and succeeded in reachiog the 
high biuffs, which there are marked as Keno’s 
Hill to designate the position of his final stand. 

THE TESTIMONY OF OFFICIAL REPORTS 
shows that as Maj. Reno Was iv the act of with- 
drawing his command, Capt. Benteen, wao had 
failed to feel the savages on the leit, suddenly 
came in view of the Indians near the point where 
Maj. Reno bad first forded before making his 
charge. Tbe Ivdiaus, surprised at his sudden 
reappearance, and, no doubt, impressed with the 
belief that a large body of troops was approach- 
ing, suddenly halted for) a period of perhaps 
ten minutes, and during that time Maj. Keno 
covered his retreat and reacbed the bill, but not 


without some joss. 


Capt. Senteen pushed forward and joined 


‘Maj. Reno on the hill, and it was here that the 
seven companies (including Capt. McDougall’s, 


which was left to guard the packs when the ad- 


vance was mad¢) made the desperate staud 


throughout the 25th, and that nigbt and the 
following day and night coustantly beset by 
savages and harassed to the extreme. 
Lieut.-Col. Custer, it will be observed, taking 
the right, had gone forward to a point beyond 
the Reno hiil, ana, as is evident aud has been 
stated on Indian authorities, attempted to rord 
the Little Big Horn, hopivg, no douvt, to strike 
the savages in the rear while Maj. Reno engaged 
them in front. It was just after Maj. Reno had 
reached the hill that a portion of the savages 
suddeniy withdrew and disappeared in the direc- 
tion of the point where, as was afterwards 
ascertained, the engagement with Col. 
Custer occurred. far as can be 
learned they came back, or at least a 
large portion of them did when Custer’s com- 
mand had been “finished,” and deyuted their 
attentions to the combined forces of Maj. Repo 
and Capt. Benteen. From there they suddenly 
withdrew late on the 26th of June, no doubt 
apprised by rumors of the apprvach of Gens. 
erry and Gibbon, who were then: rapidiv ad- 
Valuing, and came in sight the following day. 
A careful study of the above map will give a 
better idea of the movements of the Seventh 
Cavairy on the 25th of June, 1876, than can be 
liuparted by mere description. The general 
features. ot the topography of the region ouly 


| are given, bat they are sufficient to bring out 


vividly the routes pursued and the advantages 

afforded for the movement of troops. The 

sketch, made by one who participated in the 

fight, may be relied upon as correct in general 

essentials.

Dugal, of the Seventh Cavalry. All the officers 
of the Seventh were from Fort Lincoln except 
Capt. Mcwugal, who bailed from Standing Rock. 
Dr. Porter was Assistant Surgeon with tue dSev- 
enth at the time of the tragedy. 

A reporter chanced to see 

COL. BENTEEN 

at a lace bour last evening, as he was about re- 
tiring to bis room, he having tarried a 
few moments to talk with Capt... W. 
E. Dougherty, an IAndian Agent, who 
was returning trom Washington to his post at 
the Crow Creek Agency. Au acquaintance 
quickly sprang up between the Colonel and the 
reporter, and a conversation upon the subject 
matter ensued. 

He stated that he had come here expressly to 
testify in the Reno investigation, and he had no 
ambition to have bis testimony pubiished before 
it went to the ears of the Commission. He had, 
however, no objections to answering any 
general questions. He said tbat ‘on the 
25th of .June he came to the ground 
where Reno. was intrenched. He had 
been sent by Custer on a reconuoitering expedi- 
tion about twenty miles back to tbe left. and he 
got back to the main column just in time to see 
Reno repulsed and driven across the Little Big 
Horn River (which he says by ap act of the Mon- 
tana Legislature bas been changed to Custer 
River). His timely arrival was andoubtedly the 
salvation of Reno, for the latter was being 
hemmed in pretty closely by a band of savages 
far outnumbering his own forces. The In- 
dians caught sight of Capt. Benteen -with 
his troops when they were about two 
miles up the river, and tais checked tbeir pur- 
suit of Reno and his men, as they apparently 
thought atrap bad been laid forthem. lney 
attacked the Capiain and barassed him con- 
tinually by firing into bis command, killing and 
wounding a number of med, until atter he had 
joined Reno. 

Custer was awav with about 300 men; the 
regiment. was divided up; Benteen bad about 
iv, and Reno 121 men. They’ were 
hedged in by Indians eight or ten 
deep, outnumbering the soldiers three or four 
to one, and the redskins stood off upon the 
hills and cracked away at the troops with their 
rifles, greatly to the discomfiture of the latter, 
until the 27th, when Terry came up with his 
coliimn, and the whole moved across the river. 

At the time Benteen came up with Keno, be 
was in command of three companies of the 
Seventh. When he saw that Reno was repulsed, 
he did not know that he was alone, but sup- 
posed the remainder of the coiumn was there 
also, and he thought it would be useless for him 
to attack the Indians if they were suilicient in 
pumbers to swamp the rest. 

When asked what he thought of the massacre 
of Custer, Col. Benteen replied that he (Custer) 
sent Ren» out with the assurance that be would 
be reinforced, if attacked, by the main column, 
under his own command. The reinforcements, 
Reno naturally expected, would come from the 
rear of his command, of course, but they did 
not arrive, and butfor the timely appearance of 
Benteen Reso would have shared a similar fate 
to Custer’s. The fatter, instead of being ata 
certain point at a certain time, took a trail about 
seven milgs off around to the right, was sur- 
prised and cut to pieces before he hardly knew 
where he was. Col. Benteen thought the attack 
upon Custer and the ove upon Revo were made 
about the same time. The forces were divided 
into columns, and neither could be of assistance 
to the ovher,

| of Crazy Horse, who, he thinks, is a fine Gen- 


eral. He thinks tbat Sitting Bull is not to be 
compared to Crazy Horse, and has very little 
influence with the Inaians. 

Capt. Dougberty;the Indian Agent, thinks, 
from computing the number of Indians who had 
left the Agencies at the time of the Custer mas- 
sacre, that there were many thousands engaged 
in thedtight. He says the indians have nv idea 
of time or distance whatever, but from 
all that he was able to learn 
Custer came upon an immense  yvillave 
suddenls, consisting of about 2,200 lodges, 
containing an average of five warriors each. 
Besides these lodges there were a pumber of 
wick-a-wicks scattered about the edges of ‘the 
village in the bushes. These contained voung, 
unmarried braves,who clubbed togetner.and laid 
for scalps, ete., outside the groupe of lodges. 
Some of Custer’s men, he said, according to re- 
ports, never fired off their guns, being surprised 
so suddenly and killed. 

It is not probable that the testimony of these 
ofticers will be arrived at for several dars yet. 
as the Committee is taking up the matter 
chronologicall\, as the events occurred, and their 
turn will not arrive for some time. They will 
ali return to their posts of duty as soon as they 
give in their evidence.

LIEUT. DE RUDIO. 
HIS OPINION ON RENO’S RETREAT. 
Special Dispatch 0, The Tribune. 

Bismarck, D. T., Jan. 13.—Lieut. C. C. De 
Rudio, the noted Italian officer of the Seventh 
Cavalry, left to-day for Chicagoto attend as 
a witwess in the Reno inquiry. In an interview 
here De Rudio expressed tke opinion that Reno 
made a fatal mistake when he retreated from 
the wood just a few minutes before Reno 
ded. De Ruadio saw Gen. Custer look 
wre him, and then disappear behind the 
bluffs for the lower village. He says Custer 
must have calculated that eno would 
maintain his position, and, resting 
under that supposition, made the final charvc. 
Reno, however, fled before Custer got into his 
fight, and gave the Indiaus around him the op- 
portunity to fall ou Caster en masse. De Ru- 
dio’s bitter hostility to Custer is well known, 
and hence the significance of his evidence. 
Reno’s position in the wood De Rudi considered 
impregnable, and nothin but fear could have 
prompted his retreat, which resulted in $0 many 
being kUled and wounded,—imore than was lost 

on the bluffs during the whole fight

for the past- year has beén over $10,000 less than 
in 1877, a iatge portionof which is in the de- 
creased puymeuts for the various forms of tickets 
of admission to the ,exchange room. Current ex- 

snses have increased about $2,500, sume items 

ing iarger and some less than tae preceding 
year. The entire receipts have failen short of the 
expenditures py $2, 708. 

The Board see no reason for anticipating any in- 
crease in the revenue for 1870, but have not 
deemed it wise to increase the annual assessment, 
as they would be justified im doing under the 
rules, and have fixed the assessment for 1879 at 
$20 for each member. This will undoubtedly re- 
quire some recourse to the accumulated funds of 
the Lourd, Dut the Directors hope it may not prove 
& serious encroachment thereon. 

THE MEMBERSHIP 
at the close of the year bas been reduced by lapses 
for non-payment of the assessment for 1878 to 
1179. Nearly aliof the delinquents were under 
vute of suspension, and several of them have left 
the city. 

Death has invaded our ranks and taken sway 
seventeen of those who were of our numbera year 
eince. Several of them Had veen agpociated with 
us for many years, some almost from the organi- 
zation of the Association. The young and tae 
mature have alike been ¢alled upon to surrender 
their jease of life, and part forever with the scenes 
of the world, with its joys and its sorrows, itssun- 
shine and its clouds. While we drop a tear at 
bidding them farewell, we recail with pleasing 
memories their many virtues, and the almost un- 
exceptionally high record they have [®ft as hon- 
orable wmercbants, worthy citizens, and kind 
friends.

handled in this market, and later established a 
svstem for the registration of all warehouse receipts 
for provisions aelivered on contract by the mwem- 
bers of the Association, The adoption of these 
measures is Delieved to have given a high degree of 
satisfaction to all engaged in buying, selling, or 
advancing upon provisions, imparting as they 
do a confidence in the paper representatives 
of provisions held in store tnat was not attainable 
under the former mode of conducting the Dusiness. 
Tue system of registration, whichit was deemed 
prover should be tree of charge to tne holders or 
issuers of whrehouse receipts, necessarily entails 
rome expense on the Board, butit is believed this 
will be cheerfuily borne by the members in view of 
the resulting advantages, The fees for the inspec- 
tion of provisions have been voluntarily reduced by 
the Chief Imepector, the reduction probably 
zinounting to much more than the expense in- 
curred by the estabiishment of the system of regis- 
tration. 

in obedience to a general desire on the part of 
those engayed in the four trade, a system of in- 
specting flour by grade has also been cstablished 
within tae past year, and is now In successful op- 
eration. While it is prooable that in most instances 
dealers in flour will still prefer the inspection of 
the bulk of the four soid in this market by sample, 
yet itis believed a considerable and growing de- 
mand wil] amee for inepection by grade, especially 
on lots designed for export. 

The ceneral! business of the members of thie As- 
sociation and of our city during the past year has 
far exceeded in volnme that of any year in our his- 
tory. Ourreceipts of agricaltural products have 
been greatly im excess Of OUr MOSt sanguine ex- 
peciations, @ud although current prices ave been 
at a low average, vet they bave formed the basis of

A Commercial Traveler’s Observations on 
| Her Retreat Before America—She Will 
_ Not Keep Up with the Times, but Plods 
| Sturdily Along Deserted Ways. 

| New York Weria, Jan. 11. 

_ Mr. Alfred B. Hollis, who represents several 
great English firms, has for five years made 
regular trips to this country, traveling from 
New York to Saa Francisco. An article recent- 
ly published in a New York pewspaver concern- 
ing the falling off in the demand for English 
goods in this country, and the increased demand 
for American manufactures in England, was 
shown him by a Worid reporter recently. 

_ Mr. Hollis hesitated a moment, and then said: 
“* This really annoys me. Until recently I found 
a ready demand for English manufactures. 
Americap superiority in design in every 
branch of manulacture has wrought a change iu 
commercial interests. A few years ago En- 
giand drew large sums of money from the 
United States in return for her manufactures. 
‘Now the tables are turned. There is hardly a 
‘branch of trade in England that is not repre- 
sented in the United States, and to guod ac- 
count. Now, while she is successful in excep- 
‘tional lines, in the rye | American manufact- 
ures are in demand, and for one—as a traveler 
—with a full acquaintance with the European, 


Indian, and Australian buyers, 1 think that 
agencies of American manutactures should be 


established in London, and Sydney, New South 
Wales. Seven vears ago Kidderminster sent 


twenty salesmen to this country in the interest 
of her well-known carpets. 
sent.

**Can that statement be substantial? Can a 


single town like Kidderminster,once with twenty 
travelers in the United States, have now lost all 
_representaticn among us?”’ 


‘*That is the case,’’ answered Mr. Hollis. 
“* The statement applies generally, not only to 


Kidderminster, but to Sheffield, Leeds, Bir- 
mingham, 


Halifax, and Manchester. In Cali- 
fornia | recently met a business-man of Ballarat, 
Australia, just returned from Europe. He. ex- 
pressed bis surprise that English manufacturers 
still obstinately cling to the old patterns and 
styles of a ccatury ago, giving un open field for 
the inventions of the United States. My friend 
spoke particularly of agricultural implements, 
aod said tiat there were none in use in Aus- 
tralia except of American make, and that they 
were far preferable to those of English manu- 
facture—a century behind the age. Here has 
been the great cause of this change,”’ continued 
Mr. Hollis. ‘* English manuiacturers wil! cling 
to a design which their great-grandfatbers 
may have considered the best, and  ob- 
stinately refuse to meet a more advanced 
requirement. In the United States the con- 
trarv is true; the buyer bas made known his 
watts, and they are met. ‘Thus, England’s 
great trade bas been lopped off or is continually 
declining througi: the supenor adaptability of 
gouds coming trom the American markets. 
American manufacturers will make any article 
that their customers ask for, while the English 
stick to their old samples.”’

How bas ic been with reier- 
ence to some of the positive necessaries of 
lifet”’ 

‘Instance the trade of Nor:hampton with the 
United States in sboes,”’ replied Mr. Hollis. 
‘* For years it has been many thousands of pounds 
for England, and now itis many thousands oi 
pounds the other way. The English market is 
supplied with American leather for the tmanu- 
facture of sbves, but even with this the 
American shoes are preferred in 
the English. market, and sare looked upon 
as really of superior workmanship. My wife 
auxiousiy looks for a supply of American boots 
upon miy return. for her own use. American 
jewelry, as to design, has a palpa'le supremacy 
over that of European manufacture. Toe 
steady demand for Geneva watcnes has subsided 
aud taose of American make are considered of 
the best. ‘Ihe oflicials of the London & North- 
western Railway are supplicd with American 
watches. The officers of our afmyin India, I 
think, would prefer the American rifle if they 
were acquainted with it; and in sporting shot- 
guns one American tirm is fast on the heels of 
Evglish makers of high repute. American re- 
yolvers are esteemed in England as wonderfully 
cheap and well made, and there is little or no 
sale for those of HKnglish make in the United 
States. in this way I could take up nearly 
every branch of trade. All will tend to show a 
decline iu Eaglish manufactures and the begin- 
ning of anew era for American manuiacturers 
in the trade of Europe and the Austraban colo- 
nies.,’

éver gold, or over greenbacks which 
he redeems in gold on demand. This 
only increases the contradiction. The argu- 
ment which the Staats-Zeitung advances as 
to the inconvenience of silver because of its 
weight is worn out, and it was always pue- 
rile. The silver coin in small amounts will 
be universally preferred by the poorer and 
middle classes, and for the transaction of the 
ordinary retail trade, over the small gold 
coins which are inconveniently small and 
extremely liable to be lost. For the rest, 
any surplus of silver dollars beyond the de- 
mands of trade would soon find their way 
into silver certificates, which will make the 
best of currency, and into bank vanlts and 
serve the function of reserves. Though 
France has actually more silver coin than 
gold coin, there is no complaint in that 
country among the banks, the business men, 
or the people of any condition as to its pres- 
ences or cireulation. So the silver dollars 
will adjust themselves to their proper place, 
if Secretary SnermMan can be induced or 
compelled to pay them out along with the 
other money of the country. 


' SHERMAN’S NULLIFICATION. 

Secretary Surxman’s letter to the Honest- 
Money League ig ‘another proclamation by 
him of his purpose to nullify the Silver act. 
That act was passed against the protest of 
Secretary Suernman, and passed over the ill- 
advised veto of the Execttive, and the whole 
weight, power, and administration of the 
Treasury Department has been directed to 
defeat the execution of the law and to 
render it a nullity. This latest proclamation 
of the Secretary declares the purpose of the 
Treasury Department to pay out no silyer 
so long ss there is a gold or a greenback 
dollar. The ‘Treasury Department pays 
out ten millions of dollars per month 
for salaries to publie officers scat- 
tered all . through the Umited States. 
It pays out nearly thirty millions of dol- 
lars a year for pensions; it pays out many 
millions to contractors; it pays out nearly 
ninety millions of dollars a year for interest ; 
and yet the Secretary of the Treasury refuses 
to employ the ten millions of silver dollars 
in the Treasury for any of these purposes. 
He does this to sustain his unfounded asser- 
tion that the people will not take the silver 
dollars, and that silver dollars being a useless 
currency their coinage ought to be abolished, 
and gold made the exclusive currency. He 
refuses to pay the silver out, and then claims 
the fact that the silver remaing'in the Treas- 
ury as evidence that the silver will not circulate. 
Does Mr. Suerman estimate the intelligence 
of the American people so low as to assume 
that he deceives any person by this proceed- 
ing, or that they fail to recognize his pur- 
pose to defeat the coinage of legal-tender 
silver, and force an exclusive gold coinage ? 

The pretext that if he were to pay out in 
payment of salaries the tenor fifteen millions 
of silver dollars in the Treasury would de- 
preciate the current value of the silver is one 
of those shallow attempts at deception which 
have marked the whole discussion of the 
silver question. A year ago he sought to 
alarm the country by declaring that if silver 
was remonetized the public credit wonld fall, 
and he would not be able to sell a 4 per cent 
bond. That prediction has proved to be an 
utter failure. 

The silver dollar is a legal-tender for the 
payment of all the bonds of the United 
States. This is written on the face of the 
bonds, and never was there such a demand 
for them. The silver dollar is exchangeable 
at the Treasury for 4 per cent bonds. Is 
there any higher redemption that can be 
provided for them? Is there any Govern- 
ment on earth that offers a better redemp- 
tion of coin than is offered by an exchange 
at par of national bonds for its silver 
dollars ? : 

Gold is a leg al-tender for all purposes, pub- 
lic and private; greenbacks are alegal-tender 
for all purposes, and are exchangeable at the 
Treasury for silver, for bonds, or for gold. 
‘The silver dollar is a legal-tender for all pay- 
ments, public or private, for which gold and 
silver can be used,” Why, then, should 
silver dollars depreciate? Who will pay a 
gold or paper when 
the silver dollar is available for every 
purpose that the gold or the paper is? Who 
is he that holds athousand dollars in silver 
will sell it a discount when he can nse the 
silver dollars for any and every purpose that 
the gold or paper can be employed? The 
statement that to issue the silver dollars will 
depreciate them is so absurd on its face that 
it is unworthy a place in an official paper by 
a Cabinet officer. Even if the issue of the 
silver dollars had the effect of depreciating 
their value, they would all find their way 
back to the Treasury in the payment of du- 
ties, postages, and other taxes, so the depre- 
ciation at best would be brief and trifling. 
Tiow can the silver dollar depreciate as re- 
gards the other forms of money, when it is 
receivable at the Treasury in payment of all 
public dues, and for every purpose that gold 
can be employed ? 

The Secretary of the Treasury has been 
from the first an advocate of dear money, 
and this is impossible so long as the presence 
of silver prevents a (corner on gold, The 
object sought by the American people from 
the foundation of the Government has been 
to protect themselves against any changes in 
the relative value of gold and silver, and 
this protection has been to have the double 
comage. This was the end songht by the 
Remonetization act of a year ago. The 
great national will demanded the re-estab- 
lishment of the option to pay all debts in 
either coin, That option was re-established 
by the act of 1878, and Secretary SHERMAN 
has deliberately, persistently, and defiantly 
nullified the purpose and intent of 
the act. He has _ reversed the law, 
and, instead of maintaining and executing 
the debtors’ option, he has established a 
creditars’ option, giving .to the latter the 
right to demand whatever form of money he 
may choose. Even the clerks in the Depart- 
ments and the contractors are allowed to 
dictate which of the three forms of legal- 
tender they shall be paid in. | 

Now, Secretary Suerman is provoking a 
general hostility which he may find will take 
the form of aggressive legislation. His re- 
fusal to use silver in the expenditures of the 
Government is wholly unjustifiable, The 
banks do not want silver so long as the 
Treasury Department will serve them with 


| gold, and the Treasury Department is oper- 


ated in this matter as a mere agency of the 
banks,—operated in their interest and by 
their direction. The banks discourage. sil- 


ver so long as they can get gold, but 


>» 


if the Secretary would pay out his éilver and 
make it the current coin of the country, then 
the banks would perforce be compelled to 
receive it or go out of business. The 
Secretary prefers to. borrow a hundred or 
more millions of dollars of gold at interest, to 
accommodate the preference and profit of the 
banks, to coining silver at a profit and with- 
out interest and putting it in circulation. 
Such an abuse of power and such a disregard 
and nullification of law demand a second 
interference of Congress and the carly pas- 


sage of the .Larurop bill taking the control 


of the silver question wholly out of Mr. 
SseRMAn’s hands, 
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OGLESBY AND LOGAN. 

The St. Louis Globe-Demoorat, which 
might better employ its talents and energies 
in the enlargement of a Republican con- 
stituency in its own city and State, prefers 
to dictate what the Republicans of Illinois 
shall do in the choice of their United States 
Senator. It demands that Sepator OcLessy 
shall bé set aside to make room for Jouw A. 
Locay, whom the people of this State would 
not re-elect at the expiration of his own 
term. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat finds 
it as difficult as Mr, Locan’s Lilinois parti- 
sans to give: any good reason why Senator 
Oatrssy, at the expiration of his first term, 
should yield up his seat in favor of a man 
who failed to secure a re-election as his own 
successor, and in his desperation declares 
that OcLespy’s age is objectionable, that 
his influence 1s ‘‘ waning” on account of 
‘ripened years,” and that hence there 
is ‘‘more of retrospect than of prospect 
to his political usefulness.” This statement 
exposes the poverty of reasons on the part 
of Senator OciEspy’s opponents and Loaan’s 
friends, since, as' a matter of faci, there is 
less than tivo years’ difference in the ages of 
the two men; Ociespy was born in July, 
1824, and is not yet 55 years old, and Logan 
was born in February, 1826, and is now 
nearly 53 years old; awtl those who know 
the two men will not deny that OcLessBy can 
give Loaan the small advantage of these two 
years and still hope for an equal lease on 
life and the full enjoyment of superior facul- 
ties. The fact itself is only worthy of notice 
for the purpose of showing how desperate 
Logan's partisans are in their search for 
reasons-why their man should be preferred 
over the present Senator, whose claims are 
based upon precedent and his personal serv- 
ices. But the Globe-Democrat further un- 
dertakes' to demonsirate Logan's superior 
qualifications upon the following statement 


of the character and duties of the position : 


The simple question is, Which of the two men 
would, if elected, best serve the State, the coun- 
try, andithe Republican party, in the Senate of 
the United States? To aek this question is to 
answer it in favor of Logan, and withoat the 
siigatest disparagement of OgLEszy. The record 
of Mr. OGLEssy is good; he has been a brave 
soldier, a strong Kepublican, and, to the best of 
his abiiity, a faithful Senator. But hew not the 
active, energetic, and aggressive man whieh the 
Republican party needs for the present and the 
near fuitre. The Senatorship has been wo him 
something conveying an honor rather than imp >sa- 
ingaduty; and this is very farfrom our idea of 
what a Senatorship should be. ‘To us it means an 
obligatfon as well as-an honor; an obiigation to 
take full partin the political battices of the time; 
an obligation to represent the State and the party 
creditadly in all the many conilicts that arise in 
Washington and elsewhere. 


Aside from the begging of the question in- 
volved in the assumption of LoGan’s superi- 
ority as a political leader, the above defini- 
tion of the requirements of the position ap- 
plies rather to the House of Representatives 
than to the Senate. It is desirable that this 
distinction should be broadly drawn in a Sen- 
atorial election. The House of Representa. 
tives is the more demonstrative and turbu- 
lent portion of the American Congress. It 
has sometimes Been called a ‘ bear-garden,” 
and has done much to warrant the designa- 
tion. It embraces asa rule the youth and 
ardor of American statesmanship. Young 
lawyers may enter that branch of Congress 
at the age of 26 years, and, in a successful 
aud useful public life, those who outlive the 
forties are regarded as better fitted for a dif- 
ferent sphere. They then go into the Senate, 
become Governors of States, Foreign Min- 
isters, members of the Cabinet, or seek 
higher responsibilities requiring maturer 
judgment and riper experience. In the 
House, there is constant turmoil and strug- 
gle. There is where the ‘‘active, energetic, 
aggressive” public man properly belongs. 
The difference between the size and 
adornments of the two chambers illustrates 
the difference in the character of 
the two bodies. The House isa large hall, 
with a red and garish tone and look that be- 
speak the fire and ardor of the hustings and 
debating-club ; the Senate-chamber hasa quiet 
and mellow aspect and atmosphere that in- 
dicate more dignity and deliberation. The 
House is the place of political sensations 
and invectives, and men may there hurl epi- 
thets and inkstands with vasily less scandal 
than in the opposite wing of the Capitol. 
Heated debate, vigorous attack, fierce resent- 
ment, dangerous taunts, and a ready reliance 
upon * personal responsibility,” ‘‘ here or 
elsewhere,” are frequent features of life in 
the House that would disgust the people of 
this country if they were tolerated among 
the grave and reverend Senators. Hence the 
same impulsive, aggressive, and reckless 
charactér that might make some mark in the 
House would be scandalously out of place 
among the dignified old menin the Senate. 

The contrast we have drawn was well 
illustrated in the case of Jonn A. Loaay. 
He cut a certain figure in the House—some- 
times as a Democrat and sometimes as a Re- 
publican—becanse he was loud-voiced and 
demonstrative, and because he could howl as 
long and loudly as any of the bears that 
might oppose him. He had many of the 
personal qualities of a successful House poli. 
tician, and his bravado and rhodomontade 
passed for sufficient strength to give him a 
second or third rank among the various 
classes in the House, while his lack of read. 
ing, and study, and superficiality were not so 
glaring or perceptible among surroundings 
that partook largely of the same attributes. 
It was very different, however, when he was 
elevated to the serene atmosphere of the Sen- 
ate, where his boisterous manner was a dis- 
advantage, and where dogmatic assumption 
failed to cover up his.lack of information 
and judgment. It was after six years of 
trial and failure in Senate life that the peo- 
ple of Illinois refused to elect a Republican 
majority to the Legislature with the pros- 
pect that such Republican majority would 
re-elect LocGan. In the case of Senator 
OGLEsBY, & similar trial with better success 
has restored a Republican majority to the 
State Legislature, and he is entitled to the 
benefit of this approval. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat ascribes to 
Locan the very qualities which we have 
adinitted pertain in some degree to success, 
or at least to notoriety, in the House; but if 
this estimate be correct, then it furnishes 
the best possible reason why he should not 
be elected to the Senate, If Loan, at the 
age of 53 years, after all these years of Con- 
gressional life, and with the experience of a 
six-year term in the Senate, has not been 
able to progress beyond the “‘ vealy” period 
of public life, but still relies upon bombast 
and physical demonstrations as bis claims 


to distinction, then it certain that 
he has not withia him the elements. that 
make up the kind of statesmanship that cau 
influence the Senate. ‘The (lobe- Democrat's 
estimate as leading up to this conclusion is 
undoubtedly correct. Loca has never been 
a student of men or books,—tunless we except 
those two weeks in which he bad mastered the 
science of political economy and all the 
princinles of finance! He has never sought 
to restrain his temper or adapt his impulses 
to the more mature and deliberative period 
of public service, He has never sought in 
research and thought a superior element of 
strength and enlarged sphere of usefulness 
as compared with the results of mere lung 
demonstrations. In a word, he bas remained 
an Holus politician, and has never been able 
to obtain the solidity and dignity of a states- 
man or thinker on legislative problems. 

It is an error to suppose that the Senate 
can be influenced, led, or changed from its 
purpose by vociferations or) spasmodic ges- 
tures. The Senate is composed, in large 
part, of sagacious, experienced, dignified 
statesmen. Many of the members are men 
of extensive knowledge aud leading, studious 
investigators, and clear-hepaded thinkers; 
men able to draw bills and frame laws; 
versed in the history of other countries as 
wellas their own; mon who have stndied 
the Constitution, and its jexpositions by 
courts and jurists. They ar¢ more than de- 
claimers,—more than lobbyists,—more than 
claim-ag¢nts,—more than sputter, and fuss 
aud feathers. In that body Mr. Logan 
was beyond his depth and out of place. He 
failed at every point, and reflected no honor 
or renown on his State. The line of argu- 
ment set up for him by the Missouri paper 
is the weakest that could possibly be put 
forth, aud is. evidently the work of an un- 
reflecting writer. 

Gov. Oauiespy has steadily gained influ- 
ence, respect, and standing with his fellow- 
Senators, by his earnest nature, unselfish 
patriotism, close attention to| his Senatorial 
duties, and known firmness) of purpose in 
behalf of the right. He is set down as one 
of the pure and incorruptible men in that 
body, whom the lobby-vultures have learned 
to steer clear of and waste none of their 
blandishments upon. 


CONFESSES THE GRAB AND PETTIFOGS 
THE FACTS. 

The Milwaukee Senéinel squirms and twists 
over Marr H. Canprenrer’s galary-grab. It 
confesses that 

it was not a proper thing to do; it was opposed 
toa principle which holds in aimost every other 
Gepartment of pubiic service, which prohioits offi- 
cials- from increasing their own pay. Good gov- 
ernment, Common sense, and deli¢acy demand that 
the salaries of legislators shall not be increased by 
themseives. Yet Congress has done this eleven 
times, each time making the increase cover the 
term of the members voling for it,—and in ten 
times DO protest was made, no opposition wis of- 
fered, and no steps taken to abolish the practice. 
The eleventh time, however, the thing becomes an 
infamous Crime ! 

It has been hard work to twist this iittle 
confession out of Carprnter’s organ, that 
the salary-grab of March 3, 1873, ‘* was not 
a proper thing to do”; that “it was opposed 
to principle, good government, convmon 
sense, and delicacy.” The! ** confession ” 
would have carried much more weight if it 
had stopped there, and not proceeded to 
pervert and falsify the record and pettifog 
the facts, The great and ¢ssential differ- 
ence between the acts of Marth 3, 1873, and 
the previous seven—not eleyen—acts was, 
that it was passed just as that Congress was 
expiring. The elections had|been held the 
previous fall for a full Houge, and all the 
new Senators had been elected. ‘The grab 
was mad@ behind the backs of the people, 
and when it was too late for them to pass 
upon the propriety and righteousness of the 
act. The grabbers waited until they were 
re-elected to the House or Senate before 
they reached their hands into the Public 
Treasury and each drew therefrom two 
years’ extra back pay. 

In all the previous incregses. of salary 
Congress had the decency to} pass the bill 
during the first session of a term, and before 
the members suught and obtained re-election. 
Cengress would pass a bill modifying or 
raising theig compensation in the first session 
of the term, and then the members would go 
home and face the music on it, If their 
constituents approved the change (or raise, 
they would re-elect them, If they disap- 
proved of, the increase, they would retire the 
offending member into private life, and the 
offending) Senator whose term was expiring 
would not be re-elected by the Legislature of 
his State. 

The act of March 19, 1816, changed the 
compensation of $7 per day into $1,500 a 
year, but the people disapproved of it so 

enerally that it nearly emptied Congress at 
the summer and autumn elections following, 
and the same Congressmen who passed the 
bill were 80 scared at the manifestations of 
popular disapprobation tHat they hastened 
to repeal the ‘‘Salary” bill at the next 
session, and restored the former per-diem 
compensation. This was the nearesi toa 
salary-grab we have had between 1789 and 
1873, agd it was effectually punished by the 
people. 

In the first session of the Congress of 
1856, a salary of $3,000 a year was. substi- 
tuted for §8 a day and perquisites and books 
amounting to about $2,500 a year, Mem- 
bers had contracted the habit of voting 
themselves libraries to make up what most 
of them ¢ansidered inadequate pay. That 
bad, corrupt practice was abolished by. the 
act of 1556, which passed in the first session 
of the Congress, and the election followed 
at the ensuing fail, and members were 
obliged to explain their votes on the new 
Salary bil, The people almost unanimously 
approved of the change that had been made, 
aud perhaps no member was defeated for re- 
election oh account of his vote. 

The next change was made in the first ses- 
sion of the Congress of 1866, and before the 
election of that year. The pay was increased 
to $5,000 & year on account of the greatly- 
enhanccd | cost of living caused by the de- 
preciation of the currency, which was only 
worth a little over sixty cents on the dollar. 
Mileage was largely cut down. Estimated 
on the coin basis, it was no increase over the 
previous pay ; in fact, it was less. The ‘bill 
was passe before the election, and the 
members returned to their constituents to 
explain and defend their act at the election. 
This was the proper and manly thing to do, 
and but few suffered from public dis- 
pleasure. . 

We now come to the infamous Salary-Grab 
act of March 3, 1873. The engineers of that 
grab waited until the elections for members 
and Senators were all past, and then, a 
few hours before that session expired by 
limitation, they twisted through a bill in- 
creasing their pay to $7,500 per annum, 
when greenbacks were rapidly enhancing in 
value, aud made it retroactive for two full 
years, being the entire period of that Cdén- 
gress. It was this piece of greedy and dis- 
honest avarice that gave the act the descript- 
ive name of ‘‘ Back-Grab bill.” They had 
already secured their re-elections fromm ¢on- 
stituents who were kept wholly in the dark 
as to the scheme that CazrenTzs, Logax, 


| regime. 


Burizr, and other grabbers were plotting ; 
for if the people had known they intended 
to pass such a bill, not a soul of the grabbers 
whose terms were expiring would have been 
re-elected, and the grabbers knew that would 
be the consequence; but CanrenTsR, LoGan, 
and Burtier persuaded them to believe that 
if they passed the grab bill after the election 
the popular wrath would be cooled down, 
and tbe thing would blow over before 
the next Congress would come to be 
elected.~ But they miscalculated, The 
people have not cooled down yet, 
but continue to punish the guilty actors 
when they can get at them. The whole 
country regarded it as a cowardly steal, and 
such was the public indignation that those 
members who were troubled with a conscience 
refused to take the money, and others, 
by the force of public opinion, were com- 
pelled to refund it. Not so the Senator from 
Wisconsin. He not only kept the money, 
but had the brazen face to go before an audi- 
ence in Rock County and defend his action. 
It was in that defense and in that speech 
wherein, among other reasons why an in- 
crease of salary was necessary, was the one 
alleging that if Senators did not have a sala- 
ry sufficient to keep their own wives in 
Washington they would keep the wife of 
somebody else,—a reason little less discredit- 
able than the one he urged in his speech on 
the passage of the bill, namely, that it was 
necessary to keep members out of dishonest 
acts. 
THE SCHURZ-SHERIDAN AFFAIR. 

The perzonal differences betweemn~Gen. 
Surripan and Secretary Scrvunrz as to the 
conduct of Indian affairs have reached their 
climax in the reply of the latter to the for- 
mer’s supplementary report, and it will not 
be a matter of regret to the public if the 
General and ex-General sheathe their. pens, 
shake hands, and call it even, and let the In- 
dian question work out its salvation in some 
other manner than personal altercations 
through the newspaper columns. It is 
highly probable that a great many very in- 
telligent people are not at all aware of the 
merits of the controversy, though it has 
been waged quite -bitterly and with the 
largest publicity, and that those who have 
followed it have as little interest in it as they 
have in the troubles between the Khan of 
Kashgar and the Emperor of China. As 
might have been expected, though Gen. 
Suerrpan has the sharper sword, Secretary 
Scuurz has the sharper pen, and in his reply 
apparently comes off the victor,—at least 
gets the better of his opponent, though the 
latter may claim with si ty that his 
attack was made in good faith. 
The Secretary of the Interior argues 
that the complaints made by Gen. SHERIDAN 
pertain to the maladministration of affairs 
before he came into office, and that he is not 
responsible for what occurred under his pre- 
decessor, and when he had no control over 
the- Indian management, To this it may be 
answered, in justice to Gen, Saenrrmawn, that 
he made the charges with a righteous end in 
view, and seemed to bave been aware that 
the Secretary had entered successfully upor 
the work of reform, and was busy purifying 
the Indian Bureau and making war upon 


the plundering rings that have hitherto been 


stealing with impunity from the Indians. 
Not being aware of what the Seeretary was 
accomplishing, the General looked, per- 
haps, at the management of Indian 
affairs as he previously had, and, believ- 
ing that it still kept up its reputation as 
the most corrupt’ and worst-managed 
feature of American administration, he 
hoaestly urged that the direction of affairs 
should be intrusted to the War Department, 
which, having martial discipline, exact know!l- 
edge of the Indians, and no connection with 
bummer politics, could be relied upon to take 


care of them more honestly and efficiently. 
It is ig not surprising that Gen, SaHerman- 


should have entertained these views, for the 
whole West has entertained them. The 
management of Indjan affairs has been the 
most scandalous of our public administration 
ever since the mistake was made of intrust- 
ing it to the Interior Department. From the 
very commencement it has been character- 
ized by fraud and corruption in all their 
forms. The Indian Rings have had things 
alltheir own way. They have been com- 
posed of men who sought the positions for 
the purpose of making the most money out of 
them, because they knew they could do it 
almost with impunity. The distance of their 
operations from the seat‘ of Government, 
away in the wilderness, the ignorance of the 
Indians themselves, the ease with which 
frauds could be concealed, the difficulty of 
rigid scrutiny, and the power and influence 
which they gradually accumulated, conspired 
to make an Indian Agency and Indian con- 
tracts the highest desidorata of speculating and 
dishonest partisan ringsters. 
soon after his election to the Presidency, 
recognized the almost insuperable difficul- 
ties in the way of repressing the Indian 
Burean. As an experiment to remedy the 
evil, he put Christian Commissions in charge, 
hoping that kind treatment would pacify 
the Indians, and the knowledge that honest, 
conscientious men were in charge would 
restrain the Rings from their nefarious pur- 
poses. The Baptists, Methodists, Episco- 
palians, and Quakers were put on guard, and 
no one will doubt that they exerted them- 
selves to the utmost to sweep away these 
evils, but the children of Belial were sharper 
than the children of light. The thieves phed 
their avocation with redoubled zealand cun- 
ning, and stole under the very noses of the 
Christian Commissions, so that the In- 
dians naturally came to the conclusion that 
alk white men had ‘“ bad hearts,” and that 
there was no hope for them under any 
When Secretary Scuurz assumed 
having little faith in the 
efficacy of religion as a_ restraining 
power over Indian Rings, he put 
the guillotine at work, and, whenever he 
found an official unfaithful, lopped off his 
head. The instances of this method of deal- 
ing with them may be found cited in his let- 
ter. But will this end the infamy ? 

We are disposed to give Secretary Scuurz 
all the credit that is due him for instituting 
® vigorous crusade against these thieves, 
and if he could hold his office for life it is 
not improbable that he might wor« a radi- 
cal cure—if he lived longenongh. But here 
is the despair of the situation. He will not 
remain in the Cabinet but two years longer. 
Cabinet officers do not survive the end of the 
Administration with which they are con- 
nected. Whether a Republican or a Democrat- 
ic Administration succeeds the present one, 
Secretary Scuvnz’s commission will expire in 
March, 1881, and that may be the end of his 
reform work. Reforms in Government, like 
reforms in everything else, have their cycles, 
avd it is hardly safe to expect Secretary 
Scuvurz’s reform to keepin operation after 
Secretary Scuurz surrenders his portfolio. 
The moment that occurs, the Indian Rings 
will reassert themselves, and the manage- 
ment of Indian affairs will return to its old 
ruts, whether the Administration be Repub- 
liean or Democratic, the only difference be-

!'ing that the plunder will be more colossal 
under Democratic auspices, because the 
hungry Democratic camp-followers have been 
kept so many years from a chance at the 
spoils. The country will be confronted with 
the same old disgraccful Indian frauds. - 


A CREED TO FIT AN EMERGENCY. 

In the course of the New York customs- 
fraud investigation Tux Taipunz repeatedly 
begged Harper's Weekly to take one side or 
the other of the controversy. Ten days ago 
we again implored the Weekly not to smother 
the question whether gross frauds have long 
characterized the management of the chief 
Custom-House of the country under a mass 
of learned verbiage about the appointment 
prerogative of the National Executive. Our 
efforts, however, have been utterly fruitless, 
The Weekly is absolutely silent on the sub- 
ject of the most gigantic system of fraud 
that has ever disgraced our Civil Service, and 
as loquacious as a hen with a flock of chick- 
ens to protect on the subject of the right of 
the Prosident to appoint and remove ad libi- 
tum, without so much as opening his mouth 
as to the motives of hisaction, Not a week 
passes that Mr. Curtis does not avail himself 
of the issue of his journal of civilization to 
inveigh against the enemies of Civil-Service 
reform. Generally his articles on the subject 
are so vague as to bafile the comprehension 
of ordinary mortals. But in the current 
number a platform is laid down as follows: 


Now, the President has pugsanees cbimself as 
opposed to four abuses especially: the dictatorial 
interference of Congress wita the Executive 
responsibility and rigat of nomination; the inter- 
ference of officeholders in politics; extortions of 
money for election expenses from members of the 
Civil Service; and arbitrary removals for reasons 
wholly unconnected with the.public service. 


To our apprehension, Art. 4 of. the creed 
is in sharp conflict with Art. 1. From Art. 
1 it isinferrible that Mr. Curtis denies the 
right of Congress (the Senate) to inquire of 
the President, when the name of a nominee 
to office reaches that body, whether the ante- 
cedent removal was made for cause or with- 
out cause. Art, 4, however, recites as @ 
cardinal abuse “‘ arbitrary removals for rea- 
sons wholly unconnected with the public 
service.” But if any ‘“‘ interference of Con- 
gress (the Senate) with the Executive re 
sponsibility and right of nomination” is 8 
dictation in derogation of the President's 
prerogative, how is Congress (the Senate) to 
know that a given removal. is not purely 
‘* arbitrary,” made ‘‘ for reasons wholly un- 
connected with the publie service”? In a 
word, how ia the Senate to know whether 
the President is living up to the full meas- 
ure of his Civil-Service theory unless in 
the case of a removal for cause he 
states the cause? It will net do to say 
that Art. 1 relates to the importuni- 
ties of Congressmen for the appointment 
and removal of individuals seeking or hold- 
ing offices. These importunities may be re- 
jected or totally disregarded by the Presi- 
dent. The power of “dictatorial interfer- 
ence” with the Prosident’s prerogative of 
nomination to office rests solely with the 
Senate in the matter of confirmation. It 
follows, then, that Mr. Curtis’ creed of four 
articles, in prohibiting the Senate from in- 
quiring the causes of removals, permits the 
President to make “arbitrary removals 
for reasons wholly unconnected with the 
public service” to the extent of every Exec- 
utive appointee in the service of the Govern- 
meut ! 

Is it possible that Mr. Curtis has devised 
this creed for the express purposeof meeting 
an existing emergency? The Preside: t has 
been requested to communicate to the Senate 
his reasons for the removal of Collector An- 
TaurR, of New York, with a view to ascer- 
tain whether the President did or did not 
make the removal ‘“‘for reasons wholly 
unconnected with the public service.” Mr. 
Curtis sought the removal of Gen. Anraur, 
but, so far as the public is informed, he 
gought it solely from a desire to rid the pub- 
lic service of a partisan of his political 
enemy, Senator Conxuine. The President 
had reasons, connected with the public 
service, for the removal of Gen. Arruun. 
But Mr. Cursris is straining every nerve to 
keep those reasons from the official notice 
of the Senate. The official publication of 
those reasons would injure the character for 
efliciency, at least, of Gen. AnTuur, and sd 
reflect unfavorably upon his patron, Mr. 
CongLrnG. “Would Mr. Curtis desire to 
have them withheld from the Senate on this 
ground? Hardly. He is the bitter, uncom- 
promising political opponent of Mr. Conx- 
LING, and political opponents are not usually 
tender of each other's reputation and feel- 
ings. ' Why, then, does Mr. Cuntts so sedu- 
lously guard the official secret of the 
causes of the removal of Gen. Artur? 
Has he formulated a UCivil-Service creed 
for the President with the express de- 
sign to shield the late New York Custom- 
House frauds from exposure? A careful ex- 
amination of the course of Mr. Curtis fails 
to bring to light any other plausible reason 
for his extraordinary position. We arrive at 
the conclusion reluctantly that Mr. Currts 
belongs to the clique of New York editors 
who prefer that thieving shail continue in 
tae New York Custom-House rather than 
that the Eastern Metropolis shall lose any 
share of its monopoly of the import business.

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 138.—The disappointment 
smong the friends of Carpenter to-night knows 
no bounds. Great preparations bad beck made 
for his reception on his expected arrival this af- 
ternoon. They realized the apparent bopeless- 
ness of the situation for the past week, and yet 
made themselves happy in their anticipations of 
the resuit which would surely be accomplished 
through his presence here. It was expected 
that his trip to the Capital, accompanied by 
1,000 or more friends, would be a continuous 
ovation, and would thereby create a 
popular public sentiment which, with 
his personal magnetism, would prove 
perfectly irresistible to the rural members 
whom it was supposed were unaccustomed to 
witnessing so much greatness. Instead or Car- 
penter came adispatch from him saying that 
he arrived in Chicago this morniug from Wash- 
ington, and tried to make the Northwestern 
train due at 4p. m., but got left. He will ar- 
rife here at 2 a. m. to-morrow, but the epthusi- 
asm of his friends is at so low an ebb that his 
coming bas no terror for the friendsof the other 
candidates. The return of the members of the 
Legislature to-day has been awaited with 
not a Jjittle anxiety by the friends 
of the different Senatorial candidates. 
While, of course, all pretended to believe that 
a visit to and consultation witb their con- 
stituents would strengthen them in the support 
of their candidate, vet, without doubt, they 


. feared that the reverse might prove to be the fact. 


The only changes that have occurred, so fur as 
cap now beascertained, are in favor of Keyes, 
he having gained two votes. Keyes bas evi- 
dently gained through the recess, and his 
friends are more confident and hopeful to-night 
than ever, and all indications point to a verifi- 
cation of THE TRIBUNE dispatches of last week, 
predicting his nomination on an early bailot. 
Every day a dark horse is trotted out from the

The long-heralded Mapleson opera troupe 
commenced its Chicago season last evening at 
Haverly’s Theatre, with the representation of 
Bizet’s **Carmen,” to a large audience. The 
strangers were greeted with frequent expres- 
sions of cordiality and enthusiasm, which may 
be interpreted not only as complimentary to the 
fodividval artists, three of whom return after 
long absence to the scene of former success, 
but to the completeness in ensemble that 
characterized the verformance, a feature of the 
lyric stage with which we are not often blessed. 
The three artists whom we have mentioned are 
Miss Hauk, Campanini, and Del Puente. The 
first-named was scarcely known to fame when 
she made ber debut here in February, 1863, in a 
German-Italian troupe at the old Opera-Ilouse, 
which was really two troupes in one, with two 
conductors, Max Maretzek and Carl Bergman. 
Her first appearance was as Annetta tn “ Crispi- 
no,” ang during her brief week’s svasom she 
sang the title role im Gounod’s * Romeo Bad 
Juliet,” Zeriina in “Fra Diavolo,” and Mar- 
guerite in ** Faust.” Since thosé days she has 
developed into a leading artist of cosmopolitan 
fame, though ber principal success has beew won 
in her long Geyman engagement, and returns tous 
in the maturity of her power. Campanini and 
Vel Puente belong to a later jocal date, ag they 
came in January, 1874, in the Nilsson troupe, 
the former making bis first appearance ag Ge- 
narroin **Lucrezia Borgia,’ and the latter as 
Alphonso in the same opera. In that season 
they sang together in *‘ Aida,” “ Trovatore,” 
and ** Don Giovanni,”’ besides which Campanini 
appeared in the ** Huguenots,” and Del Puente 
in *Martha,’”? “Faust,” and “ Lucia,”’? with 
Capoul as the chieftenor. With the remain 
der of this troupe opera-goers made their first 
acquaintance, and it is very generally conceded 
that the acquaintance is a pleasant one, that will 
bear cultivation during the ensuing fortoight. 

It is only a few weeks since Mr. Strakosch in- 
troduced us to that somewbat questionable 
person, Carmen; it is doubtful, however, 
whetber we should have become well acquainted 
with her bad it pot been for Mr. Mapieson. At 
that time we entcred so fully into the comstruc- 
tion of the work, the motives aud situations of 
the story, as well as the more prominent feat- 
ures of the musical text, that we bardly need 
go over the gruund again. Its performance last 
evening by a strouger and more fully equipped 
troupe, with a much more powerful cast, 
with much stronger chorus, and with a 
superb orcliestra, capable of doing 
justice to the instrumentation, and 
with greater finish of detail, only em- 
phasizes some of the opinions we expressed at 
that time. The doubt still remains whether 
this will be a lasting work, or even take its 
place in the standard repertory, after the nov- 
elty has woro off, but we are more than ever 
convinced that. while the vocal part is strong 
only in the second act, the instrumental shows 
a high degree of musical scholarship and orig- 
inality of ideas combined with masterly ability 
in adaptation that will always make the score a 
favorite ope with musicians, especially for its 
freshness and piquancy, if not for its depth, for, 
if anything, its weakest parts are in the gerious 
passages. Asa delineation of Spanish life in 
its street scenes, its fascinatingly grace- 
ful dances, its national sport in 
the arena, and- its gypsy characteristics, 
it certainly is remarkable picture-music. B&till 
more are we ata loss to understand the asser- 
tion so frequently made that the influence of 
Wagner is perceptible in this work, unlejs free- 
dorm of instrumentation and the use of the an- 
nouncing motives may be called Wagnerish. 
While the studious character of this music will 
commend it to musicians, its brightness, broad 
contrasts, unique rhythms,taking melodies, and 
abundance of picturesque action will commend 
it to operatic patrons—until they get tired of it. 
It is hardiy fair to institute comparisons, but it 
is no more than just to say that “*Usrimen,’’ as 
given by this troupe, is of a character 
that makes a comparison impossible, ‘Lhe 
Strakosch troupe gave us a Very fair synopsis, 
but this troupe gives us the work in ifs com- 
pleteness. ‘The first half-dozen bars of the pre- 
lude told the whole story entliciently to enable 
one to settle back in his chair with perfect con- 
fidence he was going to hear an opera done as 
ic should be. Not since Anschutz’s time has 
there been such an orchestra behind the foot- 
lights of the operatic stage in this city—so 
large, full, and rich in tone, so finelv balanced, 
so capabie in intelligence, so expressive in its 
work, or so well keptin band by such an able 
conductor as Siv. Arditi. {[t may also have 
struck even the very dull observer that we have 
not had such a chorus since the palmy old days 
of German opera,—a chorus not only abundant 
in voice, but carefully trained and with well- 
defined ideas of stare business and action, so 
that it was capable of doing something more 
than marching on and off the stage. The large 
stage was full, not of supernumerartes, but of 
singing people, and their excellent yocal work, 
with their vivacity and spirit, rounded off and 
filled in the concerted numbers with admirable 
effect. 

Miss Minnie Hauk as Carmen was, of course, 
the central figure of the performance, as the 
character isthe all in ail of the story. Her 
personation was in every respect a remarkable 
reproduction of Merrimee’s heroine. Her con- 
ception of the sensual, fickle, vicious Gypsy is 
wonderful in its accura¢y and vividness. In 
every gesture, in sudden changes of fatial ex- 
pression, in =>her half humorous and 
coquettish as well as in her sav- 
age moods, and in the careful 
and picturesque study of costumes, she gives 
us a rare portrait, and one that. must be the 
result of very close study. Her action is con- 
sistent from thc time she throws the flower to 
Don Jose to the moment of her death, There 
is nO repose, no rest. She is always in full 
plav, and develops the fitrul moods of Carmen 
with consummate power. It would take but 
little to make of Carmen a disgusting character; 
but Miss Hauk is artist enough pot to overdraw 
her picture. The sensualism of the character 
does not appear, but the heartlessness, the 
selfishness, the fickleness, the rare moments of 
pleasantry, with here and there a few such 
tinges of sentiment as Carmen imagines she 
feels, the sudden flashes of wrath, and, more 
than all, the indomitable spirit which grows out 
of animal viciousness, are all brought out with 
rare skill, and stamp her, in this line of character 
at least, as a great dramatic. artist. Nor 
does her dramatic power end her ability, 
for in the vocal work she _— displavs 
good taste, and has a degree of power and skill 
as well as of fluency in execution with which we 
should hardly have credited her, remembering 
her work years ago. :1t is hardiy just to judge 
of her vocal abilities, however, from the music 
of ‘*Carmen,”’ which dees not offer a fair test, 
and we wait to bear her in something larger 
before venturing any opinion as to the place she 
holds as a prima donna. At present there 
is no doubt of her dramatic abilities. 

will be plenty of opportunity 
to judge of her vocal. She was re- 
ceived very cordially, and, in common with the 
other artists, was cailed before the curtain at the 
close of the first three acts, and reccived some 
yery handsome flowers. Mme. Sinico had the 
ungrateful role of Afichae'a, and in her only 
numbers, the duo with Don Jose in the first act 
and the aria in the third, sang very sweetly and 
with excellent taste. 

Campanini’s personation of the Jovelorn 
and desperate -on Jose dramatically was 
conceived and executed in a mapoer that 
could hardly be improved.

In the first two acts his 
yoice was clear, forcible, and resonant, and his 
singing excellent. In the tird, however, he 
began to grow hoarse, and in the last act, which 
reaches the vocal climax in his duo with Cermen, 
his yoice was too weak to cope with theintensity 
required %y the part. His noble effort wus 
fully recognized by the audience, and at the 
close of the third act, when he did not 
appear at the first or second recall, the audience 
yociferously shouted for bim, and, when at tast 
he did appear, gave bim an ovation. Dei Puen-

HOOLEY’S THEATRE, 

The reappearance of Mr. John Dillon after a 
prolonged absence from the city which bas 
foldled him in years gone by, was apparently a 
gladsome event to a large namber of theatre-go- 
ing folks, judging from the nuimerical strength 
ofthe audience which came to Hooley’s last 
evening to say “ All hail, thou wanderer from 
the wilds of Texas!’ John Dillon is one 
of our home produets, and while we occasional- 
ly swear at bim, and ofttimes apply the rod, we 
are always willing to kill the fatted calf when 
he returns. There is a sly expression of assur- 
ance of this pervading seutiment toward him in 
tne way be meets the old hearty welcome which 
he knows is sure to greet him here. 
His modest  obeisance to the applause 
that greeted bis entrance expressed more than 
epeech could have done. It seemed to say, 
‘ Aba, you have not forgotten me, I see. Well, 
I knew you wouldy’t; you know you like to see 
me back again, and perhaps you would like to 
give me a lecture to tell me that but for certain 
‘but fors’ I could have been the Charles 
Mathews of the American stage. Well, here 
we are agato, and i bave still at com- 
mand a few odil tricks and manners that 
may be at least a reminiscence of old davs.”’ 
And it was indeed a pleasant reward, not only 
of the actor, but of the play, which, when it 
was new, exhibited Dillon in one of his funniest 
moods, although foby, in “All that Glitters,” 
is by no means among his best characters. It is 
at opce the triumph and the defeat of Mr. Dillon 
as ap artist that we think very little about the 
character and agreat dea! about the actor. He 
seizes his characters “by the scruff of the 
neck.’’ as it were, and shakes them into his own 
individuality. No matter whether it is Zoby, or 
Aminadab Sleck, or a party Dy the name of /ohn- 
son, or Green Jones,—tlicy are all made sub- 
servient to Dillon’s whims. And it must be 
confessed that bis whims are often more con- 
ducive to ‘ inextinguishable laughter” than any 

wints conceived by the author. He deals 
iberally in what is called in bebind-the-scenes 

parlance **gag,’’—somewhat too liberally per- 

haps.—but he is one of the few comedians who 
can doit with impunity, which implies a more 

than common ability. Sometimes he merely 

succeeds in outraging and burlesqueing the 

author’s meaning, but more frequentiv he 

attains a comic result not dreamed of by 

the playmaker. Stage traditions, the artistic 

portrayal of character, the technique, * the pas- 

sado, the. hac!” of comic art he deliberately 

tramvles under foot, as if they were matters fit 

for old fogies to discuss in their libraries, and 

he devotes himself solely to what he must re- 

gard the purrose of bis life, namely, to amuse 

people, even at the risk of misrepresenting au- 

thors, violating all the canons, and defying the 

critics. His 7oby.is a fair specimen of this way- 

ward and willful disregard of rule. He shoves 

Toby to the front on all occasions, and if it were 

avy other actor than John Dillon he would be 

severely condemned for his impertinence, But 

Dillon bears a charmed life in this respect. No 

one thinks of faults; every one lauchs at 

and with bim.

MADAME ANDERSON.

New York, Jan. 13.—Atl1l o’clock to-night 
Madame Anderson successfully completed ber 
unparalleled feat of endurance of walking 2,700 
quarter-miles in 2,700 consecutive quarter-hours. 
The task was begun Dec. 18. The num- 
ber of visitors steadily jucreased 
alter the first week, and, as the ail- 
mission price was increased from 25 cents 
to 50 cents last week and to $1 to-day, s hand- 
some sum was realized by the pedestrienne. 
The total receipts of the month were over 
$32,000, of which Mme. Anderson will re- 
ceive about $7,000. Thousands of Brook- 
lvn ladies have become interested in 
the woman’s atiempt, and its influence 
has been to make walking the fashion. Mozart 
Garden was crowded all day, and to-night was 
ascene of wild enthusiasm. Several thousand 
veople gathered outside, unable to gain admis- 
Sion. As stories had been circulated that 
bouquets saturated with chloroform would 
be presented, and other attempts be made 
by financially-interested parties to cause Mme. 
Anderson to fail in her undertaking, she was 
closely guarded all day, persons walking in 
front, beside, and behind her. She was sustain- 
ed by intense excitement, walking rapidly, with 
white face, fixed eyes, and clenched teeth. 
At the finish of the last quarter but 
one she sprang from the track to the platform 
and sang a farewell song. When the bell rang 
her out for the last time she darted from ber 
room and set off at a tremendous pace, deter- 
mined to beat two minutes and four 
seconas, her best time hitherto record- 
ed. The man ahead of ber was 
obliged to run,so fast was her pace. The 
audience kept up deafening applause, the ladies 
joining in the screaming and shouting. Mme. 
Anderson came flying down the home-stretch 
almost on a run, and fell exhausted into 
the arms of her attendants, who lifted 
her into a chair and _ carried her 
to the platform. She had evidently kept her- 
self up by will-force during the last day. Sev- 
eral speeches were made, and, after sipping a 
giass of port wine, the pedestrienne made a 
farewell speech, saying it bad always been her 
ambition to do something nobody else bad done, 
narrating her various fortunes as singer, actress, 
circus-clown, and variety-ball proprietor, and 
heartily thanking the public for its appreciation. 
She advised ladies to walk more and use horse- 
cars less. The last quarter-mile was made in 
2 :373{, closing a remarkable performance. for 
four weeks she has had not more than eight 
successive minutesof sleep. She will be allowed 
to sleep only a few hours at a time, and be sus- 
tained by stimulants, until fully restored.

New York, Jan. 13,—Madame Anderson 
concluded the task of walking 2,700 quarter 
miles in as many quarter hours to-night. Con- 
siderable money is said to have changed hands 
on the resuit. She commenced her last 
quarter mile at 10:45. During the last 
four quarters she was the recipient of several 
presents. The quarter before the last she 
stepped upon the stand and said she hoped they 
would keep quiet, so that she might accomplish 
the feat without interference. She appeared 
greatly exhausted after her last quarter 
mile had been accomplished, and was 
taken to her physician, where she will 
be under treatment for a week or two. 
At first she will not be allowed to sleep more 
than fifteen minutes at a time. It is said she 
would probably never wake if not disturbed. 
In a day or two she will be allowed to sleep 
two hours at a time, and the time of rest will be 
graduaily increased until she can take all the 
sleep she desires without fear of injury.

Leading Lawyer of 
Chicago. 


Purity of the Bench and the Bar—A 


Review ofthe Case of Judge 
Blodgett. 


The Republicans of the West Solid for 
Grant---The Feeling Regarding

} New York Graphic, Jan. 11. 
“‘ The Chicago papers have made us acquainted 


| “with the general outlines of the accusations 
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{ Y Sheldon. 


brought against Judge Blodgett, but a8, yet no 
clear and definite statement of the case has 


been made here, and the Graphic would be glad 


to know what the real merits of the case are.” 
“This was said by a representative of the 


“Graphie last evening to Mr. Emery A. Storrs, 


the well-known Chicago advocate, at the St. 


James Hotel. 


‘I cap hardly state,” that gentleman began, 
“what the specific accusations against Judge 
Blodgett are. But, in a general way,;I presume 
I know. As tothe merits of the case, I think 1 
am expressing the opinion of at least ninetecn- 


twentieths ot the members of the Western Bar 
wheu I say that no case will be made against 
Judge Blodgett which will impeach his integrity 
. and uprightness as a Judge, or come witbin 
_ gunsbot of being sustained. He is a man of 


yreat ability, of remarkable clearness and quick- 
ness of perception, of very positive opinions, of 
not very conceding manners, of a somewhat ag- 
gressive character of intellect, but I think of 
periect rectitade. I have no idea that the result 
of an investigation of Judge Blodgett will be 
other than highiy beveficial to himself and most 
satisfactory to his friends. The air has been 
filied with these vague charges for some time. 
The course which Judge Blodgett has finally de- 
termined to pursue is by all odds the wisest. I 
think that, left to himself, he would have taken 
that course a month ago. Indeed, 1 may say 


‘that after these charges had once been published 


and aimed through the press, ap investiga- 
tion was inevitable—the sooner it came the bet- 
ter. The purity of a Juage cannot be vicarious- 

y defended. Tne party assailed must do the 

efending, and that instantiy and vigorously, 
und we were all delighted when Judge Bludgett 
demanded theinvestigation, and his best friends 
are insisting that it be most searching and ex- 
haustiog.’’ 

JUDGE BLODGETT ANALYZED. 

“There must, however, be some fire where 
there is so much smoke?’ suggested the Graphic 
representative. 

‘* Yes, there is some fire. Judge Blodgett does 
not possess ail the yirtues. You must remem- 
ber that be is burdened with an immense and 
trying busivess. He performs more duties than 
any othertwo District Judges in the United 
States. Heis aman of asomewbat feeble con- 
stitution. He travels between eighty avd nine- 
ty miles every day in going to and returning 
from court. He works every night till 11 or 12 
p’clock. The profession of law is a very voble 
one, but it isthe lastin the world that a nat- 
urally stupid or careiess man should follow, and 
I bove no census will be taken of that class of 
lawyers. Judge Blodgett is exceedingly quick 
anc clear, and with his strong, sound judg- 
anent he has no patience with a biundering 
practitioner, be the blunderer big or lit- 
tle. He bas suppressed iarge vuumbers of such 
men, and takes but little time to do it. The vat- 
ural man, although be bea lawver, does not 
like to be suppressed. When he gets out of 
doors be makes 2 noise, and if he has been 
pretty badly beaten takes his case before a 
somewhat easier Judge on the sidewalk. Many 
vases have been appealed from Judge Blodgett 


| _ to the sidewalk, and the gentlemen appealing 


thenr had better luck there than in the courts. 
Sudge Blodgett bas some infirmities of temper, 
of which he is as conscious as anyone. He is a 
very kind-hearted man. But in the morning 
after being badgered in Chambers, bothered 
with a bad digestion, meeting the crowd of law- 
yers as he comes upon the bench with a docket 
before him which seems interminable, it is not 
very surprising that he should be unstrung at 
times. Butthe majority of those who have 
been brought into relations with Judge Blodgett 


have sense enough to know that, while such ir- 


civility may have annoyed them at the time, be- 
bind it all was the able and upright Judge and 


'.. the honorable man. The feeling entertained by 


itnem is one of sympathy for tne physical in- 
firmities of the man coupled with admiration of 
bis mind.’ 

‘* The Bar Association, as I understand it, by 
a majority of only one vote, refusing to pass a 
resolution for an investigation——what is the 
composition of the Bar Association?’ 

*“‘That vote to which you refer possesses no 
significance whatever so far as it indicates the 
opinion of the gentlemen attending that meet- 
Ing as to the guilt of innocence of Juage Bloa- 

tt. Inthe Bar Association are many of the 

t friends of Judge Bloagett. And though I 
myself should have voted against an investica- 
tion by the Bar Association, 1 believe, with 
Judge Trumbull, that so much has been said 
that it would be due to Judge Blodgett that 
Congress should investigate the matter.”’ 

‘“‘Of whom is the committee composed that 
have gone to Washington?” 

‘“*Mr. Cooper, Mr. Knickerbocker, and Mr. 
Mr. Cooper is a man of very good 
standing. He is a very earnest, exceedingly 
impulsive man, aod believes be is right as tirmiy 
as | believe he is wrong. ‘The other gentlemen 
associated with bim are younger men than Mr. 
Cooper, who hold acreditsble position at the Bar 
l have no doubt Mr. Cooper thinks he is doing 
a public service, and I have no doubt at the 


suine time that he is doing Judge Blodgett a } 


very great injustice. Mr. Cooper has had bad 

Juck in Judge Biodgett’s Court. He was not 
one of the blunderers of whom I have spoken. 

But it is a difficult if pot impossible task to con- 

vinee Mr. Cooper that his ciient is wrong. In 
several instances Judge Blodgett and Mr. 

Cooper disagreed, and although the furmer de- 

cided against Mr. Cooper, he failed to convince 

him he was wrong, and I think he is upcon- 

vineed to this day.”’ 

THE BENCH AND THE BAR. 
* Are you not, Mr. Storrs, one of those cor- 


‘*poration lawyers who would very naturaliy 


sympathize strongly with Judge Blodgett?” 

*j am not a corporation jlawyer. am not 
an. attorney fora railroad company and never 
have been. Ii don’t think that bemg the attor- 
ney of arailroad company would influence my 
judgment in such a question. But whatever 
that amounts to, the objection is not a tenabie 
oue ip my case. wish to note right here 
another test which, among  jawyers, 
is regarded as very decisive as _ to 
the iairness of a Judge—the  prepa- 
ration of bills of exceptions for appeals to the 
Supreme Court. I have bad some experience in 
that matter with Judge Biodgett. There never 
was a fairer man. e will .givethe compldaiv- 


ing lawyer as fair a bill of exceptions as any one | 


ean ask for. As far as my experience goes, he 
is e1itirely willing to furnish every facility for a 
very complete review of his vupinions, aud 
abundant chance to reverse themif they are 
wrotg. He decides against you positively. 
When you go up he treats you tairly and ac- 
cepts his defeat gracefully.” 

* Now, Mr. Storrs, what do the specific 

es against Judge Blodgett amount to?” 

«One of them, i think, is tor interfering with 
the Grand Jury mn the case of the Register in 
Bankruptcy, Mr. Hibbard. It is allege 
practically instructed the Grand Jury not to 
Rnd an indictment against Mr. Hibbard for per- 
ury. From all I have gathered that is the 
eading accusation, and I am quite sure 
there is nothing in that. In the first place, | 
am not an admirer of the Grand Jury system, 
and a wise Judge, in these days of reckl ess in- 
dictments, who cares anything about the repu- 
tation of a citizen, will see to ibthat there is a 
proper degree of prudence and caution in find- 
ing indictments. However, in Mr. Hibbard’s 


case- the specific ground upon which Jndge. 


Blodgett’s advice was based came under bis 
own construction of the statute. His construc- 
tion of the statute may be wrong, although I 
don’t think it was, but to indict a public officer 
for perjury in doing precisely what the Judge of 
the tribunal in which be was a subordinate had 


instructed him to do, would. in my opinion, « 


have been simply shocking. ‘There are otber 
matters difficult to locate, and they have up to 
this time been so intangible that i have pot had 


a chance to olace them.”’ 


‘* What is the nature vf the charges against 
Mr. Hibbdard?”’

“You hate observed, perhaps, the cour 
which the Graph’c has taken respecting ¢t 
abuses practiced by lawyers, e=pecially in rega 
to Trusteeships, Receiverships, the absolu 
want of that faithfulness to his clients which 
good Jawvcr has traditionally been velieved 
possess. I suppose vou will admit that thes 
charges have been founded on fact!” 

“| presume thev are. foundea on fact. 
know nothing about it from my personal know 
edge. I think the New York code is very d 
moralizing. The practice is not very comms 
to make lawyers Receivers at our Bar. ‘Lber 
are a few cases; for instance, a very promine 
and excellent young lawver, a Mr. Jackson, 
the Keceiyer of the Third National Bank. The 
has not been a whisper of discontent agains 
bim. Mr. Horton is Receiver of acotber bank 
but not aword of reproach can be uttere 
against him. In our State the leading Receive 
ships are given to mercantile gentlemen ai 
bankers, and without intimating ip the slighte: 
degree that there is any foundation in t 
charges, there have been a great many exoré¢ 
sions of discontent and dissatisfaction with tnei 
management. Ido pot in any one instance 
know that I can call to mind a single case whe 
a lawyer in Chicago bas been presented i 
betrayal of the interesis of his clier 
I have heard some complaints of thei 
doing too much for their clients, but I do nu 
want to mention any names. Indeed, comme 
1 think law )ers ought not tobe Receivers por 
signees. Ithink they ought not to have a! 
pecuniary iuterest in cases in which they appear 
as counsel. I think they ought not to be. wit- 
nesses, detectives, nor Constables. I think they 
ought not to serve original processes, and they 
are not allowed to doso in our State, nor be 
permitted to do a great many otber things. It 
is not the proper business ot the lawyer to 
chores of this kind. In Illinois wedo not m 
our law and equity. Our State isa new State 
but conservative in its legal principles. T 
case of Judge Blodgett is the first instance th 
now occurrs to me when, in the whole histor 
ot our State, a charge has been mace agains 
the integrity of a Judge. The confidence 
our judiciary is great, nor will it be shaken 
the sliglitest by Judge Biodgett’s case.” 

DIFFICULTY OF PROVING FACTS. 

“Now, Mr. Storrs, since these accusatio} 
against lawyers are made, and since there a 
certainly some disreputable tnmembers of t 
protession amovg the great wajority who ar 
faithful, honest, and reputable, is not the B 
censurable for failing to take quick andd 
cisive measures for putting the sea! of its di 
approbation upon these evils and expellii 
them ¢”’ 

* Tbe difficulty is generally in making t! 
proof. The Bar Association has been instr 
mental in disbarring several disreputable la 
yers in ourcity. It is not, so easy to ma 
proof of tbese disreputaple practices as yé 
might think. Uniess the injured client make 
atest case of it and furnishes the necessa 
evidence, his case will go over naturally fro 
vear to year without receiving the attenti 
which it deserves. We may be very much pd 
sessed with the belief that certain members 
the Bar are indeed disreputabic, but it is qui 
another matter to put our belief iwto a tangit 
shape.”’

* With the Supreme Court, in our State.” 
‘“*T understand that a number of divorce la 
yers have been disbarred in your State; isitu 
the exception rather than the rule that thi 
business is carricd on in an honest manner?”’

fully as in any other State inthe Union. T 
witnesses must be heard in open court, and tes 
timonv cannot be taken before a Master 
Chancery, or, as you would call him, a Refer¢e.

“TI will be entirely candid with you. I believe 
that, taken all in all, the lawyer makes a Letter 
legislator than the merchant, the banker, or the 
farmer.

You hear a good deel nowadays about puri 
the Treasury Department and otber Govern- 
mental oflices under the charge of  bugi- 
ness men who have accumulated monev a /a 
Stewart, You- cannot put your finger on 
the name of any great national financier in this 
country who has been a man of wealth. Alek. 
ander Hawiltou stands at the head of all thpt 
class of men, and while Secretary of the Treas 
ury he sent on one day letters to various parti} 
asking for the joan of $20. Gallatin was bot: 
rich man. Hatwilton wasalawycer; Salmon P. 
Chase was a law\er; be never sold any d 
goods, uor did he engage in any mercantile 
business. It is almost’ proverbial that oar 
greatest national financiers have been the poor- 
est men. A vationai financier. differs from the 
private merchant, whose essential quality js 
profitable mavagement df his monev matters, 
and who must accumulate to meet the require- 
ments of his business. WA Government has yo 
business to accumuiate any larger sums of 
money than it needs to pavits expenses. Acch- 
mulation by the Government meaus just me 
amount of additional taxation upon the people: 
I think the trouble with the lawyers is, that in 
many instances they do not know enough law to 
be guod iawyers aud kpow 4a littie tov much la 
to be good busivess-men. 1 hope you will cob- 
sider this as candid.”’ 

“It is alleged in support of this opposition to 
a predominance of lawyers in legis!ative bodies 
that the natura! tendency of the legal mind’ js 
not towards clearness and accuracy of levisia- 
tion, aud that, whether conscivusiy or uncon- 
scously, they are inciined to frame laws whigh 
admit of two interpretations, so that litigatign 
is provoked. Js this truce?” | 

‘**No, it is pot true; oo lawyer worthy of the 
name would ever frame a staLute with a view fo 
provoke future litigation any more than le 
would try to involve his client in jurther liti@h 
tiou. I can hardly conceive that possibie. There 
may be some difliculty such as you suggest. We 
find, for instance, a good dea! of diiticulty in re- 
duudant torins of pleading, but those that biun- 
der through ignorance of correct modes of 
pleading du pot make money by it. This is not 
the fault of the law, which cannoi be helc re- 
sponsible for the dunces tbat fail tuo fol- 
low it. Clear heads in any professican 
iu this world are the exception, and su 
a facility of expression as will exclude 
every otber meanjwge excepting the one ib- 
tevded is a faculty possessed by few mortals. (I 
deo not expect to live long enough to see the 
day when there shall be such geveral accurady 
of statement in editorialg#, speeches, legal 
opinions, or statutes as to avuid all chance of 
misunderstanding or misconstruction; yet | 
think the tendency of legal training is toward 
accuracy of statement, andI believe that the 
goud lawyer cau put an idea upon paper more 
ciearly and precisely than a good mechan, 
good merchant, or good farmer. But a cicar- 
headed farmer is by all means preferabie to a 
fuddie-Leaded lawyer.”’ 

JUSTICE AND FAIR PRACTICE. 

“Was the convention whico framed the preg- 

ent new Coustitution of Lilinoi a iargely com- 


poseG of lawyers?’ 


| majorities were disfranchised. 


‘‘Very largely. Iam not abieto give the ex- 
act proportion, save that there was a preponder- 
ating legal element.” 

“ Alas the practical working of that Constitu- 
tion been successful ?”’ : 

 it‘bas; indeed, I may say almost entirely 
so. There is perhavs a little too much lecisla- 
tion in that Con#fitution. That is the fault of 
pearly all our Constitutions: thev deal rather 
too minutely with details.” 

“Deo you not think that, as a rule, justice is 
more speedy, and that the genera! welfare is not 
better protected in a country like England, 
where there is po written Constitution, than 
here where we are hampered by cast-iron organ- 
ic laws?”’ 

‘* You submit to me one of the most difficult 
of all questions. I think I am rather inclined 
to uphold the superiority of justice in this coun- 
try over that in England. But 1 very much 
doubt what the final outcome of writtcn Consti- 
tutions will be. Weare growing out of them 
and adding to them constantly, while the En- 
glish Constitution is made by the people every 
day they live. Our Constitution, however, 
although written, is made and altered by the 
people. The first thing we did with it was to 
violate it by the purchase of Louisiana and 
Florida. Hence the absurdity of placing a strict 
construction on it.”’ 

‘‘Is there not an undue mutiplicity of tribu- 
nals?!”? 

‘‘{ think so, especially in New York. But it 
is differentin Llinois; no Circuit Judge there 
interferes with another. I think that the writ 
of injunction is much more carefully respected 
in Lilinois than in New York. Such a thing as 
ove Judge granting a stav of proceedings in 
matters pending before another Judge would 
not be tolerated there.” 

GRANT FOR A THIRD TERM. v 

‘“* Mr. Storrs, in the course of our conversa- 
tion you have incidentally mentioned Gen. 
Grant. What is the feeling in Illinois in regard 
to the thira term {”’ 

“if aconvention of the Republicans were t 
be held to-morrow. for the purpose of selecting 
a candidate for the Presidency in 1880, i think 
Gen. Grant would receive forty-nine out of 
every fiity votes. This feeling extends through- 
ows Hllinois and the entire West.”’ 

* To what do you attribute this feeling?” 

“To Grant’s character, and the contidence that 
under his Administration every citizen will be 
protected in his richts.”’ 

‘The accusations which have so freely been 
maiec against bim have, I suppose, worn them- 
selves out?” 

** Yas.” 

‘*Is there not a feeling of disappointment in 
the Republican party with respect to President 
Hayes?’ 

* Yes; decidedlv.”’ 

‘* What is the reason for it?’ 

“The impression is that there is a general 
lack of firmuess—a general tenderfootedness 
and goody-goodiness without anything specific 
about it one way or the other; a disposition to 
swap old triends for old enemics; an idea that 
he is not wholly sincere; that he will bluider 
and founder—in other words, that you can’t 
alwayé teil.”’ 

** Abd as respects the Cabinet, Mr. Storrs?’ 

** The Cabinet is regarded among Bepublic- 
ans a8 a collection sometuing like those which 
are gathered together by the societies for the 
eultivation of decorative art, something passa- 
bly tolerable, some things carious, but among 
the bric-a-brac a good deal of rubbish. : I think 
Sherman its regarded as a strong man by the 
Republicans. McCrary is certainly a goou Re- 
publican. Fifty years ago Secretary Thompson 
was a well-known man. As to Mr. Schurz, 1 re- 
fer you to Gen. Sheridan.”’ 

‘* What is the opinion as to the legality of 
Mr. Haves’ clection?’’ 

‘* I think the Republicans believe that he was 
fairly elected President. They believe that with 
a fair election in those States which were deci- 
sive there never would have been a question or 
the nevessity fora count. The Republicans of 
the West believe in the Constitutional Amend- 
ments and in civil rights: and 4 think they be- 
lieve there are at least five States m which 
They are in 
favor of making a hot fight until -this state 
of things shall cease; and for that purpose a 
stalwart, masculine man is needed, marching to 
music that shall not come from flutes and to old 
tunes which do uot include * The Shiving Shore.’ 
We shall certainly succeed with such aman. I 
believe that with a President in dead earnest 
the Constitutional amcpdments and the laws 
in furtherance of them wiil be carried out to 
the letier in both the North and the South.” 

“Is it not possible that the former Kepublic- 
an majorities in the South have been gained 
over to the side of the Democrats by motives of 
seli-interest‘”’ 

‘*T dou’t think that is possible. Think of 
South Carolina being Democratic! All the evi- 
dence is the oiler way. I don’t think tbat Til- 
den’s Literary Bureau has sufficient ability to 
convert the colored people. The negro is a Re- 
publican to-day. e can never forget that 
he owes his emancipation to the Republican 
party.”’

You never will live to see 
the day when fiat money will ve as strong as it 
showed itself when so overwhelmingly defeated 
last fall. I think there is a strange mistake 
about tuese financial heresies, and I believe that 
we are now on the road, with the aid of a fixed 
and stable curren¢y, tv unexampled prosperity. 
Fiat money is a crate. [think it is dead at 
least ior this generation.”’ 

‘*Resumption being assured and successful, 
as you believe it will be, will not Secretary 
Sherman receive the credit for it, and will pot 
that make him avery formidable candidate for 
the Keoublican nomination even as against 
Grant?’ 

‘** Secretarv Sherman will undoubtedly receive 
very great credit, but that will pot make him 
President, and it wou’t even make him a eandi- 
date iu the Convention. I believe the renomi- 
nation of Grant in 1880 is foredrdained. Grant 
combines sO wany qualities that the people ad- 
mire. His achievements are so positive and 
real, apd be has carried himself while abroad 
wita such periect poise, bas shown a judgment 
under very trying circumstances so mucii wiser 
than even his best friends expected, that be will 
comme back here with a power which will make 
him Presidert-for a third term in spite of ail at- 
tein! ted opposition.”

He Turns Up Again in the County 
Meat Contract. 
His Brags. About Commissioners 
Coburn and Stewart.

The Former Tells About His Visit from 
Harry Lawrence, 


After the adjournment of the County Board 
yesterday there was considerable talk ovér the 
turn alfairs took in the letting of the contracts, 
and the new members were, to say the least, 
amazed. The Committee on Public Service, 
which had labored long and hard to make a re- 
port that would be in the public interest, were 
completely taken aback at having the 
minority report adopted, and the old members 
looked back toa vear ago when seven Demo- 
crats outvoted eight Republicans, aud could 
compare Mr. Hoffmann’s victory over the other 
four members of the Committee to uothing 
else. Nobody appeared to know how the change 
had been brought about, but,since the proffer of 
money Bad been go freely talked of in the 
Board, many thought that there might be some 
explanation of it after all. Mr. Coburn bad 
stated in the Board that 

*poc’? GARDNER 
had approached him, and told him that he would 
get him $1,000 if he would not oppose O’Don- 
nell; etc., and the reporter sought bim to get 
the particulars, and he gavethem. The inter- 
view ran about as follows: 

‘* When did you first meet Doc Gardner?” 

“He came to my office before the bids were 
opened and wanted me to do what I could four 
Mr. Curtis on the meat contract. I told himI 
knew Mr. Curtis, and would gladly do whatI 
could, conscientiously, for him.” 

‘*When did you see bim again?” 

“He called to see me after the bids were 
opened, and said, ‘I see our triend Curtis is a 
little higa.”” I answered ‘Yes.’ He then said 
that be would like to see O’ Donnell get the con- 
tract, whereupon I pulled out some figures I had 
made which ,showed that Ford was the lowest 
biader. I was then on the eve of going toa 
committee meeting tv consider the various 
bids, and Gardner saitif I would not exhibit 
the figures—pretend that I left them home—he 
would get mee$1,000. I told bim 1 was not 
that kind of a map, and that I should show the 
figures, and thought Ford’s bid was the best for 


the county.” 

‘* Wnat day was this?” 

‘* Thursday of last week.” 

*“‘ When did you next see the Doctor? ”’

Gardner 
around haviug, or pretending to bave, money to 
spend in the letting of the contract. Whether 
any of the money was spent or vot is just now 
past findiag out, but if the Grand Jury drawn 
yesterday will take hold of the matter they may 
touch bottom. Mr. Coburn should bee that it 
does.

RAILROADS. 
THE ERIE. 

The Board of Directors of the New York, 
Lake Erie & Western Railroad Company (Erie) 
have just submitted to the stockholders their 
report of the operations of the Company from 
the Ist of June to the 30th of September, 1878. 
On the Ist of June the present Company was put 
in possession of the larger portion of the 
property belonging to the Erie Railway Com- 
pany, the portion not transferred continuing 
under the control of the Receiver, who still re- 
ceives the reyenues arising therefrom, and to 
that extent lessens the receipts of the Company. 
The report gives the total net revenue for the 
year at $1,619,432, from which is to be deducted 
interest on mortgages, interest on loans, 
premium on gold, guaranteed juterest other 
than interest on bonds of the Company, $47,482; 
leaving as applicable to paying interest on fuud- 
ed indebtedness, etc., $1,571.950; deducting in- 
terest on funded debt, $743,408, leaves a balance 
tu credit of profit and loss of $528,546. 

The Receiver of the Erie Railway Company 
having mate a report of its operations from 
Oct. 1, 1877, to June 1, 1878, the Board of 
Directdre of the present Company, by combin- 
ing the Receiver’s report with theirs, placed 
tore the stockholders the operations and re- 
sults of the whole year’s work, showing 
for® that period net earnings of $5,009,114; 
from which, deducting losses by non-pay- 
ing property of the Company amounting 
to $96,038, left the net revenue $4,913,075. 
Deducting amount of rentals on leased lines 
and claims paid, $963,150, left the net earnings 
$3,949,925. To this add interest received from 
securities, $259,800.95, which makes $4,200,726. 
From this must be deducted $302,381 for taxes, 
interest on mortgages, expenses of reorganiza- 
tion and foreclosure, etc., leaving as applicable 
to the payment of interest on funded indebtéd- 
ness $3,907,845. The interest on the funded 
debt amounted to $743,408, leaving as a profit 
during the year $625,451. 

It is proposed in the report to make the ter-, 
minal arrangements sufficient to receive and de- 
liver passengers with the greatest celerity and 
safety, and it is suggested that the great want 
of the haroor of New York is facilities for cheap 
transfer of grain and other freight for shipment.

DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT?” 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Norwicu, Conn., Jan. 8.—My attention has 
been called to an editorial in your issue of Dec. 
14, eutitied “‘Does Prohibition Probibit?’’ and 
based, in large part, on certain Connecticut cor- 
respondence of the New York Hergld. In tnat 
editorial it is said: ‘*We have had occasion to 
examine the workings of prohibitory laws in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, and Rhode Island, and found 1n each case 
that they were barren of permanent results. 
In five of the New England States prohibition 
does not prohibit, and the traflic in liquor 
thrives in the face of the law. We 
now have an opportunity to judge 
of its results in the remaining 
New England State—Connecticut.” Having 
referred to the cities of New London and Nor- 
wich, the editorial adds, *‘ The operation of the 
law in ove city may be taken as a fair sample of 
its operation in all.” Itis Taz Tripung’s un- 
favorable conclusion which moves me to the fol- 
lowing statement : 

It has been my fortune to have resided in 
Norwich during the past year and a half, and to 
have had full knowledge of the temperance 
movement and its results. I write over my 
own signature, and am responsible not only 
for the honest intent, but also for the accuracy 
of what 1 aflirm. Yet I believe that the 
assertions contained in the Her a/d’s correspond- 
ence, dated New London, Dee. 7, so far as they 
relate to mischievous effects of “* No License” 
in Norwich, are entirely false. They not only 
are faise in general, but also in detail. There 
have been no resuits or incidents in Norwich 
which correspond to the adverse statements. 

For exampie, one of the highest police oflicers 
of this city, baving read the correspondence, 
avers that uot one instance of the “ peripatetic 
saloon,”’ or pocket-bottie, has yet come to the 
knowledge oi the police; that the device is here 
absolutely unheard of. The correspondent’s 
statement that the liquor-traflic was “long 
since” abolished in Norwich is 
from true that prohibition came into 
effect just two months ago, viz.: Nov. 1. The 
druggists testify that their business in ** bitters, 
schnapps, and tonics” has not materially 
changed since “ No License’ became the law. 
Chere is no prevailing * back-room ” treatment 
of customers, such as‘is narrated. There is but 
one “club-room for drinking purposes”? known 
to the police, and concerning thas one the testi- 
mony is that there has been less observable or 
presumable intoxicat’on and disorder connected 
with it than when the place was not only a 
billiard-room, but aiso a room where intox- 
icating liquors were freely sold under license. 
There is no “spy” employed, vor paid espionage 
upon liquor Geaiers actual or reputed. ‘There 
is NO Waichlulness of any kind in the matter, 
save by the constituted authorities in the dis- 
cbarge of their regular duty. and by citizens in 
their open ailemiance to law and order, The 
detailed narrative of the Norwich owner of two 
saloons and driver of fast horses is utterly 
apocryphal. in brief, and as touching the ad- 
Verse statements, it is too mucé bonur to the 
veracity of the New London correspondent to 
say of bim, as did Sbherndan of Lord Dundas, 
that he must have been indebted to Lis memury 
for bis jests and to his imagination for nis 
facts. Sofaras his adverse stateinents relate 
to Norwich, they are not only false, but it 
wouid seem thut their falsity uiust bave been 
known to their author. 

Let us look at the other side: I have before 
me acommunication addreased to me by the 
clerk of police. It contains the tollowing

HORRORS OF THE SEA. 


|. Heartrending Scenes at the Sinking of the 


Emily B. Souder—Fifty Lives Supposed to 
Be Lost. 
New York Herald, Jan. 10. 

The particulars of the loss of the fll-fated 
steamer Emily B. Souder were furnished yes- 
terday by two of the crew, the sole survivors, 
so far as krown, of the wreck, who arrived at 
this port about noon on the steamer Atlas, from 
Kingston, Jam. They told their story on the 
dock at the foot of Christopher street, in the 
very clothes in which they bad succeeding in 
effecting their miraculous escape from a watery 
grave. Tbcodore Stcinhardt, one of these sur- 
vivors, was Quartermaster of the Souder, and 
Alfred E. Anderson, the other, a Swede by 


birth, was a seaman. 

“On Sunday afternoon, Dec. 8,” said 
Steinhardt, ‘“‘we left New York, and nothing 
extraordinary occurred~ until the Emily .B. 
Souder was opposite Cape Hatteras. On Tues- 
day morning we encountered a rough, heavy 
sea, while the wind blew hard from the south- 
east. About 8 o’clock we found the ship 
leaking. The pumps were manned. Every 
oflicer aad every sailor was at his post of duty, 
but notwithstanding almost superbumap etf- 
forts the water gained on us, first slowly and at 
last rapidly. At 5 o’clock in the alternoon 
the melancboly news spread that the fires had 
eone out, but no ove was discouraged. We 
began to throw the cargo and baggage over- 
board, passengers as well as crew engaging 
in lightening toe vessel as much as possible. 
But the water gained upon us, and soon made 
existence below decks impossible. 

*“* Nothing was left now but to look to our 
lifeboats. The command to unloosen them was 
quickly communicated to the crew, and, one of 
the boats baving been launched, was placed un- 
der commaud of the First Mate. Inciuding 
the latter there were ten persons in the boat, 
among whom were four ladv passengers. Every 
one was provided with a life-preserver, some 
even having two. The boat had only gone a 
few vards from the Souder.when she capsized, 
and men and women were screaming 10 the 
water for the help which no one could render. 

“The steamer was sinking steadily, and 
tremendous efforts were being made to launch 
the second boat. All of thusthenan the ves- 
sel helped to get this boat ¢lear, and we finally 
succeeded in placing ten personsin it. As none 
of the officers would Jeave the vessel while a 
single plank remained of her, one of the crew 
took command of the boat. Fortunately, sne 
got clear of the wreck, but what became of her 
afterward bas yet to be known. 

‘‘The Purser of the Souder was now called 
upon to take charge of the third lifeboat, in 
which were ten persons, but he did so reluctant- 
ly, as he preterred te remain on the ainking 
vessel with his commanding officer. Ail tbis 
time it was evident tu those on the Souder but a 
few minutes, perhaps seconds, were left to 
make whatever preparations could be devised 
to save lite. Anderson and myself were fasten- 
ing ourseives to the ‘booby’ hatch (hatch 
cover). An elderly gentleman of about 50 years 
was there, and we induced him to join us. 
While trying to make the ‘ booby’ hatch float, 
a tremendous seacame along and carried it out 
upon the waves. At that moment the Captain 
was endeavoring to make a ratt for himself, 
and that was the last we saw of him. 

** Everybody had now to look out for himsel f, 
and while on the batch-cover we saw the ship 
sink beside us. In less than five minutes after 
the vessel went down, the liferaft, which, for- 
tunately, had been cut loose from the steamer, 
came alongside of the ‘booby’ batch, and, 
though it was ina miserable condition, Ander- 
son and myself sprang upon it. Weurged the 
old gentleman who was upon the ‘ Deob,’ hatch 
We entreated 
bim to join us, but he seemed paralyzed with 
fear and did rot stir. Poor fellow! He must 
buve cone down soon after. 

‘We stuck to the liferaft the best way we 
could, hoping against hope, but still with full 
faith in a speedy rescues» For more than forty- 
eight hours we were tossed about on the ocean, 
and our sufferings during that peoriod can be 
imagined better than described. We were 
almost exhausted from exposure, hunger, and 
thirst, but m this extremity we found tossing 
about on the waves some canned-oysters which 
had floated from the Souder, and which gave us 
great relief, 

*“On tbe third day we were sighted by the 
schooner Herbert Devereau, from Boston for 
Kingston, Jam., and picked up. 1 should add 
that the iirst night we were on the liferaft was 
exceedingly dark. We could not see anvthing. 
aud svuon lost track of the wreck debris that 
surrounded us in the early part of the evening. 
While on the raft we suifered severely. Huif 
of our bodies being in the warm water of the 
Guif Stream were constaptly kept io a sort of 
warm glow, while the other half, exposed to the 
cola wiuds, felt tne effects of the severe weath- 
er most terribly. When the Devereau came in 
sight she hove right alongside, and we were 
actually dragged on board of her by the warm- 
bearted crew in their haste to succorus. The 

a taken on board the 
schooner also. The Devereau has that liferaft 
on board yet. We were three days on the 
schooner before we could use our lower limbs, 
so terribly had they been weakened bv ex- 
posure. During fourteen days we remained on 
the Devereau, where we were most hospitably 
cared for until we arrived at Kingston, Jam, 
We were sent back to this port by the American 
Consul at that place.”’ 

The seaman Anderson stated that the liferaft 


on which they saved themselves was swept off’ 


the Souder just as she was sinking. They 
kuew nothing whatever about those who had 
left the vessel in the boats, except that they saw 
one of the boats turn over; they feared that ail 
the rest bad perished, about forty of the crew 
and teu passengers. They were the last un board 
and remained there tilt the Souder was sinking. 
The hurricane was ove of the most fearful 
on record. The most heartrending sight con- 
nected with the catastrophe, he said, was the 
upsetting of the boat under command of tae 
First Mate. The shrieks and piteous cries of the 
wowen almost drowned the roar of the tempest 
and, what was worse, there was no human heip 
available to serve them in their terrible poai- 
tion. The boats of the Emily B. Souder were 
considered in good condition; but vo ordinary 
lifeboat could witnstand such waves. Anderson 
says tue liicralt was in bad condition, constant- 
ly leaking and turving over. : 

The United States Local Inspectors of Steam- 
ships will commence taking testimony regard- 
ing the loss of the Souder withm a Tew days 
it is reported that evidence will be forthcoming 
to show that the vessel in question was almost 
loaded Gown to the water’s edge and bad hardly 
any tree board left, and that ner gangways were 
lilied up with tinber and otber freight.

The Committee on Public Service see bag in 
the matter of making awards for supplying the 
county with milk, bread, and meat, recommend- 
ing that the contract for milk be let to A. H. 
Wright at his bid of nine cents per gailon for 
the Hospital and 10 cents pér gal'on tor the In- 
sane Asylum: that the contract for meet be 
given to John Ford at his bid of $4.45 per 100 
pounds; and that the contract.for bread be 
given to Fred Voltz at his bid of $1.924¢ per 100 
pounds., Patrick Mulcrone was the low- 
est bidder for meat, but the Committee 
was Satistied that he eould not furnish a good 
article at his bid (4 cents), and his propost- 
tion had not been considered, it being fevarded 
as bogus, and the bidder irresponsible. The re- 
port was signed by Messrs. Coburn, Stewart, 
a Hy and Boese. | 

Mr. Hoffman submitted a minority report rec- 
ommending that the contract for meat be made 
to Patrick O’Donneil, on the ground that he 
was an honest man, charitabic, and had given 
general satisfaction, and, beside that, his bid 
was the lowest, as he claimed. Accompauying 
the report was a letter from Mr. O’ Donnell, in 
which he said that his bid was lower than Mr. 
Ford’s, and that all computations to the con- 
trary Were erroneous, and that the fact was 
that his average proposition was to furnish 
meat at $4.40 per 100 pounds, ete. 

Mr. Cobura moved the adoption of the ma- 
jority report. ! 

MEAT. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved as a substitute the 
adoption of the minority report, and spoke loud 
and iong. He thought the Committce had gone 
to a great deal of trouble, and had set up at 
night to blacken Mr. O’Donnell’s character,—a 

_taxpaver, an honest man, and one who had been 
a faithful contractor. After defending Mr. 
O'Donnell at some length, and urging the 
making of the award to him, he sallied into Mr. 
Ford, saying that he was not naturalized, did 
not pay any taxes, had been doing business in 
‘his wife’s mame, etc, and was not 
lie. maintained that if he 
were given the award be would sub-let 
the contract for supplying. the Insane Asy!um 
and Poor-flouse to a man named Diamond, who 
had a bid in for the entire contract in Ford’s 
interest, just as it was said that Mulcrone had 
in a bid in O’Donnell’s interest. Ford had 
dressed his market up with the best. meat he 
could get to mcet the Committee’s eves, he 
said, and did not propose to furni#h any such 
beef as. he bad exhibited, and, turning to Mr. 
Coburn, he asked bim if he believed that he 
wouid, etc. 

Mr. Coburn—He promised to furnish just 
such meat, and I believe he will. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Thben you are a bigger fool 
than Ford is, for he canuot furnish any such 
meat. {Laughter. | 

Mr. Fitzeeraid continued at some length in 
his attack upon Ford, and said in conclusion 
that he knew of his fixing up his market two 
days before the Committee called upon him, 
whether they did or not. 

Mr. Ayars wanted to know how O’Donne!l 
figured that his bid was $4.30, but no one could 
answer him, and then he went on to contend 
that the $4.30 proposition was a new bid, and if 
() Donnell was to be allowed to make a new bid 
the others should. 

Mr. Coburn replied to Mr. Fitzgerald's alle- 
gatiogg, and after denying that Mr. Ford was 
not naturalized, and conceding that he had done 
business in his wile’s name (but was now doing 
business in his own), read some strong indorse- 
ments of him, conciuding by stating that he did 
not propose to sub-let auy part of the contract, 
and bad promised that if he got the award he

Mr. Bradley was not iu favor of either of the

The idea of any one 
furnishing for $4.45 the same meat that was 
furnished the hotels for $16 was preposterous, 
—it was a fraud onitsface. It seemed, how- 
ever, that the Committee had intended to give 
the contract to a certain person, and they aad 
done it as far as was in their power. — 

- Mr. Coburn said prominent butehers had told 
Him that good meat could not be furnished for less 
than $4.50, aud this was one of the reasons why 
Mulecrone’s bid had not been considered.

of this weex. While the feyer raged so fear- 
fully in the Southwest, we have enjoyed unpar- 
alleled health and treedom from disease of any 
kind. We anticipate po return of yellow fever. 

Our town, ore:ty, rather, has about 5,000 in- 
habitants. There are Episcdpa), Catholic, Pres- 
byterian, Baptist, and Methodist Churcaes, all 
in flourishing cdndition, We)\haveagood publid 
school ia successful operation, under the Supe¢r- 
intendanee of ‘Prof. Hutsou, formeriy of the 
Liversity of Louisiana, and Miss Williamson, a 
highly accomplished greduate of Andrew Col- 
lege. There are several chureh aad ovrivate 
schools. So much for church and educational 
privileges. : | 

Corn and oats cau be easily/raised in und sear 
Brunswick: wheat ahd buckwheat cannot; 
sweet potatoes, Irish potatoes, beets, tarnips, 
caulifiower,—indeed, any and all kinds of gar- 
den truck,—can easily be rajsed.

The fifteenth annual meeting of the officers 
and managers of the Washingtonian Home was 
held last evening in the parlors of the Home, 
corner of Madison street and Ogden avenue. 
There was a full attendance, and a large pum- 
ber of ladies interested in the institution were 
also present. Dr. N. 8. Davis, President, pre- 
sided. 

The first, business in o-der was the reading of 
reports.

Of the 273 admissions during the year, accord- 
ing to the best information possible to gain, only 
vighteen are now drinking intoxicating drinks, and 
of the 1, 104 admissions and readmissione into the 
liome during the four years of my official connec- 
tion with it only 100 are known to have relapsed. 
It may be said that many of those who have passed 
beyond our knowledge have fallen. but te all wao 
are copveraant with the workings of the inatitution 
aud know tbat generally those who falyseex for 
readmission into the Home, the strogz proo- 
avilitvy is that a very large per cent 
of them are true to the principles of 
sobriety. Another very important feature in this 
connection is that very many of those who do 
make, sometimea, a number of mistakes after 
leaving the Home through the lessons learned 
while here are enabled to récover the lost ground 
and make a permanent success of reform. 

The report was received and referred to the 
Board of Directors. 

MR. H. C. MORZY, 

Secretary, submitted his report, which was also 
referred to the Board of Directors. According 
to this report, the expenditures of the Home 
for the year 1878 were $16,129, itemized 
as follows: Provisions, $5,355; help, $2,550: . 
interest, $2,136; fuel, $1,080; building account, 
$903; repairs and improvements, $583; furni- 
ture, $619; gas, 8015; joan account, $500; sta- 
tionery, etc., $315: insurance, $302, sundries, 
203: water rent, $168; Washingtonian expense 
account, $158; drugs, $92.

Mr. Washington Warren saidif the rerular 
business of the meeting had been transacted, he 
would like to hear something regarding the 
matter of curing intemperance and the appetite 
for strong drink with medicine. 

Dr. D alter waiting sume time to hear 
from otbers, said that the bour was late, and he 
presumed those present would much rather go 
home than to hear bim talk. However, as po 
one else scemed disposea to say anything, be 
would make a few remarks. He wished ia 
the first place to correct a mistake 
in two words in a note which was 
published in the article on intemperance and 
ts cure in Sunday’s TrRipungz, which purported 
to, and did, come from him to the reporter, who 
sought to interview him. His writing, he said, 
was not of the best, especially when he was in a 
hurry. He intended the note toread: “If con- 
sider myself or any intelligent physician,’’ ete., 


instead of ‘“‘a very intelligent phvsician,”’ ete. | 


He alluded to the topic of Dr. D’ Unger’s treat- 
ment for the eure of drunkenness, and said 
irom time immemoria) there had been some kind 
ofa “cure” for intoxication. In olden days, 
when he was @ boy, the popular idea 
was that if a person was to catch a live eel and 
place it in a toper’s whisky-jug, and -leave if 
there until it died, the said toper would be 
cured of the appetite for liquor, if he kept on 
drinking from the jug. It made him deathly 
sick, no doubt, but when he recovered from the 
temporary ilness he was just a3 ready for more 
whisky as be ever was. He said red cinchoua bark 
had been in use as a tonic in such cases almost 
as long as the use of liquor itself. As a tonic It 
was good, but as a cure it was a _ fail- 
ure, and he believed this was the case 
with every drug knuwn to the medica! profes- 
sion. There was nothing, he thought, that 
would cureaman of drunkenness except ap- 
pealing to his moral elements and to hia heart. 
There was a hue and cry because the managers 
did not take Dr. D’Unger into the Home and 
allow him to treat patients bimself. There had 
beep anumber of persons along with su-calied 
cures who asked for the same privilege. One 
man even asked to be Superintendent; he was 
not conteot with simply going in and 
administering his medicine to tle patients, 
but he wanted to manage the institution. 
Upon another poiot of criticism, Dr. Davis 
stated that there was no provision made by the 
city to the Home that the latter should take 
people from the Bridewell and House of Cor- 
rection in consideration of the 10 per cent of 
the License Fund which was turned over to the 
estallishment. He said that every individual 
the Home picked upin the gutterana cured 
was one less for the police to arrest and cause 
to be sent to the Bridewell. He said that it 
was bard to work as some of them did for the 
good of falien humanity, and then get up and 
read ina morning paper that not only were 
their + em unappreciated, but positively per- 
verted. 

After some further informal talk the meeting 
adjourned.

The Electric Light and Gas. 
Boston Tranmacr nt. 

The gas-stock panic in London ought to be 
soothed somewhat by the report of J. T. 
Sprague, member of the Society of Telegraph 
Engineers, sent to Paris by the London gas 
companies to report what had actually been ac- 
complished there in electric lightning. The re- 
port is that the electricity is good in shops, less 
good in the streets, and not at all good ia the 
theatre, covustantly fluctuating one-fourth, in 
quality. In London tbe cost of electricitv as 
compared with the gas would be as 150 to 85, 
not counting the expense of the electric ma- 
chipery aud fixtures. 

Kome Correspondence New York Frening Post. 

The ipvertion of Sigvor Fried Marcus has 
been tried at Vienna with remarkable success. 
He is not only able with his electrical apparatus 
to illuminate a large city, but to provide tie 
li¢ht in small quantities for domestic purposes. 
There is no longer any doubt in regard to the 
possibility of regulating the intensity of the 
electric light at will. 

‘The system of Jablochkoff, a Russian officer 
living in Paris, was tried in Rome a few weeks 
ago with success. ayo Colonna and a part of 
the new Via Naziovald¥were illumivated by this 
method, and tbe electric light was as much su- 
perior to that of gas as sunlight is to moonlight 
or moonlight to starlight. seside the clear, 
brilliant, beautiful and yet subdued ligh: pro- 
duced bv electricity, the gas was weak, yellow, 
and flickering. When at midnight the gas was 
extinguished in Piazza Colonna, and it remained 
lighted only by the sixteen electric candles, the 
effect was greeted by a spontaneous burst of ap- 
plause. Notwithstanding the late hour and the 
rain, Piazza Colonna was filled with a dense 
crowd of intelligent and curious spectators. 
The steam engine which produced the 
electricity was situated in the ancient 
Temple of@Neptune. now used as a Custom- 
House, and the tubes for conveying it were laid 
under the street, like gas or water pipes. The 
tubes in the Via Nazionale were left above 
ground, and, as large crowds were constantly 
passing, it being the time of the festivals for 
the return of the King, some accident probably 
injured those on the left side of the street. The 
illumination on the first evening was, in conse- 
quence, only partial, but even so the strect was 
well lighted. The reason in this case was ob- 
vious, but the liability of the light to go out is 
an objection which bas been made to the Jab- 
lochkoff system in Paris, where the Avenue de 
POpera is liehted in this way. 

More than 300 electric candles are now ifn 
operation in Paris, the light of every candle 
equaling in intensity that of 100 gas-jets. It is 
caleniated that the expense is bow six times 
less than that of gas for the same emount of 
light, and that it may be still furtoer reduced. 
Other advantages: of electric illumination are 
that it is not dangerous, like gas; that explo- 
siovs and fires are impossibie, and that it emits 
no unwholesome exbalations.

THE COURTS. 


The Gage 
Supreme Court. 


Record ot Judgments, New Suits, Crimie 
nal Business, Etc. 


In the case of the City vs. David A. Gage, Mr. 
Bonfield, Corporation Counsel, yesterday after- 
noon made a motion before the Appellate Cours 
to have the order in the case changed so as te 
allow ap appeal to the Supreme Court at once, 
He said the decision was in its nature final, and 
he suggested that the order reversing and re- 
manding should be changed to a reversal only, 
80 that the city could prosecute an appeal, He 
had po further evidence to introduce on the 
question of the blaak bond, and, as tothe effect 
of not filing the bond in fifseen days, the Court 
had decided against the city. The only thing 
that would be left would be to permit the Court 
below to instruct the city out of court. 

Jadge Murphy said that was true, but it mignt 
he error not to send the case back, and so de- 
prive the city of an opportunity of introducing 
more evidence to prove ita case, It was not 
evident that the city could not make a better 
case. The Supreme Court might say it was 
error to refuse to vonsent to send the case back, 
and give the city an opportunity to introduce 
further evidence. lit migbt also say that the 
failure to give fifteen days’ notice was not 
enough to reverse, but that the decision might 
be reversed on the other point. | 

Mr. Bonfield suggested that if the city would 
not take advantage of the error he did not sup- 


pose anybody else could. 


Judge Murphy thought if the case was al- 
lowed to go to the Supreme Court, iv justice to 
the Appellate Court it should go on its merits, 
and so that no point could be made on the fail- 
ure to remand. 

Mr. Sidney Smith, the associate counsel in 
the case, suggested that as the law had been 


laid down by the Court there was no use in go- 
ing back again. There was no pretense that toe 
bond was filed within the fifteen days: the rec- 
ords of the city showed that; it was @ matter 
of record and not of proof. Again, if notice to 
the City Clerk was notice to the city, it was 
absurd to suppose the city could disprove that 
the Clerk bad such knowledge. The city had 
suggested that it did not wish to have the case 
remanded, because it would be utterly useless, 
but at the same time it did not wish to consent 
to such order, hecause the other side might 
come in apd viead waiver of errors. If the 
case Was remauded it would be vears before it 
was tried again, the decision would be the sa 
and then it would come to the Appellate Cou 
in the same form as before. It would be a ver 
barreo victory to have the Supreme Court sa 
that the law as laid down by the Appellate 


Court was correct. but toreverse the case simply 


it ought to have beep remanded. 
The Judge suggested that some stipulation 
should be made between the parties to waiveany 


error. 

Mr. Smith thought there would be no objec- 
tion to the city waiving apy error iu tailing to 
remand. 

The Judge thought the record should be ai- 
lowed to stand as it was, and that it should 
then be made to appear that the city had made 
a motion to have the order changed. 

This was ge to, and later in the day the 
motion was filed, and the order made aliowing 
the appeal.

A FAITHLESS WATCHMAN. 

For some time past articies of value have 
been missed from the large dry-goods bovse of 
Mandel Bros., on State street. Suspicion at- 
tacbed to several employes, but all schemes to 
entrap them proving unfruitful it was conciud- 
ed that they were pot the guilty ones. Along 
in the latter part of last week a dress 
pattern of twenty-one yards and valued at $3.50 
a \ard was mussed from the dress-goods deart- 
ment. The clerks were sure it was there the 
night before, and as it was a kind of goods suid 
in thie city at Mandel’s only, it was conciuded 
to investigate the night-watchman, a German 
named William Wrede, who had been in the 
employ of the firm for nearly five vears. A 
careful watch had always been kept over him as 
he left the store each morning, and it was not 
expected that this search would prove any more 
successful than previous ones. Detectives from 
the Central Station were given the case, and, 
armed with a search-warrant sworn out before 
Justice Summerfield, they proceeded to 
Wrede’s house, No. 1330 LaSalle _ street, 
where he lived -with a wife, three 
children, and onc stepchild. te denied the ac- 
cusation, but upon searching the house the de- 
tectives found a large pine chest packed full of 
remnants a~d bolts of all sorts of dry goods, in- 
cluding the dress pattern mentioned above. 
When Wrede saw that he had been found out, 
he broke down, confessed, and evinced 
a desire to end the matter by com- 
mitting hari-kari right there in the 
presence of his family. He acknowledged that 
he bad kept up a steady line of peculation ever 
since bis employment in the store, and had dis- 
posed of a considerable quantity to his ac- 
quaintances. He bafiled search by secreting the 
goods stolen under his Gothing, and by padding 
them tightly avout his chest, and being natural- 
ly stooped greatiy aided him. His only excuse 
is that bis family was large, bis pay small, only 
$10 per week, and his bome was incumbered to 
the extent of $350.

HOME FOR THE FRIENDLESS. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BOARD OF Di- 
RECTORS i 

of the Home for the Friendless was held yester- 

day afternoon at the institution, corner of Wa- 

bash avenue and Twenticth street. C. G. Ham- 

mond presided. 

Mrs. Grant, Supernmtendent of the Home, 
submitted her report. “Tbe number of inmates 
remaining in the Home Jan. 1, 1578, was stated 
at 116. During the year there were admitted 
1,283 adults and 639 children. Of these, 532 
children and 1,253 adults were discharged; 73 
children were furnished homes, and 
there were 12 deaths: leaving a total in 
the Home Jau. 1, 1879, of 132 Several 
instances of the good done by the 
Home and its influence are citied in the report. 
Among them was the case of a father, without 
work. and therefore unable to support his fam- 
ily, who, with them, were turned into the street 
on one of the coldest nights this winter. They 
were furnished accommodationsin the Home. 
During the vear 402 scholars had attended the 
school holding sessious in the institution, in- 
ciuding thirty-two day scholars in the Lodustrial 
Scnool. 

The report of the Treasurershows the receipts 
to have been $16 052: expenditures, $14,541; 
leaving @ balance on band of $1,211. 

The Industrial Schoo! receipts aggregated

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

The report of Mrs. A. U. Gray, Secretary, was 
then presented. The report began with a brief 
history of the institution from its foundation 
ou West Randolph street, twenty years aro, up 
to the present time. The past year had been 
one of financial distress. This had produced 
its effect upon the Home, which had often been 
possessed of but limited resources, with conse- 
quent anxiety as to its support. Reference was 
made to the death of Mrs. Caleb Morgan, one 
of the twelve ladies originally chosen from the 
city at large to serve as mavagers; also to the 
death of Mrs. Pickering. Both had labored 
faithfully in tne cause, and mapy had risen up 
to call blessed those who had gone to claim 
their deserved reward. ‘ibe report concluded 
with the statement that in the iuture, as in the 
past, the Home must rely for its support upon 
the charity and gratuities of the public. 

Kk. W. Sawyer, M. D., of the medical staff of 
the Home, submitted a report showing the 
number of cases treated at 183. These were 
the more important, there being quite a number 
of cases of consumption treated, of which no 
mention was made. The cases reportcd were 
chiefly of a chronic character and yielded in 
neariy every instance to remedies employed. 
There were seven deaths during the time of 
which the report treated, which was from June 
15. 1878, to Jan. 1, 1879. The general health of 
inmates had been good. 

Reports from the Industrial School, Burr 
Mission, the Home School, the temperance 
work, and other sources of information treated 
of generally in the Superintendent’s report, 
tet presented.

Koowing taat Lamb was apt to have a re- 
volver about the bouse, and fearing the possibie 
cousequences of its being reckiessiy Han- 
died by an angry woman,—for Lamb 
was not at home himself,— they 
loaded themselves up, she says, with similar 
weapons, and resorted to the additional precau- 
tion of picking up two policemen at the Madison 
Street. Station to assist them in breaking opeu 
the house,—i. e.. in preserving the peace. Ar- 
riving at the house, they knocked and demand- 
ed admittance, reading the writ by way of em- 
phasizing their demand. Mrs. Lamb refused, 
and, either at this stage ‘ef the game or subse- 
quently, intimated that she had a revolver on 
the premises, and mildly s ted that they'd 
better go away. Inste of goiug away, 
they broke in the door. it appears 
that Mrs. Lamb had no “real intention 
to use the gun, for, had sbe so desired, it would 
have been easy cnough to perforate tue bodies 
of the two writ-servers,—and as ** sure as shoot- 
in’.”’ She evidently thought she could scare 
them off, and probably would have dove so bad 
the two protecting policemen not been cn band 
to nerve them up for tbe occasion. As it was, 
fortified by their own revolvers and the preseuce 
of the **‘ cops,”’ the Constables rushed into the 
house through the bursted door, and, while one, 
it is charged, held his gun at the women’s heads, 
the other proceeded, with the aid of the po- 
licemen, iv yanking out the iurui- 
ture. This process was as disastrous 
to the furpiture as though it had been woved on 
the lst of May by the average expressman. One 
stove was rendered as good as useless, and 
other articles of housebold use bore evidences 
of the rough handling they bad received. The 
stall was thrown over the fence, on the side- 
walk, into the street, around the front yard, and 
the humble little cottage completely deouded, 
after which the women were driven out into the 
cold, a custodian took possession, and the furni- 
ture-smashers drove off. The fact that the fur- 
viture was not taken away showed the scheme 
oi the owver to be nothing more nor less than 
to get possession of the premises, as wamb had 
discovered. Mrs. Lawb and her daughter were 
received into the bouse of a good frwnd pear 
by, where Lamb found them on his returu home 
late in the afternoon. Of course be Was as- 
tovished, and indignant, but the first thing to 
do was to get temoorery quarters, and, after a 
while, these were found at No. 46 Ann street, 
where the little family moved, and where the 
reporter found them last evening, considerably 
torn up in mind, body, and estate. Lamb de- 
bounces the whole thing as an outrageous 
scheme on the part of the Jandlord to drive him 
out of bouse aud bore and get the property 
into his own hands, and promises to make them 
and the Constables *“* sweat” for it yet.

MAPLESON’S TRIP. 
ONLY ONE BRIEF DELAY. 

Her Majesty’s Grand Opera Troupe reached 
the city yesterday afternoon and are quartered 
at the Grand Pacific. A delay of three hours 
caused by the spow between Boston and New 
York attended their trip hither. Otherwise 
they came through with neatnese and dispatch. 
A Tripunsg reporter welcomed them at the hotel 
and learved from the Maestro, under whose 
direction the trip was uodertaken, that, barring 
the uvavoidable delay above mentioned, nothing 
was left undone on the part of the Pennsylvania 
Central that would contribute tothe comfort 
and pleasure of the travelers. The train on 
which they embarked, consisting of the locomo- 
tive, two baggage, six Pullman, and Col. 
Mapleson’s private coach, pulled oat of Boston 
at 8 o'clock Saturday night. ‘Tne Puilman 
cars Were appropriated to the members of the 
troupe, while Col. Mappleson’s car was occu- 
pied by its owner and family, Sam Carpenter, 
of the Pennsylvania Central, and E. A. Gilson, 
proprietor of the Westminster Hotel. New 
York. The train reached Jersey City at 8 
o’clock Sunday morning. The run from that 
point to Philadeipbia, ninety miles,was made in 
two hours and twenty-five mioutes. Owing to 
a difference in the gauge of the road the coum- 
pany changed cars at Philadelphia and procced- 
ed to Pittsburg, which was reached at 9 o’clock 
Sunday night. Une hour anda half was lost 
here by transferring the baggage to heavier- 
built vehicles. 

At 10:30 o’clock the train continued its trip to 
Chicago, arriving here, as stated, at 2 o’ciock 
yesterday ailternoon. During the “run” over 
the mountains an uuusually high rate of speed 
was obtained, the last eizhty miles before reach- 
ing Pittsburg being covered in less than two 
hours. Theace to Chicago this speed was main- 
tained. At this end of the route the best time 
was made from Fort Wayve. From Boston to 
Chicago, forty miles an hour was the gait at 
which they came, without an accident or deiay 
of any kind to add to the ordinary discomfort 
inseparabie from railroad travel. The members 
of the troupe, nrapy of whom bave never before 
verctured so far into the Western wilds, ail ex- 
pressed themselves in terms of enthusiastic 
praise with their experience. The rapid transit,

LOCAL POLITICS. 


THE EIGHTH WARD REPUBLICAN CLUB 
held a decidedly lively meeting at No. 236 West 
Harrison street last evening. Seventy or eighty 
persons were present, and it is doubtful if all 
were members of the Club, or Republicans. 
Thomas Senott presented resolutions request- 
ing the Legislative Representatives of the Fourth 
District to vote for the Hon. Richard Oglesby 
for United States Senator, and denouncing Gen.

There were three factions in the rbom, and it 
was evident that Gen. Oglesby’s supporters 
were in the majority. Nearly all of the othera 
favored the Hon. C. B. Farwell, and aCorporal’s 
guard backed Gen. Logan. Among the latter 
was Johu Caufileld, a letter-carrier, who bad, 
presumably, received his appointment through 
Logan’s influcnce. A motion to adjourn 
Was made amidst considerable confusion, and 
lost by a tie vote. The Farwell men were op-

Sovtrn Evers, Kane Co., LIL, Jan. 13.—A lerge 
and enthusiastic meeting of the dairymen of this 
section was held at the Kipp school-house, one 
mile west of bere, last Saturday evening, Jan.

Many a farm has been sold to the grocer er dis-* 


solved in the tea-cup. Inscribe over every farm- 
er’s kitchen-dloor that the living must come 
from the acres. Diversified crops will not solve 
the problem. Take that which can be raised the 
best and produce the best inthe market. If you 
adopt stock-raising, put two-thirds of 
your land into grass. The outlook for 
beef and dairy products is the best. 
Produce the best. With twenty-five cows, three 
brood mares, twenty sheep, and fifty hogs, of 
superior merit, the product should be not less 
than $2,000 a year; the expenses not to exceed 
$550. If vou raise borses, ten grade brood 
mares (the colts to be kept till 3 years old), tour 
cows, forty sheep, and thirty hogs, should yield 
an income of $2,300. on an expenditure of $710. 
If you desire beef, fifteen grade steers 3 years 
old, thirty hogs, and forty sheep, sold annually, 
would realize $1,625, while the total expenses of 
the farm should not exceed $600, including 
taxes and labor.

THE ECONOMY OF PROPER SHELTER

ameliorating effect on the animals. Death or 
disease trom lack of food is also death or disease 
from jack of warmth. Shelter means pro- 
tection from heat as well cold,—protection from 
damp beds as well as cold rains. Many animals 
have been stricken down by lying on ‘the cold, 
bare earth, orina bed of snow, after standing 
until they could stand no ionger, rather than 
violate their instincts, which warp them against 
the ills of lying down in snow or wet. Shelter 
means roois, beds, and walls. Better a well- 
sct grove wit a good bed than acostly barn 
with half-open doors, gaping cracks, and tilih 
and mire underfoot.

THE CHINESE TROUBLE. 


Report of the Education and Labor Com. 
mitteeeA Restrictive Lill Presented— 
Failure of Efforts to Procure Relief 
Throagh the Executive. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 10.—The following 
report was presented to the House of Repre- 
sentatives to-lay by Representative Willis, of 
Kentucky, in behalf of the Committee named: 

The Committee on Education and’ Labor hay- 


ing had under consideration sundry bills in re- } 


gard to Chinese immigration, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report, to accompany House 
bill No. 2,423. 

Brieily stated, this bill provides that no mas- 
ter of a vessel shail take on board at any point 
in China, or elsewhere, more than fifteen Chi- 
nese passengers with intent to bring them, or 
shall bring them, within the United States. 


’ The yiolation of this provision is made a misde- 


‘meanor, punishable by affine of $100 for each 
passenger, and inyprisonnient for six months. 
The master is required, under like penalty, to 
report on his arrival a sworn list of all Chinese 
passengers, The penalty is made alien upon 
the vessel. The bill becomes operative on the 
Ist day of July, 1879, 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION, 

Waiviue tor the present any consideration of 
the merits of the bill, the first question is 
whether such legislation is within the power of 
Congress. The existing treaty with China gives 
its subjects an unlimited right of immigration 
to the United States. The second clause of 
Art. 6 of the Constitution provides that— 

This Constitntion, and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in pursuance thereof, 
and all treaties made under tae authority of the 
a States, shall be the supreme law of the 

and. 

It is concluded that any law restricting Chi- 
nese immigration would contravene this provis- 
ion of tlic Constitution, and would, therefore, 
be null and void. Sucha construction cannot 
be sustained either upon principle or authority. 
The objects for which the Constitution was 
framed are bigher than any power granted un- 
der it. The general welfare, justice, domestic 
tranquillity, and the blessings of liberty 
are of supreme iipdrtance, and cannot 
be taken from the people by any treaty, 
hoWever solemnly ratified. The treaty-mak- 
ing power is limited by these objects. More- 
over, both in nature and by international law, 
the first duty is self-preservyation: If, there- 
fore, it be true that the presence of the Cainese 
endangers the peace or prosperity of our peo- 
ple, po mere technical consiaerations should in- 
tervene to prevent an increase of the evil. 

The clause of the Constitution above quoted 
does not, however, admit of the construction 
contended for. It elevates treaties from the 
status of mere compacts to the dignity of laws, 
but does not clothe them with any. additional 
superiority, | 

DECISIONS IN POINT. 

Laws made in pursuance of the Constitution 
are equally as binding and authoritative as 
treaties, and, if last enacted, contro! any con- 
travening treaty. This conclusion is enforced 
by numerous decisions, both’ of the Executive 
aud Judicial Departments of the Government. 
In 1851, in the case of the Florida claims, an ap- 
parent conflict between a treaty and a subse- 
quent act of Congress was decided by Attor- 
ney-General Crittenden in these words: 

An actof Congress is as much a supreme law of 
the land asatreaty. They are placed on the same 
footing, ‘and no preference or superiority is given 
to the one or the otner. 

The last expression of the lawgiving power 
must prevail. And just for the same reason 
and on the same principle that a subsequcnt act 
must prevail and have effect, though inconsist- 
ent with a prior act, so must an act of Congress 
have effect, though inconsistcut witha prior 
treaty.. (Opinions Attorney-Generais, vol. 5, 

345 


To the same effect is the decision of Attorney- 
General Akerman inthe case of the ( hoctaw 
Indians... He declares there is nothing in the 
Constitution which assigns different ranks to 
treatics and to statutes. Both the one andéhe 
other, when not inconsistent with the Constitu- 
tion, seem to stand upon the same level and to 
be of equal validity; and, as in the case of all 
laws enjanating from an equal authority, the 
earlier in date yields tothe later. (Opinions 
Attorney-Generals, vol. 13, p. 357.) 

These decisions of the Eecutive Department, 
confirmed as they are by the teachings of Madi- 
son, of Hamilton, and of Jefferson, have been 
followed by the Judiciary. 

In the case of Tayler vs. Martin—(Second Cur- 
tis Circuit Court Reports, p. 454)}—tbe Court 
says (speaking by Justice Curtis): 

It is impossible to maintain that under our Cen- 
stitution the President and Senate exclusively pos- 
sess the power to modify or repeal a law found ina 
treaty. If this were true, no change in a treaty 
could be made without the consent of some foreign 
Government. That the Constitution was designed 
to place our country in this helpless condition is a 
supposition wholly inadmissible. It is not oniy 
consistent with the necessities of the nation, but 
negatived by the exprees words of the Constita- 
tion. That gives to Congress, in s0 many words, 
power to declare war, an act which ipso facfo re- 

Is all treaties inconsistent with a state of war. 

t cannot, therefore, be admiited that the only 
method of escape from a treaty is by the consent of 
the other party to it or a declaration of war. To 
refuse to execute a treaty for reasons which ap- 
prove themseives to the conscientious judgment of 
a nation is amatierof the utmost gravity; but the 
power to do so is a prerogative of which no nation 
can be deprived without deeply affecting its inde- 
pendence. That the people of the United States 
have deprived their Government of this power I do 
not believe. Taoat it must reside semewhere and 
be applicabie to all cases I am convinced, and I 
feel no doubt that it belongs to Coayress. 

Similar opinions have been delivered in Cir- 
cuit Courts of the country. ‘These decisions 
were finally affirmed by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. In the Cherokee tobacco 
case, reported in 11 Wallace, page 116, the 
Court says: 

The effect of treaties and acts of Congress when 
in conflict is not settled by the Constitution. But 
the question is not invoived in any dougt as to its 
prover solution. Atreaty may supersede a prior 
act of Conzress (2 Peters, 314), and an act of Con- 
gress muy supersede a prior treaty (2 Curtis, 404; 
1 Woolworth, 155). In the cases referred to these 
principles were applied to. treaties with foreign 
nations. Treaties with Indian nations cannot be 
more obligatory. ‘They have no higher sanctity, 
and no greater inviolapility or immunity from leg- 
islative invasion can be claimed forthem. ‘The 
act of Congress must preyasil as if) the treaty were 
not an element to be considered. | If a wrong has 
been done, the power of redress is with Congress, 
not with the judiciary. 

PREVIOUS EFFORTS AT RELIEF», 

The evils of Chinese immigration have been 
fully recognized upon the Pacifi¢ Slope for many 
years. Welcomed at first as a mvique addition 
to the society and a valuable ally in the develop- 
ment of the material resources of their new 
nome, the Chinese, by their sordid, seilish, im- 
moral, and pon-amalgamatory habits, within a 
very short time reversed the judgment in their 
favor, and came to be regarded as 4 standing 
menace to the social and political institutions of 
the country. The State laws which had been 
enacted having been declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court, and every other means 
of relief proving ineffectual, it was finally 
determined to appeal to Congregs. Accordingly, 
as early as the 22d of December, 1869, at the 
second session of the Forty-firgt Copgress, an 
effort was made, but without success,'to secure 
restrictive legislation. . In the Forty-second 
Congress and also in the Forty-+third, Conrress 
numerous :memorials, resolutions of public 
meetings and petitions—one or which numbered 
over 16,000 signatures—werg presented to 
the same effect and with the same result. At 
the first session of the Forty-fourth_;Congress 
these renewed appeals fur relief met for the 
first time with a favorable response. A joint 
resolution was introduced and) passed calling 
upon the President of the United States to 
‘open negotiations with the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the purpose of modifying the provis- 
ions of the treaty between the two countries 
and of restricting the same to commercial pur- 
poses.”” Subsequently, at the same session, 
another joint resolution was passed uesting 
the President to present to the Chinese Govern- 
ment an additional article of the treaty of Julv 
28, 1868, reserving mutually to the two Govern- 
ments the right to regulate, restrict, or prevent 
immigration to their respective countries. 
These authoritative requests on the part of 
Congress failed to secure the de relief. 

DANGEROUS PKOPORTIONS. 

in the meanwhile the question had assumed 
dangerous proportions. The tonviction that 
Chinese immigration wasa great evil was 80 
deep seated aud uuanimous that mob vialemca 
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was onen'y threatened, and in many instances 
the atu of ke lew apeened powerless to pro- 
tect. Recognizing this ney, the Legisla- 
ture of California appointed a special commit- 
tee, whose report, based upon the testimony of 
witnesses famijiar with the subject, ably and 
graphically set forth the objections to the Chi- 
nese. B8u vent to this a joint committee, 
apvointed by the Forty-fourth Congress, col- 
lected voluminous testimony upon the same 
subject, and by a majority report urged upon 
the Executive Department the necessity for an 
iinmeciate change of the Burlingame Treaty, to 
the end that such immigration might be re- 
stricted or prevented. These reports, tegether 
with other official documents upon the subject, 
were laid before the present Congress. 

ACTION OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee, in view of the importance 
and urgency of the question, after a patient 
hearing of tke evidence and argument on both 
sides, at an early date after its organization 
presented a resolution which, with a slight 
modification, passed both Houses of Congress. 
This resolution again called attention to the ob- 
noxious features inthe Burlingame treaty, and 
requested prompt action on the part of the 
Executive Department in securing its change or 
abrogation. In view of the almost uvanimous 
sentiment of the people of the Pacific Slope as 
tothe necessity of such action, it was hoped 
that these successive resolutions of Congress, 
together with the various petitions, memorials, 
and official datain the possession of the Gov- 
ernment, would cause negotiations to be opened 
for that purpose. Such action would have been 
preferable to direct interference by Congreés, 
inasmuch as it would have been free 
from all doubt as to its legality, 
and would not have jeopardized the 
friendly feelings and commercial intercourse 
between the two countries. Moreover, when a 
change of the treaty was first suggested by 
Congress, and, indeed, up to a very recent date, 
itis believed that the Chinese Government 
would have made no serious objection, as its 
policy was opposed to the emigration of its 
citizens. However desirable such a result may 
have been, it has thus far not been accom- 

lished. . The petitions to secure local remedia! 
‘legislation were presented within a year .after 
the rectification of the Burlingame treaty. 
‘These were vigorously revewed at every subse- 
quent session, until finally in the Forty-fourth 
Congress the resolution already referred to 
was passed, calling the attention of the 
Executive Department to the necessity of a 
change in the treaty. This resolution was again 
presented to and passed in the second session 
of the present Congress, but has not, as far 
as your Committee is informed, called forth 
any practical effort at action. So long a period 
of non-action proves either the unwillingness or 
the inability of the treaty-making Power to cope 
with the question. In either event your Com- 
mittee consider that further delay would work 
great injustice to the people of a large portion 
of our country, provided the evils whereof they 
complain are well founded. 

RESTRICTIVE LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 

That these complaints are not without cause 
cannot, upon the evidence, be doubted: Your 
Committee, in a report accompanying joint 
resolution H. R. No. 123, at the second session 
of this Congrese, endeavored to present what 
seemed to them some insuperable objections to 
Chinese immigration. Further scomiadian of 
facts only confirms the conclusions therein 
stated. This whole question is not ove of right, 
but of policy. -Taere is no principle on 
which we are compelled to _ receive into 
our midst the natives of Asia, Africa, or any 
other part of the world. The character, source, 
and extent of immigration should be regulated 
and controlled with reference to our wants and 
welfare. The different problems, economic and 
political, resulting from the presence of the red 
and black races would be renewed in a more 
ageravated and davgerous form by the yellow 
race. The Mongolian, unlike the Indian, is 
brought in daily contact with our social and 
political life, and, unlike the African, does not 
surrender apy of his markea pecuiiarities by 
reason of that contact. It is neither possible 
nor desirable for two races as distinct as the 
Caucasian and Mongolian to live under the same 
government without sssimilation. The degra- 
dation or slavery of the ope or the other would 
be the inevitable result. Homogeneity of ideas 
avd of physicai and social habits are essential 
to national harmony and progress. 

THE INDUSTRIAL QUESTION, 

Equally grave objections may be urged 
against the Chinese from an industrial point. 
Our laboring peopie cannot and ought not to be 


surrender of the sacred and elevating influences 
of bome and the sacrifice of the ordinary ap- 
pliances of personal civilization. The question 
is therefore not one of competition but of a sub- 
stitution of one kind of labor for another. 

No self-governing country can afford to dimin- 
ish or destroy the dignity, the welfare, and in- 
dependence of its citizens. Justice to the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Slope, the dictates of com- 
‘mon bumavity and benevolence, as well as the 
plainest suggestions of practical statesmanship, 
all demand. that the problem of Chinese emigra- 
‘tion shall be solved while it is yet within the 
legislative control. 

Governed by these views, your Committee 
present and recommend the passage of the bill 
‘accompanying this report. 


GRANT AND CORK. 


Gen. Grant's Freedom from Religious Big- 
otry as Shown by Gen, Sherman—How 
Pius the Ninth Regarded the “Great

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Gen. Sherman said

and one of his old acquaintances in St. Luuis.

NORDENSKIOLD. 


The Arctic Explorer’s Report on a 
Portion of His Journey. 


To Oape Tscheljuskin—Important Errors 
in Maps and Charts 


Arctic Flora and Fauna. 


Correspencence New York Heraid. 

Curistiania, Norway, Dee. 13.—Next to 
Stanley’s journey through the dark continent 
perhaps no expedition of discovery in modern 
times has called forth 80 great an interest as 
that which the celebrated Swedish geologist 
and Arctic explorer, Prof. Nordenskiold, is now 
leading along the vast ice-bound coasts of Sibo- 
ria toward Bebring Strait, a journey never made 
pefore. The previous successful expeditions in 
the Arctic regions made by this icarned and dar- 
ing Swede, his practical opening last year to 
European trade of the regions around the large 
Siberian River Yenisei, into which he pene- 
trated, through many hardships, and lastly, the 
considerable part of his perilous journey, 
already successfully achieved, guarantee that 
Prof. Nordenskiold will really be able to fulfill 
one of the most difficult and daring tasks ever 
attempted by discoverers. The last news of the 
expedition received here by mail, via Yakutskin, 
Siberia, which they reached on a little steamer 
from the mouth of the River Lena, describe 
the Professor’s circumnavigation of the most 
northern point of Siberia, Cape Tscheljuskin, 
and is addressed to Dr. Oscar Dickson, of Goth- 
enburg, Sweden, the generous Mexcenas to whom 
science is so mu*b indebted for bis liberal sup- 
port of recent stientilic expeditions to the Arc- 
tic Sea, and whois the special patron of this, 
whose experiences we are about to give. 

CAPE TSCHELIJUSKIN. 

vrof. Nordenskiold’s letter from East Siberia 
estaolisbed with accuracy the geographical situ- 
ation of the most important places of the nortb- 
ern coast of Siberia, and gives details of the 
peculiar physical and biological characteristics 
of those far-off and little-explored regions. On 
former maps of Northern Siberia we find the 
most. northern point, Cape Tscheljuskin, which 
was named after its first discoverer, a Russian 
sailor, given as 100 degrees longituae east of 
Greenwich. In 1873 the celebrated German 
geographer, Dr. Petermann, published a 
new map of ‘the part of Northern  S8i- 
beria lying between the Rivers 
Yenisei and Lena, worked out from the mate- 
rials kept in the archives of the gencral staff of 
the Russian army, on which map Cape Tschel- 
juskin is given ds 105 degrees east longtituae 
aud 7734 degrees north latitude. ‘1 his map 
should be re-examined in the light of the more 
recent discoveries of Prof. Nordenskiold and 
the description he gives of his course. He 
relates that he sailed over stretches which are 
given as land on the map, and that consequent- 
ly the coast runs more westerly than indicated 
inthe map. Prof. Nordenskioild says that the 
true longtitude of Tscheljuskin is 104 degrees, 
or one degree more westerly than given by wr. 
Petermann. The latitude of Cape Tscheljuskin 
has also been ascertained by the Swedish expe- 
dition to be ten minutes bigher than formerly 


supposed. The sea north of Siberia is remark- 

able for the spullowness of its waters. But per- 

haps the temperature and the fauna are the 

most striking features of this Siberian Sca. 
SOLITUDE ISLAND. 

We will here mention a recent discovery, 
which is, perhaps, little known in America, of 
an island before now unknown, in the West Si- 
berian Arctic Sea. It was discovered Jast sum- 
mer by the Norwegian skipper, EAH. Jobansen, 
of Tromsoe, who named the island, which is 
situated north-northeast of the mouth 
of the River Yenisei, in latitude 77% 
d north, the Isle of Solitude. 
It is situated on the 80th degree east 
longitude, and consequently precisely half way 
between the porthern point of Nova Zembla 
and Cape Techeljuskin. it was discovered on 
the 28th of Aurust, and circumnavigated dur- 
ing the following tapee days. Its suriace is a 
little more than three anda half geographical 
square miles, Capt. Johansen found the water 
between the pnewly-discovered island and the 
coast of the mainland of Siberia very shallow— 
from twelve to forty fathoms deep. 

THE PROJECTED VOYAGE. 

Prof. Nordenskiolé directed his course in the 
Voga from the mouth of the Lena River toward 
the New Siberian Islands. It was on the 27th 
of August. The distance from the mouth of 
the Lena River to Behring Strait is about 350 
geographical miles, and thence to Yokobama, 
in Japan, where Prof. Nordensktold proposes to 
end his expedition, ‘about 680 miles. But be- 
fore reaching Japao it is expected that he will 
explore the New Siberian Islands, which are of 
great interest to gedlogists on account of the 
numerous bones of mammotnhs there found, and 
Wrangel’s Land, northwest of Bebring Strait, a 
region which has notvyet been scientilically ex- 
plored. 

NORDENSKIOLD’S REPORT. 

On BoaRD THE VEGA, East or Caps TscrEL- 
JUSKIN, Aug. 20, 153.—We have just sailed 
around Cape Tscheljuskin. As tar as we can 
now see the ice will net interrupt our journey, 
at least not before our arrival at the mouth of 
the River Lena. There the Vega will have to 
separate from her faithful companion, the 
steamer Lena, which will sail up the river as far 
as Iakutsk. I will, therefore, in all probability 
in a few days be able to send you over from 
Iakutsk and Irkutsk the report of our journey 
from Dickson Harbor, which I am now going to 
write. I am delighted to say at once, “All as 
well as possible.’’ 

WATER TEMPERATURES. 

After the departure in the morning of the 
Frazer aod the Express for the Simovies, some- 
what-further up the river, I allowed the Vega 
to remain for twenty-four hours longer in 
Dickson Harbor in order to give ieut. 
Boye an opportunity of finishing the maps 
of that excellent harbor so well protected 
on all sides, which doubtless will become of 
great importanpcein the future. So the Vega 
and the Lena did not gounter way until the 
morning of the 10th of August to continue their 
route. They steered for the most western of 
the Kammenni I¢lands, outside the mouth of 
the Pjasina. The sky overcast, the temperature 
of the air up to 10.4 deg. Celcius (50 deg. Fabren- 
heit), that of the water.at first 10 ceg. and later 
8 deg. (46 deg. Fahrenheit), its saltness slight. 
No ice was seen during the day. Favored by a 
fine breeze from the southeast the Vega could 
start on her journey with full sails. But later 
in the day the sea began to be covered with fog. 
This obliged us to advance with great care, 
especially as in the course of the day we eailed 
by small islands not indicated on the chart. 

DENSE FOGS. 

Fine weather and ice-free sea favored also the 
next day’s journey; but then the fog became so 
dense that already in the morning we were 
obliged to lie to one of the many swali islands 
we passed on our way. The island was com- 
posed of-a low bank of guciss, only thinly cov- 
ered with gravel, which was either perfectiv 
sterile or covered with a very scanty vegetation 
of thio mosses or phanerogama. On the other 
side the humidity ao during the summer 
months in these regions had produced an abun- 
dant vegetation of lichens, which was a rich 
harvest for Dr. Almquist. 

The water of the sea was but little salt, at 
least on the surface, and sea alga were conse- 
quently hardly to be found, whereas the zoolo- 
gists were weil supplied by tbe dredger with 
pure forms of sea life. 

SAILING THROUGH ROTTEN ICB. 

On the afternoon of the llth of August the 
weather had cleared a little so we could pro- 
ceed. Now and then a floating piece of ice was 
to be seen, and during the night the ice increased 
in an alarming degrees but still not so as 
to arrest navigation. It rather proved 
useful by laying every trace of motion in the 
sea, thus rendering it easy to take the temper- 
ature of the sea at different depths and secure 
dredgings twice aday. The ice now consisted 
almost entirely of bay ice, so eaten away that it 
was rather of the consistency of ice-cream than 
solid ice. It was evident that it would disap- 
pear altogether in a few days. Although at in- 
tervals so thick a fog spread over the sea that 
the vessels could only keep informed of each 
others’ position by means of the steam whistle, 
we kept on toward tbe northeast on an unknown 
route tilled with islets and probably also shoals. 
Sometimes when the fog became too thick we 
stopped at some block of ice, or a large floe, or 
at some of the small or large islets, which are 
forming a wall of rocks between Dickson Har- 
bor and Cape Tscheljuskin. That we did nota 
single time touch the bottom during that sail is 
a complete proof of the excellent manner in 
which Lieut. Palander and the officers who as- 
sisted in keeping the watch uoder his experi- 
enced supervision (the Lieuts. Brusewitz and 
Hovgaard), managed the navigation of the 


vessel. 
ARCTIC BIOLOGY. 

Gradually the saitness of the water began to 
increase and its temperature to diminish. At 
the same time the _——- at the bottom 
Gi the sea became , 80 that Dr. Stuxberz.

in the night ,be.ween the 13th and l4th of 
August, ile the ship was lying fastened toa 
piece of pos ng dow. took up a quantity of mag- 
niticent pure of sea life—large specimens 
of the remarkable Crinoide Alecto Eschrichtu, 
numerous starfish (Asterias Siniku and Panopla), 
pycnogonides, etc. The d near the 
coast now began to yicld Dr. Kjillmann some 
large sea alga. But on the shore the higher 
fatina and flora were s@ill so poor that the coast 
is herea complete desert compared with the 
rocky shores of Spitzbergen and Nova Zembia. 
Auks, red-breasted geese, puffins, black guulle- 
mots, and terns, which covgregate at Spitz- 
bergen in thousands and thousands, are bere 
entirely lacking. Seagulls and ** Lestres,’’ which 
there fill the air with their ceaseless chattcring, 
screams, and quarreling for food, appear here 
but rarely, each in two species, and it seems as 
if they quarreled less here. Only snow-sparrows, 
six or seyen species of wading birds, and 
sonie species of geese are found on shore in 
larger numbers. If we add to these an occa- 
sional plarmigan, a mountain owl (strix pyctea) 
and a species of falcon, the whole bird life of 
the region is enumerated, at least as far as we 
became acquainted with it. Of warm-blood ani- 
mnals in the sea outside only two walruses, some 
large seals (phoca barbata), aud a crowd of other 
seals (phoca hispida). Fisn probably exist here 
abundantly. : 
A MINERALOGICAL DISCOVERY. 

I must here mention a very remarkable dis- 
covery. While the ship was lving moored to 
one of the few pieces of floating ice which we 
eucountered and found to be of sufficient 
strength to bear a dozen men, Lieut. Nordquist 
and I destended on the ice to see whether 1 here 
could find any trace ot the remarkable sub- 
stance of cosmic origin which I found in 1872 
on the ice at the northern coast of Spitzbergen. 
I could find notbing of the sort here. But Lieut. 
Nordquist directed my attention to some yellow 
spots on the ice. which [ asked him to collect 
and hand to the botanists of the expedition for 
examination, thinking they proceeded from 
some diatomous mud. At the examination af- 
terward made it was discovered that the sub- 
stance in question was of no organic product, 
but coarse sand, consisting exclusively of very 
beautifully iormed crvstals, of a diameter 
reaching even up to a couple of millimeters. I 
have noc yet bad time or opportunity to exam- 
ine them more closely, but, as an cxperienced 
mineralogist, I can see that this mingral is vo 
common terrestrial one, but that it, perhaps, is 
a substance crystallized from the sea water by 
the severe winter frost. 

ACTINIA HARBOR. 

Waiting for+clear weather, we were lying at 
anchor from the 14th to the 18th of August, iz 
an excellent harborin the sound between the 
Island of Taimyr and the Continent, which I 
have named Activia Harbor, on account of the 
numerous actinias here dredged. 

FLORA AND FAUNA. 

The Jand was free from snow and covered 
with a gray-creen carpet of plants, composed of 
a thick growth of different kinds of grass, 
mosses, and lichens. The number of species of 
the phanerogamous plants was very scanty, but 
mosses and jicbens were abundant. The whole 
forms evidently a pasture for reindeer much 
finer than that which exists in tne valleys rich 
in reindeer aft the Belsound, the Tcefjord, 
and the Storfjord of Spitzbergen. Russian 
bunters Lave surely not for acentury visited 
these regions, and yet we only saw here a few 
reindeer, which, unfortunately, were too shy to 
reward the skill of our sportsmen. Capt. 
Johansen attributed this fact, perhaps cor- 
rectly, to the presence of the wolves in the 
vicinity. He told us that he had seen wolves’ 
tracks and a rcindeer just killed by a wolf. 

SITE POR A STATION, 

On the steam launch we carried with us Lieut. 
Palander, accompanied by Lieut. Hovegaard, 
made some excursions to examine the sound, 
which separates the Taimyr Island from the 
Continent, ‘bat sound was found too shallow 
and obstructed and the current running west- 
ward in the sound too strong for the Vega to 
pone safely on that route to the Taimyr 

y. But fp case a station of observation should 
not be established at the very Cape Tscheljuskin 
I can recommena the Actinia Harbor as a station 
for the meteorological observations which, ac- 
cording to the proposal of Mr. Weyprecht, are 
to be made simultaneously at many different 

lacesin the far North. The harbor formsa 

y, sheltered on all! sides, and offering a good 
anchorage. Although the continuous fog had 
not vet lifted the Vega and the Lena again set 
sail on the 18tb, continuing their route for Cape 
Tscheljuskin. The experience we have later 
gained of the weather in these regions proves 
that we acted wisely. We would probably have 
been obliged to wait for clear weather till the 
sea Was again covered with ice. 

UNCHARTED ISLANDS. 

We steamed on along the western coast of the 
Taimyr Islands. it is surrounded by a number 
of islands which are not to be found on the map, 
aod-is possibly itseif dividéd by sounds into 
several parts. 

TAIMYR ISLAND. 

The northern extremity of the Taimyr Island 
does not seem to extend as far toward the north 
as indicated on the chart. Ice we only saw in 
small quantity, and only bay ice, which was so 
fragile that one could hardly see a piece strong 
enough to bear @ couple of men. 
must soon have melted. Eventhe Taimvr Bay 
was almost free from ice. We wereeven during 
our journey agaid exposed to some motion of the 


sea. 

On the 13th of August we again steamed on, 
and sailed along the coast of the peninsula of 
Tscheljuskin in an extremely thick fog, which 
only occasionally lifted so much that the con- 
tours of the country were visible. During 
the day we passed an extensive field of unbroken 
ice, which occupied a bay on the western 
side of the peninsula of Tscheljuskin. Owing 
to the mirage, caused by the refraction near the 
horizon, the ice appeared to be tbdick and higb, 
but oa our arrival at the border of the ice itself 
it seemed that also this was solid ice, almost as 
porous as that which formed the bandsof ice 
which we met sometimes in the sea. 

THE NORTH CAPE OF ASIA. 

The fog prevented us from seeing far, and I 
already feared that tne most northern point of 
Asia might be so enveloped that we should not 
be able to land there; but soon peeped out 
again an ice free cape in the northeast. A little 
creek, open toward the north and there free 
from ice, run inland. The vessel cast anchor iu 
that creek on the 19th of August at 6 o’clock 
p. m., flags fiying, and firing a salute with one of 
the small guns the Vega carried. We had 
reached the first goal of our journey, the most 
northern point of the Old World. 

A SHY RECEPTION COMMITTEBR. 

The sky had cleared, and the promontory lay 
before usiu the sunshine and free from snow. 
Just as on our arrival at Yeoisei in 1876, here, 
too, we were received by a large Polar bear, 
who, even before we had cast anchor, was walk- 
ing tu and fro on the beach, vow and then look- 
ing and snuffing in the direction of the creek, 
as if to ascertain what uninvited guests were 
now approaching a region where, until now, the 
bear had leld undisputed sway. Frightened by 
the salute, he took to his legs in haste, and 
thereby escaped the balls of our sportsmen. 

LANDING AND OBSERVATIONS. 

In order to take an astronomical observation 
on this important spot, and to give our zoolo- 
gists and botanists an opportunity to make some 
excursions, I remained here until the following 
noon. Cape Tscheljuskin i$ formed by a low 
promontory divided in two parts by the creek, 
where the vessels had cast anchor. A bill, with 
gradually sloping sides, extends from the east- 
ern veach paralicl with the coast south- 
ward. According to approximate calcuiation 
from the astronomical observations and the tri- 
anguiar measurements which were made, the 
western point is situated in latitude 77 degrees 
36 minutes 37 seconds north and longitude 103 
degrees 25 minutes 5 seconds east of Green- 
wich. The eastern pointisalittie farther to- 
ward the north, viz.: at latitude 57 decrees 4i 
minutes north and longitude 104 degrees 1 min- 
ute east. Inland the mountains seem gradually 
to mount to about 1,000 feet. This hili, as well 
as the flat land, was almost iree from ice. Only 
bere and there large white fields of snow were 
visible in the hollows in the mountain sides or 
in some deep and narrow ravine in the plain. 
Near the shoreitself the ice remained at the 
most places. The soil of tbe low lands consists 
ot layers of clay, which in places are almost bare 
and divided by cracks ivto more or less perfect 
bexagons, and in otber places covered by a 
carpet of plants, composed of grass, moss, 
aD lichens similar to that which we 
encountered at the places where we land- 
ed the previous days. The stone forma- 
tion bere was vot granite, but perpendicular 
strata of slate, containing no petrifactions, but 
rich in crystals of pyrite. At the farthest point 
the strata of slate were traversed by large veins 
of quartz. Dr. Kjiilmaun was only able to 
discover here twenty-four species of phanerog- 
amous plants, the most of them distinguished 
by a tendency to form thick hemispherical 
mounds. Also the lichens were, according to 
the report of Dr. Almquist, uniform but luxuri- 
ant in form. It almost appeared as if tae 
plants of the .peninsula of Tscheljuskin had 
tried to advance further northwards, but on

The alyd collectea were 
so far of interest as they cave afurther proof 
of the incorrectness of the theory which bas 
loug prevailed, that the Siberian Arctic Sea was 
entireiv destitute of the higher forms of alyd. 
THE MAP OF NODENSKIOLD’S DOsCOVERIZS— 
CARTOGRAPHICAL CORRECTIONS. 

Berwin, Dec. 18.--Fr. E. Behm, Petermann’s 
successor in the direction of Verthe’s worid- 
renowned Geographical Institute, editor-in-chief 
of the Geogravhische Mitheiiungen, has kindly 
placed at the disposal of the New York Herald 
an excellent map drawn by Mr. Hassenstein, the 
eminent cartographer, giving the first graphic 
representation of tne important § discoveries 
made by Prot. Nordenskiold in his valiant expe- 
dition. The map demonstrates the course of 
navigation pursued by the Vega and Lena from 
Ham mertest to the mouths of the Lena, never 
before attained by any steamer or sailing vessel. 
lvformation for sketching thc map was gever- 
ously granted by Mr. Oscar Dickson, at 
Gotbenburg, the munificent patron of the 
learned professor and promoter of his present 
researches. In comparing tbe outlines of the 
most northern coast of Asia, as now ascer- 
tained, with the former charts, we immediately 

»rceive a marked difference in the delineation 
of Taimvr Land. The extreme point of the 
Old Worid,—the Promontoriuai Tabin of Pliny, 
—succesafully rounded by Nordenskiold, is situ- 
ated, according to his and Capt. Calander’s ob- 
servations, in latitude 77 deg. 42 min. north 
and longitude 104 deg. 1 min. east, somewhat 
more to the northward of its former position on 
the map. This fact proves anew .the reliabie- 
Less of the accounts of Tscheljuskin, who, pro- 
ceeding from Chatanga along the cosst by 
means of sledges, was the first to obtain the 
most porthern promontories ov the 19th of May, 
1742, fixing their latitude at 77 deg. 34 min. 
Considerable alteration is noticeable with re- 
gard to the western coast of Taimy: Land. 
In contradistinction to the reports of the Rus- 
siavu Captains Stertegoff and Minin, who visited 
these parts in sledges about 1740, Nordeo- 
skiold’s expedition confirmea the assertions of 
Von Middendorff, that a large islaid, the 
Taimyr Insula, lies opposite the west coust of 
the ‘laimyr Peninsula, from which it is sepa- 
rated by the straits, tae extension of which was 
noted by Lapheff id 1841. Even more conspicu- 
ous is the change inthe sbape of the eastern 

art of the Taimyr Peninsula. Differing from 
Middendorff’s ethnographical researches and 
Sokoloff’s cartographical studies, the Swedish 
expedition has proved that the eastern coast of 
Tammyr Land is situated in east longitude, be- 
tween i13 and 114 degrees; it has thus experi- 
enced a diminution of about four degrees, 
while the coast from Nordwick Bay to the 
Aleneck bas been prolonged about the same 
distance. - 

THE FORCE OF EXAMPLE. 

As visible on our map, Nordenskiold and his 
party have only seen a portion of the Taimyr 
coast, the far-stretching indentations of which 
were bevond their view. Accurate observations 
were made by them, owing to lack of time and 
want of opportunity, only at comparatively few 
points, and merely the general contours of the 
coast would be taken. No doubt can exist that 
the briliiant example of Nordenskiold will soon 
be followed by other seafaring nations. Fore- 
mostin the field will unquestionably be the 
Russians, who in their patriotism bave made al- 
ready so many sacrifices to establish a regular 
connection by sea with Siberia. Even now prep- 
arations are being madg to fit out vessels to 
proceed to the Lena next year. The future must 
show if the same success will be regularly at- 
taincd. Although the conditions may have been 
exceptionally favorabie in the Seaof Kara in 
1878, one ought to bear in mind that Nor- 
denskiold, relying on the rottenness of the 
ice he encountered near Cape Tcheljuskin, is 
firmly convinced of the existence of a navigable 
way along the coast every year, particu- 
larly as immense masses of warm water are dis- 
charged ivto the ocean by tbe great Siberian 
rivers during the summer. If Pronlochitcheff, 
in August and September, 1736, was prevented 
by the ice from rounding Cape Tcheljuskin, and 
Lapheff in August, 1740, bad to abandon his 
shallop before the mouth of the Aleneck, it 
must be remembered that they only possessed 
small, fragile vessels, whereas such Voyages are 
pow attempted with steamers of poweriul con- 
struction. 

HEROES OF SCIENCE. 

The courage and dexterity with which the 
Vega and Lena were steered through quite uo- 
known seas, amid dense fogs and other tremen- 
cous obstacles and impediments, weil merit our 
unqualitied praise and admiration. In order to 
spread far and wide the names of the bold 
mariners wortay to be classed amoug such heroes 
as Columbus, Mage Drake, Cabot, Frobisher, 
Bebring, Cook, Parry, Franklin, and others, I 
give a list of the prominent members of Norden- 
skiold’s expedition. Beside Nordeuskivuld, 
who had served in six previous Arctic voyages 
and in the expedition of 1875 reached the mouth 
of the Yennessei, we mention Lieut. L. Palan- 
der, commander ot the Vega, and Lieut. E. C. 
Brusewitz, both officers in the Swedish Navy; 
Dr. Rjeliman, botanist of the University of 
Upsala; Dr. Stuxberg, geologist, and Dr. Alm- 
quish, a physician. By special request of their 
respective Governments, Lieut. A. Hofgaard, of 
the Danish Navy; First-Licut. Giacomo Bove, 
of the Italian Navy; ard Lieut. Nordquish, of 
the Russian Navy, were attached to the Proies- 
sor’s staff. The costs of the expedition are de- 
frayed by Mr. Oscar Dickson providing £12,000 
out of the £20,000 required, while the King of 
Sweden, his Government, and Mr. Aiexander 
Sibiriakoif made up the rest. The Vega, 
Nordenskiold’s vessel, originally a steam 
whaler, was built at Bremen of teak wood, 
bas a splendid engine. and is well adapted 
for Arctic service. The Len which ac- 
companied her as far as the River Lena, belongs 
to Mr, Sibiriakoff—, and is commanded by Capt. 
Johannsen. She remains at Yakutsk until next 
summer, when she will return to Norway. A 
letter from Yakutsk, addressed to the 8t. Pe- 
tersburg (/azette, describes the joy prevailing at 
this outpost of civilization on the arrival of the 
Lena, which cnterea the river while Nordens- 
kiold, on board of the Vega. continued his route 
for the Behring Strait. Capt. Johannsen reached 
Yakutsk on the 2lst of September, a fortnight 
after his separation from Nordenskiold. 

Tie greatest interest prevails as to the fur- 
ther course and the results of Nordenskiold’s 
expedition. More than three months have 
elapsed since he was last heard of. Sle was then 
full of hopes of attaining the long-coyeted gua! 
of a northeast passage from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Ocean. May bis anticipation be realized, 
and we soon obtain the tidings trom Japan of 
his safe arrival. 
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ONLY ONE STANDARD. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CurcaGco, Jan. 11.—Much confusion itis to 
be feared exists in the public mind in regard to 
the unit of value in the coinage of the country. 
It is said we have two standards, and, as these 
can never be kept on exact equality, the two 
cannot circulate together and have the same 
purchasing power in_financial transactions. !t 
is granted that gold and silver can bever be 
kept for any considerable time of exactly the 
same value, and hence the nation bas had 
for nearly its entire existence only oue 
standard, the silver doliar. We have 
had only oue standard, but two 
Jegal-tender coins. The gold coin has always 
been the ore that circulated more or less as it 
approached in intrinsic value the legal silver 
standard dollar. Now, if peopic will bear this 
important tact in mind, they will save them- 
selves much perplexity and, perchance, unprof- 
itabie discussion. The goldites have falsified 
both history and fact by talking glibly and 
loudly about two standards, when io fact 
the nation never had but one. Still 
they, by the basest fraud, demonctized 
silver in 1873, and. if ever any crime but murder 
deseryed death at a rope’s end, these rascals 

ichly earned it. The widespread calamities the 
= has suffered from tbeir villainy can never 


ep estimated. Thousands of families are now 
unk in hopeless poverty because the silver dol- 
lar was degraded from the position it had held 
from the first coinage of the Government.

Daring Conspiracy to Defraud—Prominent 
Odd-Fellows of Tennessee Accused of Ras- 
cally Games. 

_ Dispatch to Cincinnatti Enquirer. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 11.—About five 
months ago Grand-Master Badd, of the Odd- 

Fellows, received information from Memphis 

that there was a conspiracy in| operation to de- 

fraud the Order of insurance money. and that it 
was. epgineered by a prominent member of the 

Order. It was stated that atithe head was A. 

O. P, H. Sehorn, of Murfreesboro, Past-Grand 

Master, and a leading member of the Order. 

The matter astounded Budd, who sought advice 

of the Grand officers of the Order, and together 

they went to work. The develooments proved 
more astonishing even than expected. 

It was discovered that in 1876 Sehorn was en- 

gaged in restoring the list of membership of the 

Murfreesboro Lodge, the records having been 

burued. While doing this he inserted two fic 

titious names, James Lively apd Thomas Alby. 


A few months after a map whojturned out to be 


D. C. Howell, of Chattanooga) claiming to be 
Alby, apvlied for readmission tp the Lodge, and 
on Sehorn’s strong indorsemeng was readmitted. 
Iv a few days Sehorn and Howéll came to Nasb- 
ville, aud Howell, still persofiating Alby, was 
insured in the Odd-Fellows’ Benevolent Society 
of Chicago for $2,000, Howell being named as 
Adwministrator. . 

Two or tbree months later occurred the Ash- 
tabula accident. When the news reached Chat- 
tanooga, Howell jumped on a frain and burried 
to the scene of the disaster. Arriving, he went 
over the ruins, cautiously dropping a pocket- 
book coutaining a yisiting-card with Alby’s 
nhame. Soon he returred, pretended to find the 
book, and the card and book Were to be sent to 
the Chicago office, and by it} transmitted to 
pur reesboro, with tlie sad jntelligence that 

rother Alby had perished in the wreck. How- 
ell, in the character of administrator, collecte- 
the $2,000, which was divided between him and 
Sehorn. He also sued the Lake Shore & Mich- 
igan Southern for the loss ofja relative. The 
suit was compromised, Lowel] and. Sehorn get- 
ting 2,000, less lawyers’ fees. : 

Tie conspirators soon beganito lay plans for 
another exploit, and approached a promineut 
Odd-Fellow, offering to take him into the con- 
spiracy, and at tbe same time fteilixg him some 
details of the Alby affair. -~He pretended to fall 
in with them, but cave Grand Master Budd all 
the information he could get from them. This 
information was ivuyaluable if working up the 
case. Last Wednesday night Seborn was con- 
fronted with the terribie evidence. He confessed 
to all, pleading financial enjbarrassment and 
imploring for mercy. On the} following morn- 
ing three or four promingut Odd-Fellows 
went to Chattanooga and called on Howell. 
Wheil taced with the evidence and Sehorn’s 
eonfession be also contessed, begging mercy 
eu his knees. The Odd-Feljows attached his 
property, as they had Sehorg’s. No criminal 
proceedings have yet been inptituted, but will 
probabiy follow, as the Lodge seems determined 
to make an example for future protection, 

The confessions embrace other plans. In one 
case they. had selected a former citizen of Nash- 
ville, now aeimy tog Lebanon, Penn,, who was to 
be called John Martin. Martin was to pretend to 
die, and @ coffin filled with earth was to be bur- 
ied. The undertaker was to be in the secret for 
the sum of $200. The man was previously to 
join several societi¢s. Another case involves 
prominent citizens of Shelbyyille, Tenn., 
and elsewhere, whose mpames are  with- 
held by the Odd-Faliows’ officers- 
A corpse was to be exhumed,| mutilated beyond 
recognition, and witnesses suborued to recog- 
nize it as the remains of James Lively, a ficti- 
tious name entered on the Lodge recorde, and 
insured in the Chicago and) also the United 
Brotherhood of Peunsylvaniajfor several thou- 
sand dollars, : 

Sehorn is over 60 years old,jand, besides hold- 
ing promivent offices in the Order, is a church 
deacon, and has been reputed/as a wealthy man, 
commanding the respect of the people through- 
out the State. His downfall js a great shock to 
his friends. Howell came fram Ohio during the 
War, settled in Chattanooga, jand became a poli- 
tician. and officeholder. The Order has em- 
ployed a lawyer, and will prosecute matters.

PRESIDENT TAYLOR 
then read his address, which embodied the re- 
port of the Board of Directors, as follows: 


As President of the Chicage Lumber-Vesse!l- 
Owners’ Association, I Did jou welcome to this 
your first annual Convention, hoping that we may. 
by sound judement and counseling, accomplish 
something for our wutual benefit. Our business, as 
it has been conducted for some years past, has been 
decidedly to our disadvantage, The haste in which 
our lumber-freig.ting business bas oveen done 
leaves very little time for the Captain to judicious. 
ity make his freight arrangements, as in alnjost al] 
cases be is his own agent in securing freight. 
Arriving in port in the morning and leaving in the 
evening. the time allowed him in which to get 
posted on freight matters ts very brief. The 
shipper, on the other hand, is aiways on the 
spot, and understanding the ‘‘supply and de- 
mand” of tonnage better than the Captain, 
has, therefere. considerable of an advantave. 
To overcome this in some measure, we have es- 
taolished the ‘‘card rates,’ leaving the issuance 
of tbem to tne Board of Directors. We cannot 
hope forany very remuneératiye rates if tne sup- 
piy exceeds the demand to any great extent. Pa 
reviewing ‘ast year’s demand, we find that few 
vessele had to lay up for any length of time for 
wantof freight; still it mast be mentioned that 
midsummer was elack of demand, but that was 
owing to the piling of what ¥~ being manufactur- 
ed at mill pointe. The fall months showed a de- 
mand that, as a rule, exceedep the supply, and the 
winding-up of the season left adout 150, 000, 000 
fect of last summer's cut at mil! points, to come 
forward nextseason. This, in connection with the 
unfavorable winter of 1877-'8 for moving logs in 
the woods, must almost convince us that the ratio 
of shipping will equal. if notexceed, the tonnage 
of the coming year; with | the speculative com- 
ments onthe prospects of the futare, I shall en- 
deavor to make clear to you the experience of the 
Directors of this Association dince last Angust. The 
‘‘card” is a step toward postingCaptains of the rates, 
but I would recommend that |tie Association ap- 
point an agent, whose business it shall be to reg- 
ister freights taken, to what point, by whom 
taken, etc,. and to authorize him to charge a nom- 
inal fee for aiding in securi charters, or to give 
him a salary for remuneration. I would also 
recommend that this agent lire an office, which 
shall be used asa headquarters for the Associa- 
tion. We find that arranging for ‘‘steady rans,” 
as they are termed, has been/decided!y to the car- 
riers’ disadvantage in the past, and has worked in 
a way very detrimental to our interests, inasmuch 
as going rates are liavle to be made by an @nxious 
outsider, who steps in and determines the freight of 
vessels out on that trip. I would recommend to 
the members of this Association not to solicit 
** steady runs,” but to take freighta on their re- 
sponsibility and abilities as business men. | wouid 
also recommend that a shipping-office be estab- 
lished in connection with this Association, and 
that we pledge ourselves to patronize it. 

SECRETARY JOHNSON 

read his report, as folluws: | 

Since the organization of the Association on 
Aug. 27, 1878, the Directurs have issued card 
rates of freight four times, and only one fine has 
been imposed for violation of the same. The inai- 
vidual membership of the Association is 101, rep- 
resenting 167 vessels. The total receipts of the 
Association to date were $219, and the disburse- 
ments $113, —leaving a balance in the hands of the 
Treasurer of $105. 

The reports were adopted. 

A letter from Capt. Jonah Richards, the well- 
known vessel-owner of Manitowoc, was read, in 
which he expressed his regret at not being able 
to attend the :necting, having intended to do 
go, and saving that the lumbcr-vesse! owners of 
that port agreed that it was their only salvation 
to stick torether, and abide by the action of the 
meeting. ’ 

Capt. John Saveland, Secretary of the Muil- 
waukee Association, made ja few remarks, saving 
that he had come un toctell them that tne lumber- 
yessel owners of his city had organized with 
fifty-eight vessels, and that they needed the 
Association, despite the little difficulties ea-

By followimg the traces of the 
fire to the point of greatest apparent combustion, 
the Commuttee found themselves in a small 
room directiy north of and adjacent to the 
rear of the jiers. From the remains of two 
planes- found on the floor, and the cnaracter of 
the debris, this room had been evidently used for 
carpenter work. Here were ail the appearances 
of the seat of the fire. The carpenter's bench, 
which had stood against the brick wall, was ¢n- 
tireiy, or almost entirely. consumed, one hard- 
wood plane, found underneath, was apvarently 
burned in two: another was pretty thorougily 
burned. If there were other tosis, they were en- 
tirely destroyed. . The fire evidently passed east- 
ward from this point throughthe plumbers’ room--- 
which showed traces of the passing 
fiauies, but which, from comparatively 
sliivdt damage done to work-oench and 
surroundings, was not the seat of _ the 
fire—cirectiy to the elevator shaft. Burning 


3 throuch the slight sheathing, it found the vent 


which changed the hitherto controllable flames into 
an irresistibie force of fire thai, rushing upward 
tncotivh the sha‘t, communicated the fire at once 
to tne Mansard roof, where, to the earliest arriv- 
ing spectators, the tire was seen burning very 
soon atterthe firstaiarm. The Committee exam- 
ined the boiler flue, to which some attributed tne 
onzin of the fire. From the appearance of the re-

Just what will 
occur then he didn’t say, but tc the outside 
it would seem that the only 
certainty future, in case the 
Post-Ofiice do go into the 
building, would be that after cetting the nest 
comfortably warm, they would be invited to 
move up stairs or off into another corner, or 
take a walk around the block, to give the 
workmen achance to go ah and complete 
that portion of the building for their perina- 
nent occupancy of it. If there are to be two 
moves belore they get into their ultimate bead- 
quarters, the thought suggests itseif that it 
Would be about as easy to move into the 
building from the- Honore Biock—which is just 
across the street—when the new building is 
vompleted and ready for them, and that the 
prospect for an early compiction of the building 
is rather better when that building is unoc- 
eupied and presents sufficient room to work in 
than when if 18 ocewpied and the occupants are 
compelled to move around from pillar to post 
to give the workmen a chance.

RELIGIOUS. 
PRESBYTERY,. 

The Chicago Presbytery held its quarterly 
meeting in Room 48 McCormick Block, corner 
of Dearborn and Ranaolph streets yesterday 
morning, commencing at half-past 10 o’ clock. 
There was a good .attendance, nearly all the 
churches in the Presbytery being represented. 

The Moderater, the Rev. W. C. Yuuung, pre- 
sided. 

Mr. T. C. McFarland, a licentiate, was dis- 
missed to the Presbytery of Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
where he has been called to the Church at Belic- 
‘vue; J. A. Steiner was dismissed to the Pres- 
bytery of New York City. The) Rev.'5. J. Me- 
Kee was reccived by letter from Freeport; J. B. 
L. Soule, from Alton; the Rev. H. L. Stanley, 
from the Presbytery of Cedar Rapids. 

The pastor ot tbe Third Presbyterian Church, 
on behalf of the Committee on Home Missions, 
submitted areport ir| regard to affairs in the 
Holland Presbyterian Church, in which it was 
recommended that the Rev. 8. Rederus be not 
installed as pastor of that church, as the con- 
gregation was divided in opinion concerning fis 
retention, and it was feared that a disseuston 
would be created by his installation there, and 
possibly a division arise. 

TbLere was a long discussion upon this subject 
which was necessarily of a sémeéwhat personal 
vature, and finally the report was referred back 


to the Committee for further investigation. 


The same Committee also submitted a report 
recommending that only missionary enterprises 
purely be bevefited or receive aid pecuniarily 
from the Association, and no mission churches 
which are near to other churches of greater 
magnitude which are able to fully or substan- 
jially provide for all their wants. Also, that the 
greatest attention of the Home Mission Socict y 
be directed to the voung, as they are the ones 
who will most readily take théjinfluence and 
teachings of the workers. 

A petition to the Sustentation Department of 
the Board of Home Missions from the First 
Presbyterian Church of Dunton, fll., requesting 
that a donation of 3309 be given to that chureh 
to assist in making up asalary of $1,000 toits pas- 
tor, the Rev. William M, Barthoiomew, was re- 
ceived. The application was favorably considered 
and it was agreed that the request should be 
granted. Applications for assistance were re- 
ceived from one or two other small churches 
which were acted uoon by the Presbytery. 

A communication was received from the Rey. 
J. G. Porter, pastor of the First Presbvterian 
Church of DuPage, tendering his resignation, 
and requesting that the Presbytery take action 
in assisting him to dissolye his relations with 
the church. 

Mr. Robert Strong, a representative from the 
above church, being present. urged the accept- 
ance of the resiguation, on account of the phys- 
ical inabilty of the pastor to perform his labors. 

On motion, it was decided to refer the matter 
to a session of the congregation of the DuPage 
church for proper action. , 

The Rey. Gien Wood wished to make a 
statement. He had been -conndécted, as the 
brethren were aware, with the American Tract 
Society for twenty-eight years, the place of most 
of his work having been Lake Forest. There 
was an enterprise on foot to build up the Uni- 
versity at Lake Forest, and he had been invited 
to a seat with the Executive Committee, and he 
had received a call to leave the particular branch 
of business in which he bad been chgaged during 
the greater portion of his life, and) commence a 
ditferent course of work among his people. He 
had been ioformed by the facuity that it wastive 
purpose to make this an institution in the West 
that would be second to nonce in the East; he 
was astonished at what he bad found in the way of 
progression ip this institution, and |tbe prospects 
which were iu store for the University. ‘He had 
come before the Presbytery to signify his ac- 
ceptance of the position to which he bad been 
called: and in this connection he gave some- 
thing of an idea of the magnitude of tie enter- 
prise, and the resources at command which 
would enable this University to accomplish in 
five, or ‘at the farthest ten, years; what it had 
taken Yale 150, Harvard 200, aod Princeton 150 
years to accomplish, and there was nothing to 
prevent this from becoming an ¢ducationa! in- 
stitution second to nonein the ¢ountry. The 
Rey. Mr. Wood has accepted the position of 
Financial Agent. ‘4 

Tue Assembly adjourned, with prayer by the 
Key.

CONGREGATIONALISTS. 

The meeting of Congregational ministers 
opened yesterday morning with reports irom 
the weck of prayer. The majonty of the 
churches observed the weck with special meet- 
ings. Kindiings of religious interest have al- 
ready begun in several places. Indications are 
good for more than the usual amount of revival 
work this winter: The subject for discussion 
was “Church Discipline.”” The) Rey. E. F. 
Williams, of Hyde Park, was the first speaker. 
He claimed for the subject an unusual degree of 
importance in our times and in this part of thie 
country. He maintained that the way in which 
discipline had been carried out in this city for 
the past ten vears bad resuited in about as much 
evil as good. If churches had undertaken it at 
all, it had been too much in a technical and 
partisan spirit. The result was, that there were 
mapvy in good and regular standing in the 
churches who, if thev had been dealt with 
properly, would have been reformed or excom- 
municated. As it was: they were a stand- 
ing reproach to the Christian name. The 
Rey. Mr. Pound followed with a _ partidl 
admission of the aileged evil results 
of church discipline during the past 
few years. Still he believed the) execution of 
New Testament discipline to be the greatest 
neéd of the times. He knew thatour Western 
churches were only partially organized, and buat 
little crvstailized iu their sentiment and modes 
of thought. Discipline would therefore incur 
great liabilities of loss of membersihp, if taith- 
fully carried out. Yet in the long run he be- 
lieved the Church could afford the Joss. Discip- 
line would tone up the moral life of the people 
and lay the foundations of the greatest moral 


P power inthe world. The Rev. Simeon Wilbert, 


of the Advance, was tbe next speaker. He 
affirmed that the whole subject nust be consid- 
ered inthe light of one great tact, viz.: that 
there were a large number of crooked sticks in 
the Church.- Toey were not exactly bad men, 
neither where they malicious in spirit. But they 
had such protuberant prejudices as to make 
their life a continual irritation to'the brother- 
hood. For such cases he would not advise ex- 
commupication, but thought some method of 
dropping them from fellowship most useful. It 
was best that even some good men “be by 
themseives.”’ Dr. Savage thought it important 
in speaking on the subject to define the great 
object of discipline. its primary end in all 
cases should be the recovery of the 
offender. To accomplish. this object, dis- 
cipline must be so conducted as ‘to make thé 
delinquent feel the il! Gesert of his sin. Failing 
in the reiorm of the offending member, it was 
the duty of the Church to religye itself of the 
responsibility of his sin by excommunicatiun, 
He affirmed that there wag hardly a church in 
the city which did not have & duty of discipliné 
toward some of its leailling members. Religion 
was too much compromised by such cases. Dis- 
cipline would recover us to a greater degree of 
respect before the world. Secretary Powell also 
believed in church discipline, though so tar as 
his observation extended it was usualiy attended 
with great evil. He thought the trouble was 
that churches came to the trial of the offender 
as most perents came tothe punishment of their 
children, with roused passions and a vindictive 
spirit. Under such circumstances it was impossi- 
bie to secure justice or influence for good the 
aggrieved parties. If discipline could be coined 
out in the spirit with which it is enjoined in the 
Bible it would, no doubt, be one of the greatest 
means for good in the Cuurch. 

The discussion continued with unabated in- 
terest till half-past 12, when the meeting ad- 
jourved.

In 1878, 
at the Baltimore Covvention, it was, ‘after a 
ful! and free discussivn,’’ unanimously voted to 
open the ¢olumris of Qur Union (the official or- 
gan of the Woman’s National Christian Tem- 
perance Union) to ‘all the platforms and 
methods of work of all the State W. C. T. U.’s 
(with a full understanding that five States had 
ofiicialiy indorsed the Home-Protection idea at 
their conventions). But as Baltimore is a most 
conservative city, and delegates from conserva- 
tive New Jersey, New York, and Penusyivania 
were out in larger pumbers than delegates from 
More distant and progressive States, the resolu- 
tion askine the temperance ballot was voted 
down by about twenty-five majority. 

The fact ought, however, to be stated that in

Justice Courts and Constables. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CricaGo, Jan. 13.—1n your issue of to-day I 
notice an editorial wilich contains some very 
just remarks concernitg business in Justice 
Courts. In this matter there is plenty of op- 
portunity for reform, and it may be successfully 
inaugurated. The Justices need not issue writs 
to Constables who are in the habit of doing 
‘“‘crocked work,’’ and especially in the matter 
of venire for juries should they be very particu- 
lar to whom they are given. ‘There are Consta- 
bles who would pot **pack a jurv,’’ but the 
Justices do not care to'refuse the “attorney” 
who calls for a venire the privilege of employ- 
ing thé Constable he prefers. Nine-tentas of all 
the juries called in Justice Courts are called be- 
vause there is no possibility of winning tbe case 
if tried before the Justice; the province of the 
jury, therefore, is to decide in favor of the party 
asking the jury. There isa class of so-calied at- 
torneys that stoop to any means to win their case ; 
this is their lavorite plan, and they know what 
Constable to employ to serve the venire; it is 
obvious that, should the Justice reiuse the ve- 
n're to the Constable of their selection, Be would 
lose ther U8. ness. 

As to this bringing of suits in outside towns, 
the Justices and this same elass of “ attorneys ” 
are also toDiame. Usually these “attorness”’ 
are supplied with summons signed in blank, 
which they fill out at their pleasure; then they 
have their Constabics that will serve them, 
when they are returned to the attorney issuing 
them, and the first knowledge the Court has 
that there is such a case is when the alleged 
lawyer carries thesummons before “his Honor,” 
and the instaoces are not rare where the sum- 
mous is never returbed, while the defendant 
travels fifteen or twenty miles to defend where 
the prosecution does pot think it worth his 
while to prosecute, byt has hoped the other 
party will consent to be blackmailed, rather 
than go to the expense of defending. The writer 
‘hereof knows a case where three persons were 
made defeadants to asuit brought before a Jus- 
tice twenty miles from their residence. Ot 
course, the expense and time was considcrable, 
avd when they arrived at ‘‘court’’ the Justice, 
not knowing of any suchsuit, was in the city, 
and thev could pot even get their case dismissed, 
I believe vou are in error in saying that these 
papers are served tuo late for deiendant to reach 
the court. The statute provides for at least 
three days’ notice to defendant. 

Now, iu regard to Constabics. There cer- 
tainly are tou many of them, and thatis ove 
reason why they take ilegal fees; many of them 
would starve on leva! fees. , There are ten Con- 
stables elected in the Town of South Chicago; 
there are probably jifty practicing in said town, 
and herein lies the evil. Were there only Con- 
stabies enougk to do the business, there wauld 
not be the temptation to do crooked business 
or charge exorbitant tees, and if it were the law 
that writs from Justiges in a town should only 
be served by Constables clected in that town, 
much of the evil complained of would be abated 
in this town, and in the bringing of suits in out- 
side towns, lor po person goes tothe outside 
town to bring a suit or findan officer to serve 
the writ. 

] hope the Bar Association are fully in earnest 
in the matter, and that they will persevere un- 
tilaill the evils complained of sball have been 
corrected,—and it may verv easily be done.

Senator Bash’'s Bill. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHicago, Jan. 13.—In your paper of this 
morning it appears that somebody wants Sen- 
ator Bash’s bill on foreclosing mortgages to be- 
come a law at once, on the supposition, I pre- 
sume, that the passage of the bill would affect 
mortgages already existing, and thereby par- 
tially enabie déDtors to repudiate debts already 
contraeted. 

Unfortunately for people of that kind of 
morality, there isa clause in the Constitution 
of the United States forbidding States passing 
any laws which will impair the obligation of 
contracts. If the proposed law does pot impair 
the obligation of his contract so as to give jim 
an advantage not anticipated by his ereditor 
when the debt was contracted, why is Mr. 
Debtor, alias “‘ Equity,’ so anxious that the bill 
shall become a law ** without delay ’’? 

_ At the October term, 1577, of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the case ot Ed- 
wurds vs. Kearzy, it was bela ** that the remedy 
subdsisting in a State when and where a contract 
1s made and is to be performed is a_part of its 
obligation, and any subsequent jaw of the State 
which so affects that remedy as substantially to 
impair and lessen the value of the contract is 
forbidden by the Constitution, and is therefore 
void.”’ (See Vol. & page lv, of the Chicago Law 
Journal.) In that instance the State of North 
Carolina had passed a Stay law, in effect ex- 
tending then existing contracts. 

The effect of Senator Bash’s vill would be to 
extend existing contracts or coerce creditors to 
bidding wore than they would otherwise under 
threat of two years’stay of proceeding. Does 
any one suppose that such a law, if it could be 
sustained, would not affect the value of every 
existing contract in the State, rendering it less 
valuable than before? ~- 

Aside from its covert repudiation of present 
obligations, such a law would be mischievous in 
other respects, for it would prevent any one 
but the creditor from attending and bidding at 
the — sale. stranger who had bia off 
the property at less than the 
debt could not control the subsequent 
action of the creditor, and cuuld not, therefore, 
for years be certain when he would become the 
owner of the property to use and improve as his 
own, and in caseof improved property he would 
not even be entitled to possession aud the rents 
in the ‘meantime. Such a law, while it would 
injure the creditor, would not in reglity belp the 
debtor, as the creditor, finding hicbelf the soie

Burning of the Birmingham Public Library. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


CHICAGO, Jan. | Taz TrRipouns this morn- 


ing prints the folloWing cablegram: 

Lonpoyx, Jan. 12.—The tibrary of the Birming- 
bam and Midiand Institute at Birmingham, con- 
ta‘ning 80,000 volumes, burned Saturday. It con- 
tained the most complete Shdkspearean collection 
in the world, numbering 8,000 yolames. Compar- 
atively few oooks were saved. . 

The Free Public Library of Birmingham, with 
its 80,000 volumes, was doubtless the library 
burned on Saturday, as it occupics the same 
building with the Midland Institute. The Insti- 
tute has no considerable library, it being a sci- 
entific institution and school] of instruction in 
mechanics, metallurgy, miping, ete. The 
Shakspeare Memorial Library belonged. to the 
reference department of the Public Library. 
This collection was commenced April 23, 1864, 
—the terventenary of Shakspeare’s birth,—and 
the Shakspeare room was completed and opened 
April 23, 1868. Contributions were made to it 
by Mr. Charles Knight, Mr, J. O. Halliwell, and 
nearly all the Shakspearean editors and schol- 
ars of kngiand aud the world, Birmingham be- 
ing the principal town in Warwickshire, where 
the poet was born, lived, and died. The cata- 
logue of the collection, of 515 pages, the last 
part issued in 1876, is beforeme. It contains 
more editions of the writings of Shakspeare 
than were ever before brought together. A lit- 
tle more than a year ago I spent several hours 
in this room examining these books. 

The Public Library of Birmingham was open- 
ed, under the tree-lbrary act of Parliament, in 
15861, and has been one of the most popular and 
successful of that class uf libraries in End@jand. 
Its annual report of 1877 states that it had 
86,087 volumes, 19.076 book-borrowers, and an 
annual circulation of 679,954 volumes. It had 
four branch lipraries containing 24,023 volumes, 
which, of course, were saved. ‘The reference 
department, containing the most valuable books, 
with the Shakspearcan collection, was at the 
cevtral library, and was burned. The reference 
library contained also a very large and, perhaps, 
unique collection of all the editions of Cervantes 


in all languages, and works about Cervantes | 


made and presented to the Library by W. 
Bragge, Esq. Ot Don Quixote it had fifty-four 
Spanish editions. A cOmpletd set of the Britisa 
patents, the binding of which cost $10,000, was 
in the reference lbrary.

The Faust of the Hess Troupe and Miss 
Abbott. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Jan. 11.—The American people have 
no right to expect general merit or symmetry 
in #ny musical or dramatic performance so long 
as they maintain the star system. So long as 
they will pay tens of thousands of dollars for a 
few exceptional notes, septepces, poses, and 
nothing tor excellence in orchestra, chorus, or 
company, so long must they have such repre- 
sentations as the Hess troupe gave on Friday 
evening as * Faust.”’ The music of the opera is 
poor at best,—too light for such a subject ; but, 
when itis poorly rendered, one wishes they 
would give us the play instead of the opera. It 
is difficult to find suitable scenery for either; 
but Miss Abbott’s manager might have found 
some other representation of an altar in a Ger- 
mao church than the little, top-heavy stand 
made to dv duty on this occasion; and he might 
have turned down the foot-lights or drawn a 
colored screen between them and the agonizin g 


penitent. 

As it was, [ could not attend to her notes, for 
fear she would overturn that stand; and she 
certainly must have had itou her mind, and 
suited her action to its excegling frailty. I 
should noc have trusted it to hold a lamp, and 
to throw the weight of herself and agony either 
on it or beside was out of the question. If 
tlooley bas pnothing with which to represent a 
church altar, | would advise him to get a pack- 
ing-box, cover it with unblcacned muslin, fasten 
it to the Jour with a couple of screws, and have 
some plaster images secured fast to it! One 
dullar would cover the cxpense, and Maerguerit: 
could proceed with ber repentance wichout 
thought of toppling over the altar. So, by 
modulating the ilight, the audience would 
not be troubled by the resy pink eyelids 
and bloom oi youth of the sorrowing 
Magdalene. 1 cannot see why Marguweritle 
should appear as b'oommg, and round, and 
rosy-faced, after two years of sorrow such as 
here, as on the day she meets Faust on the vil- 
lage green! A decen' respect for the opinions 
of mankind should have induced her to lay 
aside a little of her bloom. So, too, that lout 
of a Va extine migbt have assumed, while be re- 
mained in the house with his married sister, 
some look of the indignant brother: an ounce 
of rve flour plastered over his staring, red face 
would have aided him greatly, both iv the duel 
aud ia his attempt to dic decently. Peake 
might have roared more gentiv, and stiil have 
been a very noisy devil; but nothing could have 
exceeded the sucvess of Castle in his role of 
standing well on his handsome legs; and it is 
well they are stout, for a iecebler pair pever 
could bay. sustained him under the weight of 
sarquer te’s caresses. 

Miss Abbott is very realistic, as an actress, but 
in the woonlicht scene she was something wore. 
German maidens are said to be easily wooed and 
very demoustrative when won: but I doubt if 
Goethe would choose for a heroine one who could 
so suddenly change places with her wovoer, and, 
from being the tempted, become the tempter. 
The beauty of Miss Kellogg’s .Warquerite is her 
maidenliness. Her modesty and coyness wins 
the sympathy and respect of the audience, and 
holds it to the end; out this is all lost with Miss 
Avbott, and one pities Haust, tempted un one 
s.de by the Evil One, and on the other by her 
who should have been his guardian angel. 

Miss Abbott’s Marquer'te makes Faust a vic- 
tim to her weakness as well as bis own: and 
in the moonlight scene she tairly puts bim on 
the defensive. She certainly should guard 
against so serious a blunder. Her passion of 
grief at the death of Va entine was quite as fine 
as anything in Modjeska’s playing, of which I 
know anything, and would have been worthy of 
Chariotte Cushman if it had not been for the 
perfectiy unsympathetic character of her face, 
which is sinvularly unmanageable, and should 
be aided by art, in giving the suitable expression 
to the genera: character of any act. 

In tinding the jewels she was too precipitate 
in her joy. Any girlin such a case would re- 
quire at least one tmoment to realize that they 
might be intended for her, and no one would 
have thrown away her bouquet on simply seeing 
a box on her door-step. 

Miss Abbott's voice is superb, and her sus- 
tained notes wonderful. Her acting is full of 
fire, and her poses ex juisitely eraceful, so that 
even in her most passionate scene there is no 
descent to coarseness; but a little care may 
give a much greater assurance to her already as- 
sured success. It is difficult to understand why 
a composer shuuld so disregard dramatic effect 
as to give the part of lover to 4 woman, and 
still more difficult to understand why managers 
should intensify the absurdity by putting littie 
Mrs. Seguin into that character: but when she 
is so piaced she might dress and look it a little 
better. She might have some kind of skirt to 
ber doll-baby jacket, and leave off the shoulder 
draperv, which increases her quite-suflicient 
breadth at the expense of her diminutive hight. 
Such a little dandy-jack of a lover might well 
drive poor Margueriteinto the arms of any man- 
ly suitor. No demand of music caw justify such 
an absurdity.

What Hamilton Thought of Taxation. 
a0 the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 13.—Doubdtless local self-gor- 
ernment is an essential feature of our free insti- 
tutions, and that the concentration of all power 


at the seat of a great Empire like the American 


Union, or even a great State like Ilhaois, would 
be an unmitigated evil. Yet there are some im- 
portant public ivterests, other than those relat- 
ing to foreign affairs, to the Territories, and the 
like, which can be best cared for by the Centray 
Government. This truth is beginning to be 
recoguized by the Southern champions of States’ 
Rights, as is evinced by the hearty support the 
gave the Reagan bill for the regulation of rail 
road freights. 

Experience soon taught the people of America, 
while they were yet living m the thirteen inde- 
pendent States, under the nominal headship of 
the Articles of Confederation, that their prop- 
erty, as well as their ability to maintain free- 
dom and self-government, required that they 
should concede to the General Government the 
power to levy and collect uniform duties on for- 
eign merchandise. Under the Articles each 
State bad a tariil of its own, and the result was 


largest revenue, in orderto meet its 
ments, simply drove: commerce from its ports. 
Hamilton and Madison labored long in the ef- 
fort to induce the States to concede the power 
to Congress of imposing a tariff. But Rhode 
Island held out to the last against the proposed 
amendment of the Articles in this respect; and, 
small as she was, her refusal to ratifyi: was 
suflicient to prevent its adoption, and to para- 
lyze the Confederation. The leptelebare of that 
te based its opposition to the amendment on 
the absurd ground that the States through 
whose ports the foreign merchandise would be 
imported would pay all the tax. Hamilton, in a 
report as Chairman of a Committee of the Uon- 
gress, made a masterly reply to the absurd ob- 
jections of the Rhode Islanders. He foresaw, 
and stated clearly, what we all now recognize as 
the ABC of political economy, that the States 
through which the foreign merchandise is import-

But the pre 1 wo of Hamilton and Madison ino 
‘alf of a national power of taxation, co-Op- 


erating with the preposterous opposition of 
Rhode Island, were by no means thrown away, 
as they demonstrated the necessity for a 
stronver Central Government and a more per- 
fect Union. The result was, the formation of 
the Constitation. Nine States were author- 
ized to organize a Government under the Con- 
stitution; and this being accomplished, the 
Union could simply treat as foreign nations the 
States that refused to come in, and impose the 
same duties on imports from them that were 
imposed onthe rest of the world. This con- 
ditiou of things brougnt Rhode {sland to her 
senses. North Carolina also held aloof, for 
other reasons, partly, but was forced. into the 
Union by the same impending necessity. 

The Government being organized, and Hamil- 
ton placed at the head of the Treasury, be pro- 
ceeded torecommend the assumption of the 
debts of the States, which they had incurred 10 
the War of Independence; and in support of 
this policy he pointed out the confusion and 
mutual injury which would result from taxes 
imposed by thirteen legislative bodies on the 
productions and manulactures of the people. 
It would be impossible to secure uniformity, 
and the result would be thatthe State which 
shuuld make the most earnest and honest effort 
to pay itsuebts would simply injure the busi- 
ness of its citizens, and protect the rival prod- 
ucts and manufactures of States whose Legis- 
latures refrained from taxation. These irresist- 
ible arguments of Hamilton carried the measure 
through Congress, coupled as they were with 
other considerations which need not be stated. 

For the reasons so well stated by Hamilton, 
the States have refrained from taxing the in- 
dustry of the people, and bave left the field to 
the General Government. The latter, I need 
not say, has riever resorted to this fruitful 
source of revenue except as a war measure, or 
at a measure necessary to pay the principal and 
interest ot publi: debt incurred in the prosecu- 
tion of war. The result bas been that the pro- 
duction of such luxuries as spirits, mait liquors, 
and tobacco bave escaped taxation during the 
greater part of our national history. 

It cannot be denied that there is a strong feel- 
ing of opposition to the taxation of these arti- 
cles, even in the Northern States. The Demo- 
cratic partv panders to this prejudice, and 
Northern Democrats, in order to gain the sup- 
port of the South, stand ready to aid their allies 
in that section in the repeal of the whole inter- 
nal revenue system at the risk of 
impairing the public credit. This 
course is particularly absurd and inconsistent in 
a party which professes devotion to Free 
Trade, and it can only be reeonciled to reason 
and common sense by supposing that the party 
is willing to see the public credit destroyed.. 
¥or revenue to pay the interest and redeem the 
principal of the debt must come trom some 
source, and if not in part from interval taxes, 
then from a higher rate of duties on imports. 

In this state of affairs, I respectfully suggest 
that the internal-revenue taxes migh. be in a 
degree popularized and made permanent by 
dividing the revenue with the States. If one- 
fourth of the revenue from internal taxes were 
thus distrinuted among tbe States for purposes 
of education, there can be no doubt that the 
system would be made far more acceptable to 
the people, while a greatiy-needed aid would 
be extended to the voorer States, in which 
at the same time the greatest ignorance pre- 
vails. The distribution of the. surplus revenue 
among the States in 1839 is a precedent which 
may be safely followed. That measure had 
Henry Clay for its father, and received the ap- 
probation of the country. Tae General Gov- 
ernment, in the control of the Northern States, 
gave freedom and enfranchisement to the negro 
race; and current events are daily demonstrat- 
ing of Now litile worth is enfranchisement with- 
out education. 

The plan proposed would add greatly to the 
amount of revenue collected, and it is probable 
that the share of the General Government 
would be cqual to the whole revenue at present. 
In proportion as the public debt and interest 
shall be reduced, the share to be distributed 
among the States might be increased.

Grant Not to Travei as a Dead-Head. 
Puiladelphia Ledger. 

There ought to be no necessity for explanation 
about such a matter as the possible aadition of 
some petty expense to the United States steamer 
Richmond, because of the presence of ex-Presi- 
dent Grant on board while on her cruise in the 
Indian Ocean and other Eastern seas. But it may 
be best to make some poimmts clearer than they 
appear to be to the critics. These folks seem to 
think that the Gevernment pays the table ex- 
penses of the officers on board men-of-war ships. 
That is amistake. The officers supply their own 
tables, paying the bills out of their owa pockets. 
The commanding officer of the ship has his 
‘*mess,’’ as itis called, and the otber officers 
have their respective ‘* messes.” clubbing to- 
gether, and each individual officer in a “‘mess” 
pays his individual pro rata share of the ** mess” 
expenses. Gen. Grant and ex-Secrétary Borie 
wil! pay their pro rata the same as if they were 
officers, and neither the Government nor the 
‘*mess’’ expenses of the officers need be at one 
dollar of extra cost. it is possible that the mili- 
tary and naval officers at the formgn ports the 
Richmond will visit may take a broader view 
of the presence of an ex-President of the 
United States on a national ship than the home 
critics do, and may salute bim by firing their 
great cuns and by other military and naval cer- 
emonial, and this may require the Richmond to 
expend some blank cartridges in return, accord- 
ing to the custom on such occasions. But this 
expenditure of powder and other incidental! cost 
cannot amount to more than a few hundred 
dollars. That the representatives of the Orient- 
al Governments will salute the ex-President 
there can be to doubt, for our officers have, 
trom the beginning of the Government down to 
date, been in the habit of firing just such sa- 
lutes when their ships, or navy-vyards, or forts, 
or other stations have been visited by distin- 
guished foreigners and official dignitaries, ac- 
cording to the official rank the visitors hold or 
have hela fin the service of their reapective 
countries. And more than that, they have al- 
ways had authority to entertain suct visitors on 
board their ships, charging the expense to the 
Government. But, as above explained, the 

resence of Gen. Grant and Mr. Borie on the 

ichmond will cost the Government nothing 
except the powder, because they, in common 
with the officers, will pay their own expenses; 
and as to the powder, perhaps a memorandum 
might be kept as tu the cost of that, to be paid 
by the ex-President on presentation, or else, as 
he would most willingly do, dispose with the 
salute-firing altogether.
